(h) Resolved further, that the Vice>Ohancellor be 
authorised to obtain a loan of his services from the Govern- 
ment of the United Provinces.

Buies regarding the payment of travelling and Iwlting 
allowances as recommefided by the Finance 
Committee. 

t. Members of the Court, the Council, the Senate, the 
Faculties, the Syndicate, the Board of Studies and the 
Board of Appointments, shall be entitled to draw the 
actual sum spent by them in travelling from their respect- 
ive places of residence to Benares and back, and during 
their stay at Benares for the business of the University, 
provided that the sum so spent shall not exceed one first 
Lss railway fare each way by the shortest route and 
rupees five a day on account of halting allowance for each 
day of work at Benares. 

2. The amount drawn as halting allowance may consist 
of garry or palki hire from their place of residence to the 
University meetings and back. It may also include charges 
incurred for travelling payable on account of any servant 
brought by them and all other expenses incurred in the 
iourney, so long as it does not go above the maximum 

amount allowable under rule 1. 

3 Where there is no railway communication between 
the place of residence of any member, or such railway 
communication is available for only a part of the Journey, 
the member shall be entitled to draw reasonable expenses 
for the journey by road, subject to a maximum of annas 
eight per mile for the journey by road. 

4. In cases of doubt or difference of opinion, the 
Begistrar or officer-in-charge of the Begistrar’s duties 
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shall refer the matter to the Vice-Ohancellor or the Pro- 
Vice-Chancellor, and subject to the final control of the 
Council, the orders of the Vice-Ohaiioellor or the Pro-Vice- 
Chancellor shall be final. 

5. Local members, who have no conveyance of their 
own, shall be entitled to draw reasonable charges for 
conveyance to the place of the meeting and back. 

6. These rules shall apply with effect from 1st Novem- 
ber, 1916, and shall be applicable to all meetings held after 
the said date.

(i) On the motion of the Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan 
Malaviya, seconded by Pandit Baldev Ram Dave, it was 
resolved that the proposal to erect residential quarters on 
the site in the north-western corner of the central block, 
and the proposal to construct the single-storied hostels 
proposed to be erected to the north of the College of 
Oriental Learning in the plan prepared by Rai Ganga 
Ram Bahadur, the Honorary Superintending Engineer, be 
approved. 

(ii) The plans A and B prepared by Mr. F. Lishman, also 
the plan prepared by Mr, S. H. Lakshminarayanappa of 
Mysore were examined in the light of the report of Rai 
Oanga Ram Bahadur, the Honorary Chief Engineer of the 
University. 

Resolved that the Oouncil do not approve of the plan A 
■of Mr. Lishman and that prepared by Mr. S. H. Lakslimi- 
narayanappa of Mysore. 

(iii) Resolved that the attention of Mr. Lisliman be 
called to the various objections made by the members and 
recorded in a separate note, as also the points mentioned 
in the report of Rai Ganga Ram Baha{iur as to his plan B, 
and that he be asked to consider whether any and what 
alterations in his plan can be, made to meet them, and the 
plan be brought up again for consideration with his report. 

Resolved that the Vice-Ohancellor be requested to ask 
Mr. Lishman -to suggest any alterations and improvements 
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whicli be may thinl? fit in the style of tbe College and 
Hostel biiiidings which have been prepared by Rai Ganga 
Ram, having in view the general style, which he would 
recommend for tbe University buildings. In the opinion 
of the Council, the University buildings should be con- 
structed in Hindu style. 

Resolved further that the Vice-Chancellor be authorised 
to settle the terms with Mr. Lishman. 

5. The meeting was then adjourned to 8 a.m., on the 
31st August, 1917.

WentfflV: of whom are elected by the Court and five by 
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the Senate. The Oouncil meets and. can meet as often as may 
be necessary. Under the Statutes, the Court can control the 
Council “by statutes and resolutions, and not otherwise.’' 
Tlie provision for the holding of one compulsory meeting of 
the Court every year guarantees that the members of the 
Court shall liave au opportunity at least once every year 
to review the decisions arrived at by the Council and 
to lay down such principles or instructions for its guidance 
as to them may seem fit. It is doubtful, in my opinion^ 
whether at tins early stage of our existence it would be 
right to ask members of the Court who are scattered over' 
all parts of the country to bear the expense and trouble 
of attending two meetings of the Court every year. It 
is true that the University has now made a rule that the 
travelling and halting allowances of such members of the 
Court as may be willing to accept them will be paid by the 
University, but this will mean that the additional burden 
will in many cases be cast on the University funds In 
view of the paucity of our funds, this should be done only 
if there is a necessity for it. And power has been given 
to the Council to decide whether such a necessity does 
or does not exist, and whenever it thinks that it does, it has 
power to convene a special general meeting of the Court. 

“ Babu Shiva Prasad Gupta has proposed a further addi- 
tional statute to the effect that the Vice-Ohancellor shall 
be authorized to call special general meetings of the Court 
in emergency and that he shall also call such meetings if 
fifteen members of the Court make a written request to 
him for the purpose. In my opinion it is not necessary, and 
in the case of tlie latter proposal not desirable, to add tins 
statute, in view of the provision contained in the Statute 
IG (5) to which 1 have already referred. So far as the 
Vice-Chancellor is concerned, it may safely be assumed 
that when he will consider it desirable to call a special 
general meeting of the Court, the Council will most 
probably agree with his view. Por the rest, if at any time 
the members of the Council themselves tliink it proper to 
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call a special general meeting, they have the power to do so, 
even if the Vice-Ohancellor should not agree with them. In 
ray opinion the constitution has rightly left the respousibi- 
iity of deciding when a special general meeting of the Court 
should be called to the Council, for owing to the knowledge 
which the Council will possess of the affairs of the Univer- 
sity, it wdll presumably be in the best position to judge 
when this should be done. In view of the considerations 
I have noted above, it seems advisable to me that we 
should gather a little more experience of the working of 
the present Statutes and of the work done at the Annual 
General Meetings of the Court, before making the holding 
of a second general meeting of the Court compulsory. But 
it hardly needs saying that the greater the interest the 
members of the Court can be induced to take iu the affairs 
of the University, the better it will prove for its w'elfare. 
And if there should be a general feeling among the 
members of the Court in favour of the proposal it should 
be given effect to by the enactment of the statute 
proposed.” 

Babu Govinda Das agreed with Pandit Madan Mohan 
Malaviya so far that the matter is for the Court to decide. 
The Pro- Vice-Chancellor entirely agreed with all that 
had been stated by the Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan 
Malaviya. 

Babu Govinda Das agreed with the note sent by Dr. 
Tej Bahadur Sapru to the effect that if fifteen members of 
the Court make a requisition to the Vice-Chancellor to call 
a special meeting of the Court, stating the particular 
business for which the meeting is to be called, such a 
meeting should be called. He agreed with the Pro-Vice- 
Chancellor and the Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Mala- 
viya that it was not necessary to give power to the Vice- 
Chancellor to call a special meeting of the Court. 

As regards the proposal to^dd another provision to Sta- 
tute 16 (2), viz., that the budget as framed by the Council 
shall be presented to the Court at its Annual General Meet- 
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ingaod there finally approved ” Statute 16(2) already pro« 
vides that “at the annual meeting of the Uoiirt a report 
of the proceedings of the Council and of the University, 
together with a statement of the receipts and expenditure 
and the balance-sheet as audited, shall he presented by 
the Council to such meeting,” and Statute 15 provides that 
the Court shall exercise control over the Council “by 
means of statutes and resolutions, and not otherwise/' 
The budget is included in the proceedings of the OouneiS 
which are to be laid before the Court. It is open to any 
member of the Court to move any resolution relating to 
any item of the budget or other proceedings of the Council. 
These proceedings are sent to every member of the Court 
and to all the registered donors of the University. Statute 
33 provides that the notice of the Annual General Meeting 
shall be issued at least BO days before the meeting, and 
statute 34 requires that any member of the Court ^vho- 
intends to bring forward any special business before the 
Court shall give notice of such business to the Secretary, 
at least 20 days before the date appointed for such 
meeting. It further provides that any member who 
intends to propose an amendment shall give notice thereof 
to the Secretary ten days before the date fixed for the 
meeting. In the opinion of the Sub-Oommittee these 
provisions are amply sufficient to enable any member of 
the Court to propose any amendment to the proceedings 
of the OoiiiicU, including the budget. It is therefore not 
necessary to enact the statute suggested. The above 
consideration also disposes of the proposals contained in 
proposal No. 2 of Babii Shiva Prasad Gupta, excepting that 
contained in tiie last protion, viz., that no notice will he 
necessary for tlie moving of the amendments to the pro- 
posed resolutions, etc. As to this, attention is drawn to 
the provision contained in the Statute 34. It seems un- 
necessary at present to suggest the modification of the 
statute. 

As regards the proposal to enact by statute that “ the 
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members of the Court shall be authorized to ask questions 
of the Hindu University authorities,” it is evident from 
what is contained, in the rest of the proposal that what is 
meant is, that questions should be asked at meetings of the 
University Court. Proceedings of the Court, the Council, 
the Senate, the Syndicate and the Faculties are regularly 
supplied to every member of the Court. Statute 16 also 
speciOcally provides that a report of the proceedings of 
the Council and of the University, together with a state- 
ment of the receipts and expenditure and the balance- 
sheet as audited, shall be presented by the Council to such, 
meeting. It further provides that a copy of the state- 
ment of receipts and expenditure aud of the balance-sheet 
shall be sent to every member of the Court at least 7 days 
before the date of the Annual Meeting, and shall be open 
to the inspection of all members of the Court and Senate 
at the Office of the University during the year following 
such annual meeting, at such reasonable hours and under 
such conditions as the Council may determine. Members 
of the Court have under these provisions ample facility 
provided to obtain information regarding the affairs of the 
University. In addition to this, if any member wants any 
information which is not communicated to him in the 
manner above referred to, he is free to write to the 
Registrar for such further information. It may be pre- 
sumed that in some matters the Registrar will of his own 
authority and discretion, and in others after obtaining 
permission from the Vice-Chancellor or the Council, as may 
be necessary, supply the information asked for, aud that 
where he is not able or permitted to do so, he will communi- 
cate the fact to the member presumably with a statement 
which will satisfy him. In any case, where a member feels 
that the refusal of the Council, to supply the information 
asked for, is unreasonable, and wishes to press for the 
information, he can do so by moving a resolution at a 
meeting of the Court. In the .opinion of the Sub-Committee 
the proposal to enact a statute regarding the idgiit of

interview before finally making the appointment, and that 
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the actual cost of the journey from Allahabad to Bombay 
and back be paid to him. 

3. The Audit Note being put before the Coimcil, Babu 
BhagaYaii Bas said that a longer period was needed to 
forni an opinion about the Audit Note and accounts, the 
members iiaving received it only the previous day, but in 
view of the emergent circumstances created by the 
Statutes, mentioned by the Vice-Ohaucellor, he would 
suggest that at least three more days be allowed to the 
members, and the Audit Note and accounts be brought up 
at the next meeting. The suggestion was accepted. 

4. The Registrar reported that the Hon’bie Pandit 
Madan Mohan Malaviya had sent certain proposals for the 
consideration of the Oouncil (vide Appendix B). 

Read the proposals Nos. 2, 3 & 4 of the Hon’bie Pandit 
Madan Mohan Malaviya : 

Resolved, on the motion of Babu Govinda Das, seconded 
by Rai Q, N. Oliakravarti Bahadur, that the buildings at 
present occupied by the Central Hindu College as well as 
those newly built for the Central Hindu School and all 
appurtenant buildings, hostels, etc., be assigned to and 
reserved for the mewly organized Central Hindu School, as 
soon as the College is removed to the Nagwa site ; 

That arrangements be made to expedite the construc- 
tion of the buildings immediately necessary for the transfer 
of the University to the Nagwa site and that the work in 
buildings be proceeded with with all the despatch practic- 
able under the present war conditions ; and, 

That the Government of India he informed that, in 
accordance with its original and constant intention, the 
University is arranging to transfer the Colleges to the 
Nagwa site, as soon as the buildings required are ready, 

5. Read proposal No. 1 of the Hon’bie Pandit Madan 
Mohan Malaviya (vide Appendix B) : 

Resolved, on the motion of Babu Govinda Das, seconded 
by Rai G. N. Oliakravarti Bahadur, that the new Scliool 
Board (when formed) be requested to reorganise the School 
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in accordance with Statute 73, and also make recommend- 
ations for filling the post of Headmaster, who will be 
in charge of all the three departments. 

6. Tiie consideration of Dr. Ganga Natha Jha’s resolu- 
tion, regarding stipends for the students of the departments 
of Oriental Learning and Theology was, with his consent, 
postponed to the next meeting. 

7. Resolved that Pandit Isliwari Diitt Durga Diitt 
Shastri, M.A., be appointed Oriental Translator in the 
Registrar’s OflS.ce on Rs. 100-10-150, on six months’ proba- 
tion, provided he is considered competent for the appoint- 
ment by the Pro-Vice-Ohancellor. 

8. Read Mr. Birbai Sahni’s letter, dated the 12th 
September, 1917, expressing his inability to join his ap- 
pointment before October, 1918, and enquiring that, if he 
succeeded in getting the D.Sc. degree of the London Uni- 
versity, whether the authorities of the Hindu University 
would be willing to place him in the highest grade, starting 
with Rs. 500 :

Benares Hindu University at the ensuing examinations. 

The proposal and the terms of the Regulation proposed 
were imanimously passed. 

Transitory Regulation. 

Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained 
in these Regulations, the subjects of examination, the 
courses of study, the text-books prescribed, the tests or tJie 
■standards of marks prescribed, for passing or taking a 
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place ill the various divisious or classes in the Intermediate 
Examination and in the Examinations for the degrees of 
Bachelor of Arts, Bachelor of Science, Master of Arts and 
Master of Science (only Final in the last two examinations) 
of this University for the examinations of 1918 and 1919 (and, 
in case of candidates who may fail in the examinations of 
1919, for their examination in 1920), shall foe the same as at 
present laid down or prescribed by the University of Allaha- 
bad for the corresponding examinations of that University 
for subjects for which classes were in existence on the 1st 
day of October, 1917, in the Central Hindu College at 
Benares. This Regulation shall remain in force lip to the 
date of the declaration of the results of the examinations of 
1919 (and, in case of candidates who may fail to pass the 
examinations of 1919, up to the date of the declaration of 
the results of 1920, should they continue their studies and 
sit for the examination of 1920), and till then, the attend- 
ance of the present students of the Central Hindu College,, 
which would have counted for the examinations of the 
Allahabad University, shall be reckoned to be attendance 
at the lectures in this University, for purposes of every 
examination of this University. Provided that the examin- 
ations of M.Sc. Previous (in Physics and Chemistry) of 1918 
and M. Sc. Final of 1919, as also the M. A. Previous of 1919,. 
shall be held in the courses prescribed for this University. 

6. Babu Bliagavan Das raised the question whether 
the students of the Benares Hindu University can be and 
should be allowed to go up for the examinations of the 
Allahabad University. After considerable discussion, the 
sense of the meeting was that, it should be made known to 
the students that the Benares Hindu University will hold 
its own examinations in 1918, though the courses will be 
those of the Allahabad University. It should at the same 
time be also pointed out to them that, under section 16 of 
the University Act, the degrees, diplomas, certificates and 
other distinctions granted by this University are to be- 
recognized by the Government to the same extent and in 
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tile same manner as the correspoiiGling degrees, diplomas., 
certificates and other distinctions granted by any other 
University incorporated by the Act of the Governor-Gene- 
ral in Council. This University has no objection to the 
students of the College applying to the Allahabad Uni- 
versity for permission to appear at the examinations of 
that University. It was for the latter University to pas& 
such orders as it may think fit in each case. 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya moved,, 
and Rai G. 17. Ohakravarti Bahadur seconded, that the 
following resolutions be passed, viz 

(a) That the fact that the Central Hindu College has 
become a College of the Benares Hindu Universit.y be 
notified to the students of that College ; 

(b) That they be also informed that the Syndicate has 
recommended to the Senate the passing of the following

Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained

1. On the motion of the Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan 
Malaviya, seconded by Rai G. N. Chakravarti Baliadur, it 
was resolved that, in view of tlie requirements of Regula- 
tions 4 and 12 of Chapter XIV of the Regulations, the

It was further resolved that the candidates who hold 
the School-Leaving Certificate of Madras, provided that 
they are declared to be admissible to the University of 
Madras by that University, shall also be deemed admissible 
to the Hindu University. 

2. Rai G. N. Chakra varti Bahadur proposed and Pro- 
fessor Seshadri seconded that the constitution, powers 
and duties of the Boards of Examiners be as formulated in 
the following rules, vis; 

(i) The nomination of examiners for all examinations 
conducted by the University, shall he entrusted to Boards 
of Examiners. 

(ii) Each board shall consist of three members of the 
Senate or members of the Faculties, elected by the Syndi- 
cate at its annual meeting. Each m ember elected shall 
hold office for two years from the date of election or until 
he ceases to be a member of the Senate or a member of a 
Faculty, as the case may be, whichever event first happen- 
ed, and shall in the former event be eligible for re-election. 

(hi) In the event of a vacancy occurring after the annual 
meeting, for which provision has not been made, the Syndi- 
cate shall appoint a member to hold office on the Board 
until the annual meeting next following. 

(iv) The Syndicate shall appoint one of the members to 
he Conve7ier. The Convener shall summon meetings and 
shall conduct the correspondence of tiie Board. 

(v) Tlie Conveners of Boards shall summon meetings of 
their respective Boards for the purpose of nominating exa- 
miners to hold examinations of candidates proceeding to 
the various examinations conducted by the University. 

(vi) The names of the persons nominated by the Board 
shall be reported to the Syndicate for confirmation. If the 
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Syndicate decline to confirm the appointment of any 
person nominated, it sUall forthwith appoint some one to act 
in the stead of such persons. 

(vii) In the event of an Examiner declining to act or 
resigning his post, or being from any cause unable to fulfil 
his duties, the Oonvenerof the Board concerned shall nomi- 
nate a substitute. The nomination shall be reported to the 
Syndicate for confirmation at its next meeting. 

{viii) The examiners appointed for each particular exa- 
mination in any subject or group of subjects, shall, when 
their number is not less than three, moderate the papers 
set for that examination in that subject or group of sub- 
jects. In other cases the moderating will he done in such 
manner as the Vice-Chancellor may direct. 

Babu Bhagavan Das moved an amendment to the effect 
that the words “ Court and Council ” be added after 
the word “ Faculties ” in para. 2.

7. Babu Bhagavan Das, in making a proposal recom- 
mending revised organisation of the Sanskrit Department of 
the University {vide Appendix A), addressed the meeting 
at some length. Mabaraahopadhyaya Pandit Adityarani 
Bhattacharya, M.A., rose to observe that no notice was- 
given of such an important subject, and as the meeting of 
the Faculty of the Oriental Learning had already taken 
more time than was due to it^ and as the E’aculty of Theo- 
logoy had to go through its agenda of work, the matter 
could not be fully considered at the stage.

“It is a matter for regret tliat within its lirst. year of 
existence the University has had to mourn t!io loss of four 
of its benefactors and supjiorters, Ilai Baliadiir liam Oharan 
Das of Allahabad, Rai Prag Narairi Bahadur of Lucknow, 
Mahamaliopadhyaya Shiva Kumai’ Shastri of Bokhm^s and 
Justice Saroda Ohai’an Mittra of Oalc(it<.a. Tlio lirst-ujimed 
was a generous donor tosour funds, i.h<! second, one of the 
earliest supporters of oiir University movement, the third, 
a Sanskrit scholar of gresU. rcputi^, a, ml tiu; last-named, a 
retired Judge of the Oaicutta High (kmrt who was ex- 
pected to take a prominent part in the. work of the Uni" 
verity. ' 

' “ Qenbleineuy under the statiitois it is our duty to provide 
appropriate buildings for the accommoda,ti(m of the Uni- 
versity. An extensive plot of la.nd measuring about 1,300 
acres at ISTagwa iias been aeapiircd, a.nd pla,ns and ps-ojimts 
•for the necessary building.s arc under prepa, ration. But 
this wiUltake time ami the University is anxious to start 
work as soon as possible. In the meantime, hown^ver, the 
Government have been pleased, to come to our ntsmie by 
Idiiclly permitting us to do so in the Oentral Hindu Ool!eg<" 
Buildings for which our heart-felt thanks arii tlm^ to Mis 
Excellency the Viceroy, the Hon^ble the Mdiuaition Mem- 
ber of the. Government of .India, and His Honour Bir Jsinuis 
Meston, the Visitor of the University and Lieutenant- 
Governor of these Provinces. It is only rigiit that we 
should assure them that as soon as the new University 
Buildings are completed, we will, move into them without 
delay. 
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“ Last year C ventured to put forward a few Biis?j:;estioiis, 
aiid from the reception accorded to tliem I am pcrsoadec! 
that they have met with your approval. This eiiconrages 
me to hope that in due course, as circumstances allow, 
steps will be takeu to carry them out. The University is 
an infant but a year old and it must take time to develop 
into full maturity of manhood. I do not propose to trouble 
you witli many suggestions this year, but a taw simpk^ 
ones which occur to me, I take the liberty of laying 
before you. 

“ I would suggest, though in making this suggestion I 
may seem to be going into detail, that in order that tech- 
nical training may be stimulated and the country get the 
benefit of trained services of our men, the University 
should devise means for arranging with large business 
houses for the proper apprenticeship of such of its students 
as may take degrees in any of the technical subjects, such 
as, Agriculture, Engineering, etc., /. e., subjects that relate 
to Oommerce and Industry. A complete training in the 
Worksliop, on the Llarm or at the Desk would be essential. 
In short we should have men possessed of sucli theoretical 
knowledge of their subject and so trained ii;l its pi-aotical 
application, under modern conditions, thati they may at 
once command contideiice and respect. 

Gentlemen, the field of knowledge is so vast tliat a 
limit to it is almost inconceivable. Knowledge is light and 
like tlie rays of the sun it illumines not only its possessor 
but shoots out in all directions, carrying warmth and 
sunshine, life and energy in its train. Not only tind,, if 
properly preserved, it becomes a part of the Oommon 
Storebou.se of mankind irrespective of age and c.oimtry. 
And wdiat is more, by its use and spread, knowlefige gains 
in volume and <ioes not dimmish. Speaking in general, the 
human mind performs two principal functions. One is 
receptive, the other is creative : the minditakes something 
from the common storehouse of already accumulated know- 
ledge and it is given to some fortunate ones also to add 
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to tho Ooininon Store. And yet I. may add a, tliird i’loir.tiou 
that is IK) less important than the other two ; ;uk 1 rlKit is 
the faonlty of sortinjif out and placinj? faetK in their true 
relation to one another or, in other words, the faeuliy of 
accurate judgment. 

Knowledge is necessary for the !Tia,teria,i iunl moral 
progress of mankind but the value of knowh‘ilg<'. will be- 
moreor less in proportion to tliis faculty of Judg- 

ment. It is, therefore, essential that gr<*at< <^aro should bo 
taken to promote everything that would de.velo]) this 
faculty. And it is this faculty of accurate Judgment that 
is greatly dulled, if not entirely blunted, by what is called 
“cramming.” 

“ ft is a matter of common complaint, and I ladieve the 
evil is generally admitted, that the greatest defect of our 
existing educational system is conscious or unconscious 
encouragement of cramming. And nnfortnnatcly, it is not 
confined to any one part of the systetii but affects it in its 
entirety from the lowest educational institution to the 
highest. I would beg of yon to exercise tlie greatest 
possible vigilance to light against it and not to let it creep 
into the precincts of our University. The evil is admitted 
and it is for the experts to find proper remedies, 'fhough 
not claiming to be an expert, I may venture to suggi's! 
a possible remedy that strikes me as the most enimieious. 
The examinations should not be tests merely of memory 
but rather of accurate judgmeut. 

“This leads one to the consideration of (,hc (|uestion of 
proper methods of imparting knowledge ; in other words, 
it means that the professorial and teae.hing stall should hr 
such as to fulfil this great aim. 

“ GeHtiemeu, believe me there is nothing so important 
la an educational institution as the quality of the teacher, 
and you should spare neither attention nor money in get- 
ting together the best teaching staff that you can get. 
A thoroughly good staff should be your first aim. When 
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you have secured that you devote your funds in 
other directions, but I will beg of you to place this in th.e- 
forefront of everything else. 

While I am on the subject of the teaching stall’, I may 
be permitted to say that having selected the best man, 
leave him free to organise the teaching in the subject of 
which he is the recognized master. Do not restrict him. 
unnecessarily by courses, syllabuses, or text-books. Re- 
strictions of this character, I am afraid, will not help the 
development of original thought or research. I regret the 
point did not occur to me last year, but since I occupy 
a position of some responsibility, I hope you will for- 
give me for bringing it to your notice to-day specially 
where I consider the best interests of the University are 
involved. 

“ Though I am aware that you cannot directly control the 
education in Secondary Scliools yet you might be able to- 
combat the evil of cramming in them also by making your 
examination of admission into the University such as to 
give the least possible encouragement to cramming. In 
short no stone should be left unturned to pull by the roots 
the evil that has such a benumbing effect upon the proper 
spread of knowledge. 

“ Gentlemen,, I will also venture to draw your attention 
to the importance of Physical Oulture. Sound mind in a 
sound body is an old and trite saying and full of elemeutai 
wisdom and though often repeated yet, unfortunately, 
mostly neglected. Physical well-being is as essential to 
moral and intellectual health as anything else. The ruined 
healtli and premature deca.y *aud, alas I the death of our 
students is the surest evidence of the neglect of this most 
essential part of education. Japan suffered from this a 
generation ago, but in hardly two decades, the Japanese 
have succeeded in turning out students from their educa- 
tional Institutions who are distinguished for their fine 
chests and lungs. Games not merely develop the body hut 
help also to develop the character by fostering self-reliance, 
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(|iilck tluj estimable quality o( giv(^ n.nd take-, sind 

also .<^00(1 manners. 

Gentlemen, one of the essential fuiietitms o!' a Itcsiden- 
tiai University is the care and development of that bundle 
of qnaiitios in its alumni that are desi|?nated by the .qroniric 
iiame of manners. Maimers are tlie salt of il,ow<rvor 

l0arii(?(ia person may he, if he he wantiiuj? In Lho j^r!ua*,s 
and ciiarnis of life, he would be hampered, it nm,ttiirs not 
what tlie profession or walk of life wiiich lie may sehiet or 
in whioiihe may be placed. Manners reiiect t.hemsdvos in 
a man whether he be moving or stationary, whetiicr he be 
speaking, conversing or silent, whether he be liost or guest, 
whetlier occupied by the formalities of his official position 
or at ease amidst his home surroundings, whether lie be 
dealing with his superiors, equals or inf< 3 riors. A well" 
maimered man will be sought after evei*y where ami, while 
avoiding unpleaHantness for himself, will spread pleasure 
all round. 

“There is one baneful quality that should be specially 
guarded against. I refer t,o the defect of ahec.tation, or a 
perpetual desire : to create an impression of one’s own 
importance. This is very demoralising. One starts by 
trying to produce false idcsas of one’s own im[iort!i.mu 3 
among others juid ends by believing in enc.’s t>wn import- 
ance. ’rids does not only ineiilcatc tin,’: iiabit. of false pre- 
tences but also results in stagnation. Our st.udents should 
be natural and siinjile and absolutely unalfeeted. 

“I need hardly remark that manners arc not best ta,ugf\t 
in tlie class room. It is while the students are jM, their 
games, oi- in the dining hall, or engaged in tlmir various 
other activities outside the class room that those nvIso 
have charge of them can inculcate in them good manners 
’oy precept and e.xample and especially the latter. Tlie 
influence of example is imperceptible yet po^verfid and too 
much stress cannot be laid oil its importance, 

“ Gentlemen, our motto should be onward and yet again 
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onward ; not necessarily inscribed on our portals, but deep- 
ly engraven on tlie tablets of our hearts. Guided by the 
torch of knowledge and resulting wisdom and goodness 
let us take each step cautiously yet firmly, avoiding every 
false move yet never faltering in the onward march to the 
Promised Land. 

/‘ Before I resume my seat, I might state that it is my 
conviction that although rational and well-informed criti- 
cism is healthy and productive of good results, acrid 
controversy can only retard true progress by diverting 
the mind and preventing concentration. Steady work, 
in a hopeful and generous frame of mind, with complete 
unity of aim alone can bring us to the ultimate goal, and 
such unity must be based upon a clear realisation of tiie 
duty we owe to the Government.” 

Tlie Vice-Ohancellor then laid before the meeting a 
report of the proceedings of the Oouncil and of the Uni- 
versity together with a statement of the receipts and 
expenditure with the audited balance sheet for the period 
ending with the 30th June, 1917, (vide Appendix A.) and 
stated ; ™ 

Your Highnesses, Your Honour, Ladies and Gentlemen, 

“ I pise now in compliance with the provisions of Statute 
16 of the Statutes of our University to lay before you on 
behalf of the Oouncil “ a report of the proceedings of the 
Coiincii and of the University,” as also “ a statement of the 
receipts and expenditure and the balance sheet,” which 
have been duly audited by the Auditor appointed by you 
on the 12fli of August, 1916. As you are aware, following 
the practice prevailing in other Universities in India, wo 
have printed the minutes of each meeting and sent them 
out from time to time to the members of the Ooiirt, the 
Senate, the Faculties and the registered donors. You are, 
therefore, already in possession of what the Statute 
requires to be presented to you to-day. The pres(?nta- 
tlon to-day is therefore merely a formal act done in 
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cornpiiiuice witli the provisions of the Statute. The 
nuuiites will soon be in your hands in tiie i(srui of a, 
bound volume of tlie rocor<l of tlie lirst year s work oi 
the ITuiversity. Tlui other portion of the Bi.a.tnl.e refiu's 
to the statement of ex|)enditure and lauudpts and the 
hahince sheet which under the statut<i snust lu', somt to 
every member of the Oourt at least scfven da,ys lud’oro ih.e 
date of tlie annual meeting. Bectiou 111 of t!m Univorsity 
Act requires that the accounts should be audited^ once 
at least in every year at intervals of not more than 
fifteen months.” The accounts, now presented, are for 
a period of 15 months, commencing 1st April, 1916, 
and ending 30th June, 1917, Pandit Mahadeo Prasad 
Acliarya, the Auditor appointed by you, took charge of 
his duties soon after his appointment. Since then, lie 
has been auditing tiie University accounts in all its 
departments at intervals of a inontii or tw'O. Tlie work 
has been an arduous one. The allowance for t he work 
fixed by the University is perhaps sullicicnt only to cover 
his travelling ami other out of pocket e.xpcuBcs. The 
work has been done by him more as a labour of love than 
of gain. He is entitled to our thanks for doing it. 

“As this is the first Annual Aleetiug of the (Juiirt, it 
would perhaps not be out of {ilacc to lay before you 
a short summary of the work done since tins Uourt 
met first in August, 191,6. Before, how'cvor, doing so, 1 
should like with your permission, to rcf(>.r to work 
of some gentlemen to wlioni the University is very greatly 
indebted for the very valuable services they have 
freely and ungrudgingly rendered to it,. The first and 
foremost of them is our venerable .Pro-Viee-Uhancelior, 
Mahamahopadhyaya Pa,ndit Aditya Earn Blml.tacharya., 
AI.A., to whom we are deeply grateful for so s eadily res- 
ponding to our call to undertake the onerous dutievs of Ins 
office. We owe much to his constant and deep devotion 
and valuable counsels in the conduct of tlie afiairs of the 
University during the year, and I would be .failing in 
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my duty, if I do not take this opportunity of tender- 
ing him our most cordial thanks for ail that he has done 
as a labour of love and devotion in the cause of education. 
To the Hon’ble Babu Moti Oliand, our Hony. Trea- 

surer, our grateful thanks are due for the careful and able 
manner in which he has discharged the duties of his office. 
He has amid his many other onerous duties acted as 
the chairman of the committee for the management of 
the landed estates of the University, and his considerable 
knowledge and experience have been of the utmost help 
to the University in tnat department of its work. Our 
thanks are also due to Babu Guru Prasad Bhawan, B.A., 
a zealous aud devoted worker, to whom the University 
is much indebted for his labours in its service. There 
are other honorary workers, labouring selflessly in the 
service of the Universitj^ but I do not mention them, 
as I know that they would prefer not to be mentioned: 

I hope their noble example will be followed by many 
others. I thank them all for what they have been doing for 
the University. 

“ I now pass on, with your permission, to some of the 
salient features of this year’s work which are likely to 
be of interest not only to you, but to the general public 
as well, who, I am sure, will welcome the report of con- 
tinuous progress, which, I am glad to say, the University 
lia,s been able to make. 

‘‘The most important event of the year was the issue 
by His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General of 
India in Oouiicil, of a notification under section 15 of the 
Act, declaring that on, aud with eflect from 1st October, 
1917, the Central Hindu Oollege of Benares shall be deemed 
to be a College maintained by the University. This Goliege 
has thus become a Oollege of the University as defined 
in section 2 of thb University Act, and attendance at 
lectures given here aud the classes maintained in the 
College, will qualify students now for admission to the 
various examinations of the University and the degrees 
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wlu'ch file University is ernpoweveW to eonlVn’, ''f’hc Uni- 
versity will now for tlie first tim<‘ ex<5r(;ise its uuiie lions as 
a teaching University. This is a moniorahi*? step hi the, 
progress of education in India, and by siunrtioning it, I lls 
lilxocMency Lord Ghelmsford has (ninusl tiU5 de<‘-p gratitude 
of the entire Hindu comiminity. Your niglins^ss has a.i - 
ready referred to this aiispiciotis event in your address a.ud 
has expressed Oil our behalf oiir sense of derp gratite.dii 
for it to His Excellency and also to the, HoidhU*, Sir Ssuika- 
ran E air, and to onr esteemed Visitor, tlu^ Hon’hle Sir 
James Meston, who has honoured us liy his kindly presence 
in our midst to-day, for the help given by tJieiri in this ma,t~ 
ter. I would like to sa.y, however, that it. is a matter of 
great satisfaction to us that this consuumiation, so devout- 
ly wished for, has taken place within the [leriod of adminis- 
tration of the present head of the Govcrnme.nt. of the United 
Provinces who, ever since he came into (urntaid, with tlie 
work of the University, has taken adcc{> Interest in its pro- 
gress. We ail remember bow largely His Honour (Mintribut- 
ed to the success of the grand corcimoniai, tiio laying of 
the foundation-stone on tlie 4th hkibrnary, 1910, Ho has 
been always ready to do all tluit he could to further the> 
aims of the University, and T tliink, i. may without any 
breach of conlidence say at once tha.t iluring tlu' time that 
the University has been in existence tinuxi has nut been a, 
single matter, in whicli His Honour has declined (,o give me 
any help which it has been iny duty to ask of liiju on ludialf 
of the University. I may also be allowed to say in this 
connection tliat we owe a deep debt of gratii.mh; to the 
founders of the Central Hindu College, and I. am hapjiy 
to see iiere Mrs. Annie Besant, with whoso name the. rise 
and progress of this institution is indissolubly (‘.oiuuM.-teik 
and many of her noble colleagues. I Oder tlieni my most 
cordial congratulations on the realization of their long 
cherished ideal. To the members of the Hindu conmuinity, 
the Princes and the people alike, as well as to the inembcrs 
of other communities, who have so nobly o,nd sponta.ne " 
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ously helped the University witb their generous eoatribii>" 
tioiis, I tender my sincerest thanks and congratulations on 
tfie University having come into actual existence. 

“ Before passing on to other matters I would, with your 
leave, refer to one poiut, arising out of the notification re- 
ferred to above which deeply concerns both the students and 
the general public. That notification came into force ou 1st 
October, 1917. So far as the Faculties of Theology, Oriental 
Learning and Law are concerned, no difficulty can arise, as 
the Central Hindu College had no classes in these subjects 
affiliated to any University. So far as these Faculties are 
concerned, the University will open its own classes now for 
the first time, on the lines laid down by the regulations. 
The College was, however, affiliated to the University of 
Allahabad in the B’aculties of Arts and Science, and v^hen 
the College re-opened in July last, it had classes teaching 
the courses prescribed by the Allahabad University and 
our students were preparing for the examinations of that 
IJniversit.v. Prior to the date the College re-opened, the 
Council had already moved the Covernment to consider the 
propriety of issuing the notification referred to above. The 
possibility of thci Central Hindu College becoming a College 
of this University in the course of the current session was 
anticipated and the students seeking admission to the Col- 
lege in’ July last were apprised of it. The difficulty having 
been realised, to meet the case of students, who had already 
coinmeuced their study of the courses of the Allahabad 
University, the Syndicate, at its meeting held on the 27th 
instant, passed a transitory regulation, and it has beeii 
approved by the Senate. The regulation runs as follows 

‘‘ Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contamed 
in these Regiiiatsons, the subjects of examination, the 
courses of study, the text books prescribed, the tests and 
the standards prcvscribed for passing or taking a place in 
the various divisions or classes in the Intermediate ■Exami- 
nation and in the Examinations for the degrees of Bachelor 
of Arts, Bachelor of Science, Master of Arts, and Master

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oi‘ Soieiieo (Previous & Final) ol this University .for the 
exammatioiis of 1918 and 1919, and in the cas<5 of (isiiHlidaies 
wi).o fall in the examinations of 1919 for their ro-exn.ini nation. 
Ill 1920, shall be the same as at present laid down or pro- 
scribed b;/ the University of Allahabad for the eorreKpond- 
ing examinations of that University for subjects for whhdi 
classes were in existence on the' 1st day of Oih.ober, 101.7, 
ill the Ocritral Hindu Oollege at Benares. This Begulatioii 
shall remain in force up to the date of tlie deciaration of 
the results of the examinations of 1919 and 1020, and till 
then, the attendance of tlie present students of the Oeutrai 
Hindu Oollege, which would have counted for the exami- 
nations of the Allahabad University, sliallbo reckoned to be 
attendance at lectures in this University. 

“ Provided tliat the examinations of M7Bc. Frevloils (in 
Physics and Ohemistry) of 1918 and M.Bc. Pinal of 191.0, as: 
also the JVI.A, Previous of 1910, shall be Isold in the courses 
prescribed by this University.” 

“ The transitory regulation will be now subniittod to tluj 
Hoh’ble the Visitor for his approval. On his accortling to 
his approval, the new regulation will c,omo into force at 
once. Its effect will be that the students wim were 
members of the Central Hindu College in October, 1917, 
will be able to pursue their studies in the .Ailahabad CoursoH 
for the first two years and will bo examined by tlris Univer- 
sity in them on the same lines, as in the Allahabad exami- 
nations. Failures of 1919 will have a further chance to si I 
for an examination under similar conditions in 1920 also. 
This, it is hoped, will remove all dil1iciiltie.s which wor(*, 
apprehended. 

“ .1 now pass on to the preliminary work done to enable 
the University to make a start in its work. The most 
important thing for establishing the University was the 
acquisition of site for various buildings. Among the con- 
ditions prescribed by Sir Harcourb Butler in Ids letter 
addressed to us iu 1913 was the provision of a suitable site 
for the new University. I am happy to say tluit with the 
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lieip of the Local Government, we were able to acquire a 
plot of about 1300 acres, opposite Bamnagar, including the 
45 acres aequired for laying the foundation atone. It was 
put ill oiii* possession on 22nd January, 1917. It has since 
been managed by a committee appointed by the UBiversity. 
Our thanks are due to Mr. Lambert, the Oollector in charge 
of land acquisition, and liis assistant. Pandit Sheokaran 
H'atliMisra, for the considerate and tactful manner in 
which they have discharged their duties. I am happy to 
say that the whole land has been acquired without a single 
case going to Court, an event unique in the annals of land 
acquisition, and I may congratulate the Government on it. 
You can well imagine how difficult it is for a Zamindar or 
tenant to give up even an inch of land, and the University 
is grateful to the owners for tlie generous manner in which 
they have helped it in this matter. 

“ On 12th August, 1916, when I had the iioiioiir of 
addressing you on the occasion of the first meeting 
of the Court, the amount promised, including the valua- 
tion of the annuities granted by Indian States, came 
up to about 96 lacs, and the realisatioa.s to close upon 
60 lacs. The ainoimt promised has not risen since. The 
reasons are obvious. Owing to the war, it was considered 
inadvisable to send out deputations, as had been done 
in previous years, to obtain additional donations. But 
we have yet received some handsome donations in the 
course of the year, and some gifts, which had been promised, 
matured into completed transactions. I will first men- 
tion the c.stablishment of the Chair of Ancient Indian 
History and Culture by the Hoii^ble Maharaja Sir Manindra 
Olmiidra Nandi Bahadur, }v,O.I.Ei., of Kasimbazar, who ha<.l 
promised donation of one lac, but who very generously 
raised the amount to enable Government Promissory .Motes 
of tiie face value of Rs. 1,72,000 being purchased for the 
endowment of the chair. We are extremely grateful to 
him for his generous donation. He has been from the very 
commencement a staunch and liberal supporter of the 
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University moveriient, and .it is but approijriate and Htting 
that tlie ciiair which will commeiBGrat(‘> his name sisould 
have as its objective, the investigation oS' problems of 
Ancient Indian History and Culture* Mr. S. V. Bha.ng!savi, 
M.A., LL.B., of .Bombay, representing a .Board of 'iViistoeB, 
has made a gift of a sum of lls. 2,050 for the institution 
of aprjBe to be named the '‘‘Swamiji Sbrcc MadiiusudjuKtHd 
Saraswati Shankar Vedant Priscc” on terms s<itt,ieil be- 
tween him and the University. Tiirougb the iot.iU've.ntion 
and help of one of our foremost helpers, Seth Na,rottain 
Morarji Gokiddas of b'ombay, the benelits of t!ie. Ganesh 
Balwant Limaye scholarships have been made nlso avail- 
able to the Maharatta students of our University. The 
Mahant of Tarakoshwar who had promised a donation of a 
lac has executed a deed of trust securing ast iiiiJoiue of 
Bs, 3,500 a year chargable upon iinmovabh^ prop(nd,y, which 
is to be spent in giving scholarships and prizes specilied in 
the deed of trust for tlie benelit of students of the B’a- 
oulties of Oriental Learning and Theology. It is wortliy 
of note that the largest donations that have Ijcen made 
since our first meeting in August, 1010, ar<‘ for tiie <mcour» 
agenient of the study of, and investigation and r<5soarch in, 
tho sciences and culture of Ancient India and its religion 
and philosophy. The Hon’ble Baja Hari Uar lh-asn,d Bingh 
Amawan has also executed a gift of proper!, y valued at 
Bs. 50,000. A Marwari geutlemaii who has not pe.rmitted 
his name to be published has made a gift of its. 25,000 in 
cash, with a promise of further help. This has «mabled !is 
to build the new school building and to remove the O. It 
Bcliool to it, and thus remove one of the diiliciilUes in the 
i,ssue of the Notification. Before leaving the subject 
o! tlie finances of the Umversityj I may draw your at- 
tention to the fact that the audited accounts now before 
you show that the value of the Capital Stock and As.set,s of 
the University to-day has reached the sum of one crore 
seven lacs and seventeen thousand rupees. A.!i examina- 
tion of the various statements compiled and the accounts 
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appended (vide appendix A) will show how that amount is 
made up, and for what purposes various sums have been 
given. 

“The cost of the buildings required for the colleges in 
the five Faculties already sanctioned with the necessary 
laboratories, hostels, residences for professors and other 
administrative buildings, has been roughly estimated by the 
Ohief Engineer, Rai Bahadur Ganga Ram, at between 35 and 
36 lakhs— a very large sura to be called upon to pay. The 
actual buildings required now will cost 12 lakhs. If we are 
to start the other Faculties mentioned in the statutes, the 
cost of constructing buildings, etc., will be very large and 
the figure may run up to a crore of rupees. What we 
propose to do now, subject to your approval, is to start only 
so much of the work as is absolutely necessary for us to 
commence our work. We have consulted our engineer to 
ascertain whether and to what extent the cost of construct- 
ing these buildings during the war will be greater than wdiat 
it would have been before the war. I am advised that so 
far as the iiostels and staff quarters are concerned there 
will be no appreciable difference. Tlie hostels as designed 
do not require any steel girders for the roof and the staff 
ipiarters also require but comparatively few of thein- 
According to their calculations the cost of reinforced con- 
crete roofs will be less than the cost of roofs with girders 
in pre-war times, and timber beams are decidedly cheaper. 
They are also of opinion that in the main college buildings 
and laboratories timber and reinforced concrete can be used. 
As to labour and bricks they find that they are decidedly 
cheaper now as no great public works are going on any- 
where in the country. Therefore they propose to build 
an Arts College and a Science College, consisting of a 
chemical laboratory and a physical laboratory each of 
which is estimated to cost Rs. 3 lakhs.. We have received 
great help from the famous chemist of Calcutta, Dr. P. C. 
Ray, from Dr, Mitter and from members of our staff in 
tlie- planning of the laboratories. If we want good and 
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strong buildings, we will have to spend trie snoncy men- 
tioned above. It is no economy to build n, very e,hoa,{> 
building to be pulled down later. Besides these binidings, 
we propose to build hostels, professors’ quarters, <5itn All 
tills would cost betweii 12 and 13 lakhs. The accounts 
which, are before will show that excluding tlio amount 
which, must be set apart according to the Universit.v 
Act as the reserve fund, and the investments for ciiairs,, 
scholarships, prizes, medals, and provident fund, tJiere 
is roughly speaking a sum of about 10 lakhs only in- 
vested in Government promissory notes of about the same 
face value available for building purposes. The present 
value of these notes iq about 7 laklis. We have arranged 
with the Bank of Bengal to overdraw- our account to tlie 
extent of six lakhs if necessary at an interest of 5.1 per 
cent, per annum on the actual amount overdrawn for the 
time being at any time. We get R.s. 35,000 a year as 
interest on these Government Promissory Notes and 
for the full amount of six lakhs, if ever overdrawn, we 
shall have to pay Rs. 33,900 a year on account of interest. 
As a matter of fact the amount overdrawn is considerably 
reduced by payment from our income, and the balanco due 
is not large. Taking every thing into considera.tioii 
I think that we can safely go in for a building scheme 
costing up to 12 or 13 lakhs. There has been a great deal 
of misapprehension outside with regard to the work of tin' 
University. If there is any doubt it is for us to clear it. 
and that is why I have tsiken the opportunity of stating 
w’-hat has been done so far. 

“I wall now turn to the work clone by each B’aciilty of 
the University during the year. Under the law ^ve are, at 
present, authorized to have only five B’aeulties, vis., tiiose 
of Theology, Oriental Learning, Arts, Science (pure and 
applied) and Law. The act also provides for the establish- 
ment of the Faculties of Technology, Ooinmerce, Medicine 
and Surgery, Agriculture etc. as . soon as the Yisitor is 
satisfied that sufficient funds are available foi- tlse purpose. 
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We are anxious to establish Faculties of Technology, 
Agr.; culture and Commerce as soon as possible. They 
await only the realisation and coHection of the money 
required for them. 

“The .Regulations for the first five Faculties have already 
beea prepared under the orders of His Excellency the 
Viceroy and Governor-General in Council. The Faculty 
of Theology is under the Statutes in charge of the reli- 
gious instruotioa of the Hindu Students of the IJiiiversity, 
and Statute 65 empowers it to organise studies in religion 
and the examinations thereon. The Regulations for: exami- 
nations in Theology and the courses of study have already 
been passed, and at its meeting held yesterday, the 
Faculty has appointed a committee to organize religi- 
ous w'orship and instruction in hostels. I need not deal 
with this matter at greater length. We must wait 
till tlie Faculty has formulated its proposals on this 
Important subject. In the Faculty of Oriental Learning, 
there are three parallel courses of study prescribed. 
In each of them Sanskrit and an Indian Vernacular 
form compulsory subjects of study. In the first of these 
alternative courses a student may take up the courses 
in various branches of SaPskrit learning which are pre- 
scribed by fclie Regulations. This is for those who wish to 
pursue the study of Sanskrit on lines now prevailing. But 
care has been taken to provide that instruction in these 
subjects should be imparted on the most rational lines and 
that the' pupils should receive a real education which will 
lit theiu for their work m life. It is for example proposed in 
T,eaching them astronomy to impart to them a knowledge 
of tlie discoveries made in the West and to familiarize 
thorn with the use of the telescope and other modern 
astronomical iustruments. In teaching them mathe- 
matics', it is proposed to make them familiar with the 
advance made in mathematical science in the West. The 
(ibject is to blend what is best in the East with what is 
.best in the West in the education of our Pandits. The 
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second parallel course is one in which apart from Sanskrit, 
iEStruotion is also gi ven through the medium oC the verna- 
cular iii Historv, Mooiiomics and other subjects wliicJj form,' 
I’jaH’fcof tlu5 Artwc‘ours(5 in our Universities. Tlu; t,)iird :5lter- 
native c<furse is tiiat in which instruction in Sciences like, 
Pliysics, Ohemistry, Botany, ett;. will be imparted t.h rough 
the medium of tiie vernaculars. Students nia.y also t.ake 
English or Ayurvedi<*. medicine as optional <*ourse.K. Tlnu’e 
hO;S been a, stnnig body of opinion in ri^cent limes in 
favour of imparting all instruction in our colleges (du’ongh 
the medium of the vernaculars. The advocates of tliis policy 
will now have an opportunity of observing how the experi- 
ment will work in the College of Oriental LearJiiog, T 
am aware that, tliere are many who doubt thnl there 
will he any students willing to taka; up these? nltcrimtive 
GOur.sos. But the additional co,st involved in making the 
experinieiit is but small. For the Ktiglisii side, in Arts 
and Soicnee, we have to make provision for instruction 
in all these subjects. We would tlms have tiu? juuMmsary 
laboratories and the staff already, and all tluU. will be 
required in addition would be tiie appointjnent of 
additional lecturers who would impart instructiors iJu ongh 
the medium of the vernacular. If there arc no studont.s In 
the vernacular classes in science, their services will be 
utilised for work in the English Department, it is of 
cour.se not possible at present to say wb(?thcr, am! if so 
ho%v many .students in this Faculty will be attra(?ted 
towards tliese alternative cours6.s. The sclieme, howewer, 
is an experiment which it is worth our while t.(» make, 
and we hope it will be a succe.ss. Tlie further develop- 
ment of these alternative courses of sltniy will depend 
upon tile demand that may arist‘ for them, and we liopo 
that the experiment now undertaken, which is a new 
feature in our educational system, will be a success, 

‘‘ I will now refer to the work of, other departments -- 
the Faculties of Arts and Science. For them w'e iuive tried 
to get a good and strong staff. His Highness has most 
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appropriatcij^ laid j' reat stress on the importance of .secur- 
ing good teacliers, and I hope that if we spend money more 
freely in this department, you will not grudge it. Take the 
Science side. In Ohemistry and Physics we have not only 
arranged to provide teachers to teach the ordinary courses 
hut also to carry on research, which is a very important 
matte]'. It is re.search in science that has enabled foreign 
nations to make th.e great progress in science whicli they 
have made, finiess we make our students not only learn 
what has been discovered but also to learn to di.scover we 
shall never succeed. We must therefore inculcate among 
our students a spirit of keen research which alone can 
make our country what we desire it to be. Side by side 
with research we have arranged for practical iiistructioii 
in the application of science to tlie affairs of life, and 
you will find in the room over there some samples of what 
we can do in the way of inaniifaeturing articles. We have 
commenced to collect Indian mineral products, and I hope 
our Visitor will help us to secure from the Clovernment of 
India a gift of the collections of the Geological Depart- 
ment. Prof. Nag is utilizing tliem in the manufacture of 
valuable chemicals for which there is ranch demand in our 
laboratories. 

“ We liave thus, in tiie B''aculty of Science, endeavoured 
to provide for instruction, in the application of Science to 
Industrial processes. When the Ilaciilty of Technology 
conies to be. established, some of the chairs in Applied 
Science can easily be transferred to it. You will thus 
see that we have gone as far as we could at present. 
This is perhaps much in advance of what other Univer- 
sitie,y in India have hitherto attempted to provide. 
You must also remember that under the provisions of 
our Act, the Visitor must be satisfied tliat the funds 
in liand are sufficient, and you cannot expect him to per- 
mit the opening of a new Faculty by starving the exist- 
ing Faculties. It has been suggested that the difficulty 
might be got over liy securing the services of Honorary 
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Professors wiio \yili be content with merely a hai-f? living- 
wage. No one would be happier than myKcif to soenro the 
Borviees of ((ualified teachers on these t(‘,rins, Imt ymt 
mnst rememhei* that wo have to maintain not m<n*ely ait 
ordinary Oollege but a University. '^I’o luiikc a good boi" 
ginning we ijave to attract the best men available, either 
for love or for money, to give our University tlui Hiatus 
and reputation that it must possess. My own experience 
and that of most of my colleagues is that wc cannot get 
men of the high qualifications required and in tlui numbers 
necessary at tlie present stage of our work without 
attracting them by the offer of suitable salaries. .V 
moment’s glance at the correspondence we have had so 
far on the subject will show that it is but a rare tiling 
to secure men of the class we require without giving 
ibein salaries which they are elsewhere earning or are 
able to earn. When our own students have completed 
their education and Join our work, it is possible, ns 
in the Fergusson Oollege, that we might at any rate 
fill th(3 sescond rank of professors on much more favour - 
able terms. We might even get a Paranjpe to take bis 
place in the front rank of professors. We must, iiowever, 
wait till we get our man. One Paranjpe will not meet 
the requirements of a whole University. I would, therefon'., 
ask my friends xvho have been advocating a redindion of 
expenditure in the Faculties of Arts and Science in onlor t.o 
establish otlier faculties, to take into their serious con- 
sideration the practicability of the suggestions made by 
them. After all the final decision as to the sufficiency or 
otherwise of the fund in hands for the purpose lies in tlu^ 
hands of the Yisitor. I would strongly urge upon them the 
necessity of continuing their efforts to seouro tlie funds 
required and not to relax their endeavours and rely merely 
upon dividing the loaf between as many Faculties as tliei' 
would like to create. I may be permitted to mention that 
our friend, the Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya, to 
whose untiring devotion and earnest work the University 
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owes its existence, persuaded the Council to engage the 
services oi that distinguished scholar and scientist, Dr. 
Mann on a salary of Rs. 2,000 p.m., but unfortunately lie 
could not be persuaded, even with the help of Fandii. 
Madan Mohan Malaviya^s earnest advocacy, to put out his 
roots from where he was and to replant them in our sacred 
city. I may note that the Jodhpur Durbar lias endowed 
a chair of Technology carrying a salary of two thousand 
rupees a month. It is only necessary to renew our efforts 
and collect more money to make the e.stablishment of the 
Faculty of Technology an accomplished fact. 

We have also amongst iis strong advocates of the 
establishment of the Faculties of Agriculture and Ooni- 
raerce. While we have some nucleus in hand, 'which 
when further supplemented by additional funds, may 
make the establishment of a Faculty of Technology 
possible, w© have none so far for these two Faculties. 
We have however endeavoured to ascertain the lowest 
sum necessary for the establishment of these Faculties. 
I believe with Rai Ganga Ram Bahadur, whom 1 am 
glad to have here amongst iis, that the future of India 
must depend a great deal upon the development of ag- 
riculture. I also believe that our ryots witli the. re- 
sources available to them are not in a position to avail 
tiiemselves of the improved appliances necessary for 
success in agricultural pursuits. Take for exam yde, the 
que.stion of the sugar industry. Its succe.ss in India is partly 
a question of agriculture, partly of science in actual 
rnanufaclure, partly of politics in providing cheap rates for 
the transport of raw materials to manufacturing centres 
and of iluished products to markets. We also wmnt pro- 
hibitive tariffs for the support of nascent industries and 
countervailing duties to prevent the inroads of bounty fed 
manufactures from otlier lands. I would therefore strongly 
urge the establishment of an Agricultural College, but I 
fear here again the one poor loaf that we possess cannot 
•support all the calls upon it. The Faculty of Commerce Is 
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ooIossiHipcsrfcaut, ami I am glad that a project for c.r^miiug 
it lias been rec-eiitly put forward. .But here again ,1 would 
urge upon tile Ksapporfcers of that scheme to Join hoods 
with us ill collecting funds for it. Success is more lik<dy 
to lie attained by united efforts than by dissipating our 
energies in divided cliaunels. 

''‘'I hav(' recently heard a queatlan, “Why establish a 
BViCuity of Iraw and why not transfer the funds ri.ujuired 
for it, to some other Faculties ’y I may he [)erinittc<i to 
say at. once that the .Faculty of Law is expimtiol to he a 
self-supporting one and to cost the University practically 
nothing. Jt would provide for students at least one open- 
ing in life which how'ever crowded still supports inaoy. If 
money could be suvimI by abolishing that l?acnlty T person- 
ally would fnivc no objection to adopt that course for the 
present. I know that in some of our privat<'! »u' aided 
college.s tile substuutiai amount of savings from the fees of 
laiv claase.s is an important addition to income to meet 
th(“ expenditure of othei* departments. If yon ubolish 
the Faculty of Law you also deprive yours<df of the 
income derived from it. There is notlung to he gained liy 
accepting the suggestion. You know perhaps tliat our 
XIaiver.sIty has .so far made no provision for opening a 
Law 0<dlcg(\ 

“1 have also heal'd a suggestion tliat \vv should ilrop t, he 
Faeidly of Arts or Oriental Learning or Theology and eon- 
fme our efforts to establishing Faculties of Technology and 
the like. The suggestion is indeed a desperate omu The 
Faculties of Oriental Learning and Theology e,onsl,itute 
tw'o characteristic features of the Benares Hindu Univer- 
sity, Instruction in religion i.s a cardinal ])oini of our 
scfienie. Many persons have contributed their money for 
tlie support of education in these departments. I iloubt 
very mucii whether the University would have been able to 
collect tlie amount it has but for these two characteristic 
features. To attempt to abolish them now is a counsel 
of despair. I know that the establishment of a 'li'aculty 
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of Technology was also one of the planks upon which many 
of our supporters took their stand. But even for a Tech- 
nological Department some general education, such as the 
Faculties of Arts and Science supply, is a necessary 
foundation to form the basis of University instruction. 
We are asked to open a Technological Institute for 
the University and not merely an Industrial School. 
It would therefore be necessary to maintain some ius- 
titution for tlie necessary preliminary education needed 
for advanced work in Technology. You will then see that 
apart from other considerations, even for proper technical 
education in the University, the Faculties of Arts and 
Science must be maintained. The supporters of this 
proposal must also bear in mind that they propose to give 
up what they asked for and got from the Government and 
they now wish in substance to open instead a Technologic- 
al Institute. I, as the Vice-Chancellor of the University, 
can only carry out what we have obtained already under 
tlie Act, and in addition try with your active co-ope ra- 
tion for the more that we want. I cannot, I regret, join 
the band of despalrers who would pulldown the apartments 
that exist in their academic home in the hope of building 
others, which can only come into existence, if permitted 
by the constituted authorities. The fact that the exi- 
gencies of war and other like circumstances have not 
enabled us to collect up to this time, the foil amount 
required for the establishment of the other faculties pro- 
posed, is no ground for demolishing what we have already 
got but is really a ground for redoubling our efforts to 
obtain that which is not yet in our hands. With our friend 
the Hon’bic Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviy a amongst us — 
long may he live—and with the cordial help and co- 
operation of those ardent and enthusiastic spirits who 
have so stx’ongly urged the establishment of these addiUon- 
ai faculties, the time is not far distant when by the grace 
of Providence we shall be able to realize in a concrete form 
the aim and object we have in view.” 
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(1 ) The address bcini^ ovei% the Vice-Ohaiincilor stated 
that liscrc was a small matter which ho wisiiod to place 
before the meetin^^, and that was the lixinj.; of tiie 
tlnifj for the next annual meeting of the 1 Vjnrt. His 
liighness tlio Pro-Oliancellor had siiggosted that owing 
to the falling of the DaBhehra festival in Hie. month 
of October, It was inconvenient to hijn siml to inn, ny 
others to attend the meeting of tin) Court, in tliat, 
inontih He had however been able to arrange to 
come that da^y. It was suggested that the month of 
N'ovember was suitable for the meeting of the Court 
next year. The Vice-Oiiancellor was of opinion that that 
inontli could very well bo fixed for the annual meeting of 
tlie next year. A formal notice of this proposal had al- 
ready been given and he would therefore recommend to 
the Court that its next annual meeting should be held in 
November. Whether any permanent eliange was needed 
might be left over for the present until more experience 
was gained. 

The suggestion was imauimously accepted and the 
month of November wa.s fixiid for tlie next annual meeting 
of the Court, the exact date and time in that niontli to be 
fixed by the Council. 

The meeting was then adjounied to re-a.s.seiuble imme- 
diately in the old School Hall. 

(2) When tiie Court re-assembled, the miimtes of the 
meeting of the Court held on the ISth February, 1917, wlsich 
had been printed and circulated amongst members, were 
taken as read, and on the motion of the Mon’bh; ICindit 
Madan Mohan Malaviya, B.A., seconded by Pandit ihihlov 
Ro.m Have, tlioy were conlirmeil. 

(3) The Hon’bie Pandit Madan Moiian Malaviya, C.A., 
then moved that Major-General His Highness Maim.rtj.ja 
Sir M'-adho Rao Scindia Bahadur of Gwalior, G.C.S.J., 
G.C.T-0., LL.D., A.D.O., to His Majesty the King Hm~ 
peror, be re-elected Pro-Oliauoellor for the next year. 
He said that they were very grateful to His Highness 
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foi- having accepted their request before and iie hoped 
tliat His liigimess would be pleased to accede to 
tiieir request to continue to be their Pro-Ghaneeiior for 
the next year. He need not dilate on the encourage- 
ment that had been given by His Highness to the cause of 
education in lus State. His interest in education, parti- 
cularly teciniical education, was well-known to all and 
they could not do better than to request His ECigliness to 
continue to be their Pro-Chancellor, 

The llon’ble Babu Sukhbir Singh seconded the motion 
and it was unanimously carried with acclamation. 

(4) Rai Krislinaji then moved that the consideration of 
items Nos. 7 to 15 (both inclusive) ou the agenda paper be 
taken up after all the other business before the Ooiirt was 
disposed of. He said the items, which he asked the mem- 
bers of the Court to give their consideration first, were 
those relating to questions of policy and he, therefore, 
thought they should be considered by them before they 
balloted for the retirement of members. 

Babu Jnanendra Nath Basu, B.A., LL.B., seconded the 
motion. 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malavjya, B.A., 
observed that the course suggested by Rai 
Krislinaji was not desirable. Item No. 6 and the succeed- 
ing ones were items which must be gone into first as they 
related to the eoiistitution of the Court and the Ooimcil. 
They could not be allowed to stand over in preference to 
others v/hicli might be important from other point.s of 
view. 

The HoiVble Pandit Gokaran Natb Misra, M.A., LL.B., 
supported the Hon'ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya 
B.A., LL.B. 

Babu Bhagavaii Das, M.A., said that the balloting out 
and re-electioa of members should be postponed till the 
end, in order that all the members present might be able 
to attend the business with the fullest interest. 

Dr. Ganesh Prasad wished to endorse very emphatica 
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what had been said by the Hon''b!e .{'‘audit Ma.da.u *\b)han 
Maiaviya. 'riie result of postponinj^ tlie items rtdat.ini? to 
the election of oilieers and members of the Court wouhl (>e 
that in case, the consideration of otiHU' <!Uostions was not 
iinished, a lumiber of gentlemen present would, not ilud it 
convenient to attend afterwards to conKid<n- thmu juul t’ne 
constitution of the Court would reimiin inc.oniidid.e aod, 
without alt its officers. That was a serious difficulty. 

R,ai Krislinaji in reply urged the lU'cessity of consider- 
ing the matters of principle while the meeting wais full, 
and as all the members present would nut 11 ud it conveni- 
ent to remain to the last, he thought that, that was a 
reason why the important {piestions relating to the politiy 
of the Hindu University should h(‘, consideiaal lirst,. 

Tile motion was pul to the vote stud lost,. 

(5) Tim Hon’ble Thindit Mad:ui Mohan Mahiviya, 
Llj.B., moved tdiat Mahamahopadhyaya Pjuidit A<!itya!’am 
Bhattaeharya, bo rci-olected I’ro-Vico-Ofiaucellor. Me 
said that some gentlemen had done him (iiie Speaker) the 
honour of proposing liim for the Pro-'Vicc-Ohancellorship. 
The proposal was made |)orhaps under the impi’ession that 
they .would not be able to persuade Mahamu.hopadhyaya 
Pandit Adityaram BSiatta<*l)arya to continue in tdtsce. Me 
was happy to be able to inform them thn,t at their eaniCHt 
request he had kindly agreed to help tlnu)) on for a, nether 
year. He need not dwell there on the many a, d vantages 
of having him there to guide and advise Mnnn. It wms a 
matter of grateful satisfaction that he had agreed t<s con- 
tinue to be their Fro- Vice-Ohancellor. 

The Hou’ble Pandit Gokaran Nath Misra, M.A., LU. ii., 
seconded the motion. 

Maiiamahopadhyaya Dr,»Oanganatha Jha,M.A., 1), Lit!;., 
then withdrew the notice he had given of liis intention to 
move that the Hon’ble Pandit Madan Miolian Maiaviya be 
elected Pro-Vice-Ohancellor. 

Babu Govioda Das said that he had given notice of an 
amendment by suggesting two alternative names, one of 
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them being that of Babu Bhagavah, Das M.A. When be 
had proposed that name, he, (the speaker) had not been 
able to consult Babii Bliagavan Bas. In his opinion the 
PrO"Yice“Ohancellor should be a nominee of the Vice-Chan" 
ceilor. He, therefore, withdrew the name of Babn 
Bhagavaa Das M.A., and moved that Rai Bahadur 
Gyanendra Natli Ciiakravarti, M.A., LL.B., be elected Pro- 
Vice-Ohaneeilor. 

Rai Bahadur Gy aiieiidra Nath Ohakravarti, M.A., LL. B., 
said that since Mahaniahopadhyaya Pandit Adityaram 
Bhattacharya, M.A., had agreed to continue to be their 
Pro-Vice-Chanceilor, he did not wish his name .to, be 
proposed as lie did not like his name to be brought forward 
in competition with the name of his venerable Guru. 

Babu Govinda Das's motion, therefore, dropped. 

The motion of the Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Mala- 
viya was then put to the vote and carried unanimously. 

(6) Babu Guru Prasad Dhawan, B.A„ then moved that 
the Hon'ble Babu Moti Oliand, 0.1. E , be elected Honorary 
Treasurer lor the uext year. 

Babu Madan Mohan Klianna seconded the inotiuu 
and it was carried unanimously. 

(7) Babu Guru Prasad Dhawan, B.A., moved that 
Pandit Mahadeo Prasad Acharya be re-elected Honorary 
Auditor for the next year. 

The motion was seconded by the Hon’ble .Pandit Goka- 
rau Nath Misra, M.A., LL.B., and carried unanimously. 

(8) The Vice-Chancellor, then, stated that under Statute 
14 (4) one-liftii of the total number of the members of the 
lirst Court in each of the groups of class 111 mentioned in 
that Statute retire by ballot at, the end of each year for 
tlm first four years. Under Statute 14 (2) ten persons were 
appointed by him under clause (c) of section 14 (1) 
Cllass ill. Under ordinary circumstances the retirement 
by ballot would have been of two members but owing to 
the death of Mahamahopadhyaya Pandit Shiva Kumar 
Shastri, there was already one vacancy. The retirement 
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by ballot slioiiid, tlierefore, be of one member only. On 
a ballot being taken, Dr. Sir Oooroodass Banerji, Kt., 

Pii.D., LL.D., was declared to have retired by ballot. 

(9) The 'Vice-Oliancellor then mentioned the nameM of 
fifteen persons who were elected by the Court last year to 
represent Hindu religion and Sanskrit learning under 
Clause (d) of the said Statute, three of whom wore to 
retire by ballot. The ballot was then taken and the 
following gentlemen were declared to have retired by 
ballot 

1. Pandit Bnlakiram Shastri of Ajniei*. 

2. Pandit Bhinisen Sharma of Sanskrit College, Oaleutta, 

S. Sashtri Hathibhai Harishankar of Jamnagar, Kathiawar. 

(10) The Viee-Oliancellor, then, stated that of tlie ten 
persons elected by the Court last year under Clause (c) to 
represent the Jain and Sikh communities, owing to the 
death of Rai Bahadur Seth Chagannial of Ajmer, tli ere was 
already a vacancy so far as the .lams were conceriusd. 
He observed that the ballot should be conrmed to the 
representatives of the Sikh community. On tlie ballot 
being taken, Major-General Bakshi Puran Singli of 
ICapurthala was declared to have retired by builot. 

(11) The names of the ten persons elected by the 
Court last year under Clause (f) to represent tim learned 
professions were then read out and the ballot taken. The 
following two gentlemen were declared to have retired 
by ballot 

1. Babu Jwala Prasad B.A„ C.E., SviperiutontU'ini, uC W<^rk,s, 

Benares Hindu Uni vei'sity. « 

2. Major Bavnana Das Basil, I. M. R., (retired) of AlliUiabaii. 

(12) The next item of busines.s was the halloting oiit of 
one-iiftli members of the Court who were elected last year 
by the Court under Clause (g) of the Olas.s Hi. of Statute 14 
(d). When their names were read out, Mrs. Annie Bosant 
pointed out that at the time the Central Hindi! College 
with all its properties , was handed over to the Hindu 

. University Society, it was distinctly understood that the 
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old trustees of the Oentral: Hindu Ooilege who were 
members of the Ooiirt were to be life niembers. If, by 
ballot, she was to retire, her I’e-election was, as; the 
Statute, then stood, impossible. . She thought 'it was 
unfair to her and a breach of the faith on which the Oentral 
Hindu College audits properties were mh,de over to the 
tJniversity.. , 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya said that 
there was no doubt that at one time it was. understood that 
Mrs. Annie Besant and a certain number of the Trustees 
of the Oentral Hindu College were to be made life members 
and it was so provided in the draft of the bill that was 
prepared, but when it was submitted to the Government 
of India many changes were made in it, and the bill, as it 
was eventually passed, did not contain that provision. 
There was no help in the matter and so long as the statutes 
remain unamended, they should proceed according to 
them. ■ ' ' i -’ 

The Vice-Chancellor expressed his regret at his not 
being able to lay before the meeting a full and complete 
statement of facts upon the question referred to by Mrs. 
Annie Besant as owing to the recent transfer <yf the 
University Office from Allahabad ‘to Benares, it was not 
easy to lay hands upon the papers on , the subject. He, 
therefore, tried to lay before the meeting only such facts 
as he could state from memory subject to such correction 
as a reference to the record might necessitate. So far 
as lie remembered, it was in 1911 when the promoters 
of the several schemes for a University met together that 
itwas agreed amongst' them that in the first governing 
foody of the University, Mrs. Annie Besant and represetit- 
ative trustees of the Oentral Hindu i.Oollege were to be life 
members. This draft was considered for several days 
at the meetings iielcl at Allahabad and in the amended 
draft it was provided that- Mrs. Annie Besant andi such 
and so many trustees of Central Hindu College as the 
Board might elect were to bemade life members.- A¥hen 
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tlui Hindu ITniversity Society was formed iVIrs. Armie 
Beaani was elected a Vice-President of tlu? Society, 
There was, later on, a split amo.ii#?st tlie members of tlio 
Theosopliical Society wliicli led to the resi^^iiatioii of some 
oi the members of the staff of the Central liindn Oollo^'o,, 
and altliongh, Mrs. Annie Besa.ut was formally a. Prcjsident 
01 tlmt body, yet she was for all practical pui'[>os(5s imt, of 
it. In the meantime, she also resigned the Viet;- President- 
ship of the Hindu University Society. 

Tliere was no condition that Mrs. Annie Bosant m* any 
other trustee of the Central Hindu College was to l)e a 
life member of the University Court in the terms pro- 
posed in December, .1913, by the Board of Trustees of the 
Central Hincln College for the amalgamation of tliat 
College with the Hindu University, Society. Those levnis 
subject to sliglit modilioations were acmqjtcd by Use 
Hindu University Society and the two Societies wer<.’! 
duly amaigamated. Before the bill wa,s introduced in tlie 
jjegislatlve Oonncil, a draft of the bill was pi iiit<‘d and 
seat to all the members of the Society and to soune im{)ort- 
ant personages throughout India for opinion and (u-iticism, 
and a meeting of the Hindu University Society was h,eld 
January, 1915 at which Sir Gooroo Dass Bancrjee presided. 
At this meeting the provisiou.s of the bill, wore considered 
ia detail and certain concinsions wore arrived at. At 
that meeting a sub-corninittec consisting of the Hon’ble 
Pandit Madan Mohan Malviya, Mahamahopadhyaya 
Pandit AcUtyaram Bhattaciiarya, Babu Bhagavan .Das 
and tbe speaker w'as formed to meet the ;Eldu(;atiou 
Member of the Government of India and to settle with 
him, liaally tlie provisions of the University Bill, tfic 
fcltatntes and the Regulations, as far as possible on the 
Hues settled at the meeting. The draft settled at U.sat 
meeting of the Society did not provide life-membership in 
the Utjiversity Court to the Trustees of the Central Hindu 
College. About the eud of March, 1915, the Hindu Univer- 
sity Bill was introduced into the Legislative Council. It 
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was published iu the Gazette of India and reprinted by 
the Hindu University Society. Before the end of April, 
a copy of this reprint was sent to all the members of tiie 
Society and others taking interest in the University arsd 
opinions were invited thereon, iilven then there was no 
complaint, that the bill did not provide life-raerabersliip 
for t.he Trustees of the Central Hindu College. Mrs. 
Annie Besant was probably not in the country. The Vice- 
Chancellor said that if under the circum.stances when 
there was no condition of life-membership for the Trustees 
of the Central Hindu College in the terras of amalgamation 
of the Central Hindu College Society with the Hindu 
University Society, when there was no suggestion of the 
kind at the dilferent stages at which the draft was consi- 
dered, wi)en a certain draft was approved at a meeting of 
the Hindu University Society on the lines of which an Act 
was to be passed, and when the Act was actually passed, 
as far as possible, on those line.s, it was hard to accuse 
those wlio tried to do their best of unfairness or breach 
•of faith. As the Statutes then stood there was no remedy 
but to jiroceed with the business as Indiiiated in the 
Batutes. 

Babu Bliagavau Has said that if by chance the name 
of Mrs. Annie Besant was balloted out, a serious situation 
would arise aiid he therefore suggested the postponement 
iil llie ballotting out of members till siicfi time as tlie 
Statutes were amended. 

Mrs. Annie Besant observed that her object in laying 
tile matter before tile Court was that siie might not be 
understood to fiave acquiesced in the provision of the 

■Statutes. 

Bhai Bardul Singh suggested that the dillicuity pointed 
out by Mrs. Annie Besant might be avoided if four of the 
members elected under Clause (g) of Class HI of Statute 
14 (1) agreed to vacate their seats and thus render retire- 
ment by ballot unnecessary. 
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Babu Jnanendra ' Nath Basu, B.A., of Bajiiagar 
Barblianga, 

Babu Govinda Das of Benares, 

Babu Kali Oliaraa Mitra, B.A., of Benares and 

Babti Durga Prasad, B.A., of BeTiares, 
voiuiiteered to resign their seats and they W(ir<5 allowed 
to do so! 

(id) The Vice-Obauceilor, then, observed that the re“ 
tirement by ballot amongst the thirty members of the Court 
elected under Clause (h) of Class IXI of Statute 14 (1) by 
the registered donors of Rupees five inuidred or upwards 
remained to be done. He said that Professor D. K. ICarve, 
M.A., and Lala Munshi Ram, now known as Swaini 
Shraddlianauda, , had resigned their seats and therefore 
only four members had to be balloted out. On the ballot 
being taken, the following persons were declared to have 
vacated their seats

Of these 6 would be filled up by election by tlie registered 
(loaorb of Rs. 500 or upwards and two by the Senate. TIkj 
remaining vacancies were to be' filled up by tlie Court.

Babu Mangala Prasad, M. A,, said that tw'euty days 
previous notice was essential under Statute 34 if any 
person was to be proposed a member of the Court. 

Babu Biiagavan Das observed that Babu Gur Prasad 
Dhawan, B.A., had given notice for re-election of the 
retiring members and his proposal could be considered. 

Babu AJit Prasad, M.A., LL.B., said that if Babu 
Mangala Prasad was right, no one could be appointed in 
place of those who were dead as no proposal was made 
to represent the Jaiu Community in place of Rai Bahadur 
Seth Chhaganmal of Ajmere who had died.

Tiie Vice-Ohancellor pointed out that owing to his 
resignation no ballot had taken place. The only method in 
which he could be brought on the Board of Appointments 
again was by proposing his re-election. 

Babu Gur Prasad Dhawaii, B.A., then proposed that 
Babu Bliagavan Das, M.A., be re-elected to the Board of 
Appointments, under Statute 17 (1) (iii.) 

Pandit Baldev Ram Dave seconded the proposal. 

Babu Bhagavan Das said that he would like, with the 
permission of the Vice-Ohancellor, to make a statement 
with regard to this matter. He was asked by the Ooimcil 
In February last to prepare a note on the cjiiestion of the 
recruitment of the Stall’, how’- it should be recruited, under 
what conditions, what should be the period of probation, 
etc. He accordingly prepared a note on the subject and 
to tlie best of his recollection, after stating cbrtaiii 
general considerations, he mentioned six definite proposals. 
Out of these proposals forming one organic sclieme only 
two had been somewhat cursorily discussed by the Ooimcil 
and the others remained yet unconsidered. It was under 
those circumstances that he found his position on the 
Boakd delicate. He could not make up his mind to vote on 
matters coming before’it in the absence of settled 
principles on which appointments should be made. That

difficulty still remained unsolved. In view of this difficulty 
he begged his friends not to press for his re-election. 

The Vice-ChancelIor|said that Babu Bliagavan Das was 
a r'lember of the Finance Committee then and he believed 
he was still on it. A note containing certain proposals 
showing what the total cost was likely to be of providing 
for the departments the University could undertake 
under the Statutes, was prepared. In December, 1916. 
Babu Bliagavan Das very kindly sent him a note asking for 
the consideration of; certain proposals. Owing to Ids 
absence from the meeting of the Finance Committee 
it was postponed to enable him to come and discuss the 
matter in the meeting. That was partly done at a subse- 
quent meeting at Benares. The meeting was then adjoiini- 
ed to meet at Allahabad. They discussed the matter and' 
arrived at certain conclusions. Then there was another 
meeting in January when they were considered again. The 
proposals then came up before the whole Senate which 
came to a decision on only two points and there were some 
points that were still to be considered. His impression 
was that the points remaining undecided had no bearing 
on the points for decision before the Senate. They were 
subsequently considered by the Council. If anything 
remained undiscussed there was no bar to their being 
placed before the Council again. He (the ‘Vice-Ohaacellor) 
tliought that the Board of Appointments had nothing to 
do with it. It was the Finance Committee, the Senate and 
the Council that had to do with it. He had no objection 
to place such portion of the scheme as he desired at the 
earliest meeting of any of those bodies. He hoped that 
this statement would satisfy Babu Bhagvan Das, and that 
he would have no grievance. 

Babu Bhaga%'an Das said that he was perfectly willing 
to take up the service of the Board again as soon as what 
the Viee-Chancllor was pleased to call a “ grievance’^ was 
remedied. Till then he should be more or less in the- 
unfortunate position of an obstructionist as far as the- 
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Board of Appointments was concerned. Kills note had 
been fully discussed and a final decision had been arrived at 
by the Oouncil he should be constitutionally bound by 
that decision, whatever might be his own views. But so 
long as his “ grievance ” was unremedied he would not be 
in a position to be of effective service to the Board. 

The Vice-Ohancellor said that he was quite willing to 
do whatever he could. At that moment there would be no 
meeting of the Finance Oommittee“or of any other body and 
so his grievance could not be remedied that day. All that 
he could say was that the matter would be laid before the 
meeting. 

Babii Bhagavan Das : — If you will add to that a time 
limit, I will agree# 

The Vice-Ohancellor said that he would see that the 
proposals were laid before the meeting before December. 

The Hon. Pandit Madau Mohan Malaviya dealt with 
the various proposals made by Babu Bhagavan Das and 
explained the action taken by the Finance Committee on 
them. As regards grading, the Committee made certain 
changes in the proposals# As regards honorary workers 
the University had some honorary workers and hoped to 
get more. 

B. Bhagavan Das There are only two honorary work- 
ers on the educational staff— Prof. Bhattacharya and Prof. 
Shama Oharan De. So far as I am aware the new regime 
had not secured a single honorary worker on the educa- 
tional staff. 

Pandit Malaviya said that they might have failed to 
get workers but the principle was conceded. As regards 
the terms of service they adopted his suggestion. They 
got Professor Sarkar for five years 

The Vice-Chancellor said that six proposals were made 
by Babu Bhagavan Das, One was about the declaration 
to be made by a member of the staff before undertaking 
his duties. That was accepted by the Council. The se- 
cond was about the graded service and remuneration. He 
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iiad proposed tliree grades ( 1 ) Bs.lOO to Rs, 200 (2) Rs. 200 
to Ra. 400 (3) Rs. 400 to Rs. 600. The Oouncil considered 
his proposal and came to the conclusion that the grades 
should be (1) 100-10-200 (2) 200-10-300 (3) 300-20-500 and 
(4) 500-50-750. His third proposal related to the method, 
of recruitment and indicated that it was to be by adver- 
tisement, etc. That method was followed. The fifth pro- 
posal recommended “short term contracts.” The Ooimcil 
iiad adopted a form of contract of engagement which, 
every member of the Staff w'ould have to execute. Under 
it a term of the member of the staff engaged in India was 
one year and for others two years subject to the condi- 
tions mentioned in the agreement. As for the last sug- 
gestion about Honorary Professors, there can be no gain- 
saying it, and the Oouncil had adopted it by securing a 
number of Honorary members on the staff. Their work 
had yet to be defined. All the proposals were fully con- 
sidered and to a large extent they were adopted. 

Babu Bhagavan Das said that it was very easy to 
explain away, but the fact was that his proposals had to 
be considered. He understood the Vice-Ohancellor to say 
that the matter would be settled before December. If 
bis friends werefdesirousjthat he should be on the Board 
of Appointments and if the Vioe-Ohancellor would kindly 
give him hopes that his notes would be fully considered 
in all its bearings, he was at their service. Otlierwise 
there were many who could do the work better than he 
could. 

The Yice-Oliancellor said that he had already said that 
lie would call a meeting. He wanted to know before 
wliich body B. Bhagavan Das wanted the matter to be 
placed. 

Babu Bhagavan Das -Before the Oouncil. 

The Yice-Obancellor Then it, could be placed before 
it on Sunday next. 

Pandit Malaviya did not think that the Yice-Ohaiicelior 
should bind them to a particular meeting. 
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Pandit Hirday Natli Kunzru wanted to know if Babii 
Bhagavan I)as had finally withdrawn his resignation after 
tlie statement of the Vice-Ohancellor, 

The Hon. Mr. Oliintamaiii asked the Vice-Ohancellor to 
let them know whether the resolution under this head 
woiiid be that B. Bhagavan Das had v^ithdrawu his re- 
signation, or that he was« re-elected, or that he Nvas re- 
elected on such, and such conditions. After the resolution 
liad been put before the meeting so much discussion 
had taken place that they wanted to be enlightened on 
the exact proposal on which they would be asked to 
vote. 

Babu Bhagavan I)as I pray that some other gentle- 
man bo appointed in my place. 

Babu Mangla Prasad, M. A. proposed that. Sir Goorod 
Das Banerji, M.A-, LL,B., Pin D., of Oalciitta, be elected 
under Statute 27 (1) (iii) as a member of the Board of 
Appointments in the place of Babn Bhagavan Das. 

The Hon. Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya, B.A., LL.B., 
seconded the proposal. 

Babu Giu* Prasad Dha wan, B. A., proposed that the Hon. 
Pandit Gokarau Nath Misra, M.A., LL.B., be elected a 
member of the Board of Appointments under Statute 27 
(1) (id.) 

Piindit Ohedda Lai, B.A., seconded the proposal. 

Babu Sliiva Prasad Gupta proposed that the Hon, Dr. 
TeJ Baiiadur Saprii, M.A., LL.D., be elected a member of 
the Board of Appointments under Statute 27 (1) (iii.) 

liai GyaucndraNatii Ohakravarti Bahadur, :M. A., LL.B., 
seconded tlie proposal. „ 

Sir Gooroo Das Banerji, Kt., M.A., Fh.D., LI4.D., of 
Calcutta, was eventually elected, liaving secured 35 votes. 

((}) On tlie motion of Rai Ganga Ram Bahadur, M.V. 
O., seconded by Babu Jnanenclra Nath Basil, B.A., the 
consideration of item No, 15 on the Agenda was postponed 
till after the consideration of the proposal of Babu Shiva 
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Prasad Gupta contained in item No. 19 (i) on tlie AgeinLi 
Paper/ 

(7) Pandit Baldev Ram Dave tJien moved that the pro-’ 
viso to sub-section 5 of Statute 17 of the University be 
amended by substituting the word “ Ooimcil ” for the ex» 
pressiou ‘‘ Court ” wherever it occured in the proviso. The 
motion was subsequently withdrawn when it was pointed 
out tiiat the proviso of the Statute so far as the matter of 
the proviso posed amendment was concerned wmuld become 
extinct as soon as the next annual meeting of the Court 
was over. 

(8) Tiie proposals, of which notice had been given 
by Dr. Radha Kumud Mukherji, fell to the ground as the 
mover was absent. 

(9) Babii Shiva Prasad Gupta moved the following 
resolution : — 

“ That no paid Government servant shall be appointed 
as the President or responsible official of any committee,, 
sub-committee or Board under the Benares Hindu Uni- 
versity.” 

The mover, who spoke in Hindi, said that no Government 
servant should be the permanent president of any Univer- 
sity body including the Board of Studies and Faculties. 

Babu Bhagavan Das, in seconding the resolution said 
that tliis University was a people’s and an unofficial Uni- 
versity and in such a University what he might not insigni- 
ficantly describe as “ imofficiEilism ’’ should have a fair and 
Mree chance for experiment and “officialism ” should stand' 
beside benevolently looking at it, extending a helping 
finger only when the struggling baby made an excep- 
tionally bad tumble. That w'as all that was meant by the 
mover. Absolutely no opposition of any kind to official 
w'ays and methods was meant. By “ responsible official ” 
Uie mover meant the official who was in charge of guiding 
the policy of any department of the University, Executive 
subordinates might be selected from among Government 
servants. 
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The Vice-Obancellor Does any one guide the policy 
except the body itself ? 

Babu Bhagavan Das said that ordinarily in practice the 
head of the body did to a great extent guide the policy^ 
His linfluence was felt by every member* The policy of 
the Hindu University in all its departments should be guid- 
ed by non-officials. 

The Vice-Ohancellor : — By Government servants do 
YOU mean British Goveimment servants alone? 

Babu Bhagavan Das ;--Yes, not of the States# 

Mrs. Besant, who opposed the resolution, said that in 
this matter she should continue the old policy of the Cen- 
tral Hindu College. There they did not make any distinc- 
tion between Government officials and others. They tried 
to choose the best men and in that choice they took into 
consideration not only the man’s knowledge and capacity 
but also his patriotism and devotion to the country. That 
seemed to her to be a good policy if they were not to 
assume a Government servant was neither a man nor a 
patriot. In the Central Hindu College they had received 
the best advice from Rai Gyanendra Nath Chakra varty 
Bahadur during all those years. Because he was a Gov- 
ernment official was he not to be put in a place where 
his talents would be useful to the country. She quite 
realized the danger of official grooves but they should 
remember that' those gentlemem appointed as presi- 
dents or responsible officials of committees or sub-com- 
mittees were appointed by the University bodies tiiem- 
selves. It was notias though Government were to ai)poitit 
them. If that be the case she confessed ®she should have 
sided with the mover and said that that would be officialis- 
ing the University. On principle she objected strongly to 
limiting their choice of men. Just at that moment when 
great political changes were on the threshold it seemed 
"unwise tofsuddenly introduce a restriction that they in 
the (Central Hindu College had never made, even when 
they had reason to introduce it. A Government servant^ 
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ho^veYer strong a politician he might be, must not enter 
the political world and she thought it would be hard on 
li.im if the educational sphere also was closed to him. 

I>r. Gaiiesli Prasad opposed the resolution. He asked 
who were to be considered as GoYeruiiient servants i 
Were they to include among Government servants a man 
like Dr. P. G B-oy ? W^ere they to include special con- 
stables also ? The resolution said that Government ser- 
vants sliould not be presidents or :;responsible executive 
ollicials of any committee of the University. These things 
conveyed no definite meaningitoany one. Take the Board 
of Studies for Instance. There they had no Oliairman or 
.Executive official. Of course, there was the convener, but 
he did not guide the policy of the Board. Take again the 
Faculties. There they had deans and he asserted in, the 
presence of two deans that none of them could legitimately 
claim to be -the leading members of any of the bodies. 
They had no higher status than any member. He asked 
the meeting to go a little higher and to take the case of 
the heads of the University. If they adopted the resolu- 
tion what would be the result ? They would be hampered 
in their selection ofjthe best men. In India, as in many other 
countries, the number of experts was very small and if 
among that small number of experts they went on dift'er- 
entiatiug between Government servants and retired Gov- 
ernnieot servants and others they would bring in a great 
deal of disorganization in the University. 

Babu Govinda Das said that he wished to correct an 
error into which Mrs. Besant was led. Rai Gyaaendra 
Hatli Ohakravarti Bahadur’s advice was available to them 
in the Central Hindu College but he had uever been given 
a controlling hand. 

Dr. M. N. Ohdedar in fui’ther opposing the resolution 
said that he did not understand what was the main object 
with which Mr. Gupta brought foiwvard this proposal. As 
far as he understood (he was stating this subject to cor- 
rection) there were five or six Government servants who 
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were at present connected witli the University. If the 
Oourt OF any other body elected one or more of these 
Government servants as members of a committee, they 
could not tell toj .them, thus far and no further 1 If 
they appointed any one of them as a member of a com- 
mittee and told him that he could not be the president 
of that committee, did they think tJiat his self-respect 
woiild allow him to continue there ? Was it just, was it 
fair, that they, should be asked to join tlio University 
and then told that they had no confidence in them, 
that they did not trust them, that they would not give 
them any responsible office ? What did this resolu- 
tion mean ? It means that they had « no confidence in 
these Government servants. If they had no confidence 
in them, they could not expect them to take interest 
in the meetings of the Faculties or committees of which 
they were members. This proposal was nothing but an 
insult to the Government servants who were connected 
with the University and he, therefore, humbly but empha- 
tically opposed it. 

The Hon. Pandit Malaviya, who spoke in Hindi, said 
that they had the right of electing any one they liked as 
heads of departments. As long as they had that right 
he did not think there was any necessity for this resolu- 
tion. It was superfluous. If the resolution was passed 
they would never elect Sir Asutosh Muklierjl as their 
Vice-Ohancelior in future. He hoped that the mover 
would withdraw the resolution. 

The mover in the course of his reply said that in the 
Oeatral Hindu College they had Goverument servants but 
they were never presidents. In some matters the Univer- 
sity had to differ from the Government and in such cases 
CTOvernment servants would find themselves in a difficult 
position. Generally they could not speak plainly and 
freely. He however withdrew the resolution. 

(10) Babu Shiva Prasad Gupta next moved 

That so long as all our educational requirements are 
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not fully clelined and tiie plans of tlie buildings required 
to meet the same are not settled so Long the actual work 
of construction shall not be commenced. Further that a 
special meeting of the Court shall be summoned at an 
earlj- date for the full and proper discussion and decision 
of the requirements stated before. 

The Hon. Mr* Chintamani suggested that before the 
mover proceeded further he wmuld like to ask whether it 
would not be convenient for them to take up along with 
this resolution one ortwolother resolutions on the Agenda 
which related to the same subject. 

The Vice-Ohancellor said that they would be taken 
up along with Mr, Gupta’s proposal. 

Babu Shiva Prasad Gupta in a Hindi speech explained 
his views and urged that the University should observe 
economy in the construction of their buildings and ins- 
tanced with approval the policy pursued in Japan in 
this matter. 

Babu Bhagavau Das, M. A., moved the following 
amendment : 

That this Court requests the University Council to 
draw up a full prospectus of the aims and objects of the 
Benares Hindu University and the means by which they 
should be endeavoured to be realised in the shape of (a) 
the colleges wdiich should be established (with, estimates 
of the initial and annual costs of each and the successive 
order in wdiich they sliould be started, (b) the tone and 
ideals wdiich should be fostered, (c) the nature of tlse 
religious instruction which should be given, and (d) tlie 
kind ami quality of the stall which will be needed ami 
the methods by which it should be secured ; further that 
tiiis prospectus be brought up before a meeting of this 
Court to be lield in April, 1918, for discussion and sanction 
witli such modifications as ma-y appear necessary ; also 
that until such a prospectus has been sanctioned by this 
Court no expenditure should be incurred on any work 
such as new appointments, buildings, etc,, which is not 
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absolutely indispensable for the carrying on of the work 
■of the Benares Hindu University. 

Babii Bliagavan Das said that as a member of the 
Oourt and Oonncil and also of the Senate and Syndicate 
he must confess that he personally was yet in the dark 
as to wliat exactly they intended doing. There was no 
doubt that printed minutes occupying hundreds of pages 
had been sent out ; but so far as he was aware no scheme 
in any completeness had been discussed as to what 
colleges they intended to start and in what order they 
were going to start them. It appeared from what the 
Vice-Ohancellor had said that all their settled income 
would be taken up for the development of the Oeiitral 
Hindu College on its arts side and science side, for schools, 
and for the addition of a department of applied science* 
He was a layman in this matter and he was perfectly 
willing to abide by the decision of experts. If a com- 
mittee of experts was called that those were the only 
things they could start with the funds in hand, lie would 
he satisfied ; but until then there would be an uncomfort- 
able feeling in his mind that they could do much more 
with the money they had than what they were doing* 
Under the old regime the Central Hindu College taught 
400 students at a recurring cost of Rs. 40,000 a year. If 
they doubled the cost they would probably secure all the 
expansion they required on the arts and theoretical 
science side. Then they would have some money which 
they could utilize for starting agricultural, technical and 
commercial colleges on a very small scale. Tlie public 
were led to believe by Malaviyaji and other leaders that 
tiieir University would be a complete Panchauga baby. 
It was not usual that the limbs of a baby would develop 
one at a time. They would grow simultaneously. He 
understood from Rai Canga Ram Bahadur aud from the 
note sent by Mr, Higginbottom that a sum of Rs. 30,000 
or Rs. 40,000 was sufficient for Starting a college of agri- 
culture. This was however, a matter for experts and if 
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committee of experts satisfied the OouqcH that it was 
utterly impossible to do auytlimg of the kind with the 
present funds he would be satisfied. He proposed that 
this should be done and meanwhile, all expenditure which 
was not absolutely indispensable only should be stopped. 

Rai Krishiiaji seconded the amendment. 

Pandit Bakiev Ram Dave moved the following 
amendment 

That this Court is of opinion that the necessary Uni- 
versity buildings at Nagwa should be completed as soon 
as the present war conditions permit to enable the 
University being transferred to that side as soon as prac- 
ticable and that the Oouncil be asked to take all such 
steps as may be required to give effect to this resolution 
and that the present Central Hindu College premises be 
used for the accommodation of the Central Hindu School 
as reconstituted under Statutes 72 to 81 of tlie University 
as soon as the necessary buildings at Nagwa are ready. 

He said that they might draw up a prospectus but 
they should go on with the building work as the -present 
buildings were not sufficient for their purposes. 

. Babu Govind Das seconded the amendment. 

The Hon. Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya said that he 
was in sympathy with the object of his friend, Babu Shiva 
Prasad Gupta. He was as anxious as his friend that 
they should economise. They should also recognise wdiat 
the conditions were under which the University work had 
to be clone. If his friencPs proposal was accepted, the 
result would be that the building work would be delayed 
and they would not be able to make the progress they 
should. His proposal stated that as long as their educa- 
tional requirements were not defined so long actual work 
of construction should not be commenced. Their educa- 
tional requirements were fully defined when the University 
was incorporated. In order to carry out the objects defined 
in the Act they required money and they could only carry 
them out iu course of . time. The mover spoke on. the 
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need of economy. He, the speaker, would be glad ii they 
could get cheap buildings. They laid their suggestions 
before Hai Bahadur Ganga Ram, the Chief Engineer, and 
asked for advice. It would be bad economy to build 
kuclia buildings with kucha hrioks and such, other kuch a 
materials; so they decided not to build Jmcha ones. If 
the Court felt that it would not be real economy in the 
long run to use such material, they would have to accept 
Rai Bahadur Ganga Ram’s estimates. As regards his 
friend’s suggestion that the building work should not be 
commenced, he would ask the Court not to accept that. 
For goodness’ sake let them not postpone the building 
work. It was proposed to build only a few buildings and 
he hoped that additions would be made to them later on. 
The institution was to be planted in the form of a seed 
and if properly watered and nurtured by sun-shine, it 
would expand into a mighty tree with many branches 
giving its shade and fruits to a large number of people. 
They could not have the whole tree at once. Personally 
it was a matter of regret that they could not start the 
faculty of technology now. When the Act was under 
discussion he fought for it until they arrived at a stage 
at \vhich they had either to accept the position as it 
w'as or to give up the idea of a University. It was due 
to the persistence of those interested that in the Act 
it was stated that the faculties of teclinologi’-, agriculture, 
commerce and mediciue might be added as soon as the 
visitor w’as satisfied that funds were available for the 
purpose. Now they had not got large funds. Of the 
funds now available they had to spend some portion on 
the maintenance of the school, on the administrative 
side, etc. They were trying to get annual donations to 
start these new faculties. Let them all work together ; 
let them not say that the child had no arms; let them 
recognise that the child could develop gradually. Let 
them try to get more money. The great difficulty was 
to get more money. Efforts were being made to get 
IR , 
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more money to start a faculty of technology. Mr. 
Higginhottom and Mr. Pearson had been asked to select 
■a site for the agricuitiiral college. They were only 
waiting to get money. They could never have a com- 
plete University. They would always be adding to it 
department after department. With regard to the pro- 
posal of Babu Bhagavan Das that they slioiild have 
prospectus, they could certainly do so but let them go on 
with the building work. They knew that the Government 
allowed them to start work on the present premises on the 
understanding that they would move to Nagwa as soon as 
the buildings were ready. They would remember that 
when Sir Harcourt Butler visited that place two years 
ago, he did not approve of their proposal to start the 
University on the Oontral Hindu College premises. It took 
them two year.s to get the sanction of the Government to 
the proposal. Tljere was an apprehension that if they were 
once allowed to start work there, they would stick to that 
place. Therefore they should not postpone the building 
work. Further the Council passed a resoiiitioa on the 
■22nd October, assuring the Government of India that they 
would move to Nagwa as soon as the buildings were ready. 
He asked the meeting to accept Pandit Baldev Ram 
Dave’s amendment. 

Mrs. Besant said that there was a feeling in the coun- 
try that too much money was being allocated to buildings. 
The feeling of the people was that the simplicity of the 
old educational system ought somewhat to be revived, 
and that it was not well that they should follow blindly 
western methods, especially in boarding houses. She 
agreed with Pandit Malaviya that it was ridiculous to 
have kmha buildings. They should build their buildings 
with good materials ; but she did not see any reason whv 
they should not proceed with their buildings slowlv 
instead of rapidly. She could not believe that the Govern- 
ment would insist on a rapid construction of the buildings. 
There was a feeling that their ideals were somewhat 
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forgotten in favour of gorgeous buildings and that too 
inucii was expended on the machinery of education Instead 
of on education itself. Therefore she thought that the 
prospectus suggested by Babu Bhagavaii Das should be 
issued. If that v/as done she was sure that money would 
come in. She would ask them to do such work whicli 
would made them popular in the country and useful 
to the boys. She said that they should give instructions 
in Science, etc., in manner, useful to the boys in life. 

At this stage His Highness the Pro-Ohancellor ex- 
pressed a desire to leave the meeting. 

Tile Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya proposed 
a vote of thanks to His Highness and expressed the 
meeting’s deep gratitude to him for the honour he had done 
them by gracing the annual meeting with his presence, 
and for the interest lie had been taking in this work. 

The Vice-Ohaucellor endorsed the remarks of the 
Hon’fole Pandit and said that his friend had anticipated him. 

The Pro-Chancelloi thanked the meeting for their 
appreciation and* said that in addition to his formal duties 
as Pro-Chancellor he was always ready to do whatever 
he could for the University.

His Higime.ss then left the meeting. 

Rai Baliadur Gyanendra Nath Ohakravarti said that he 
would mention for the information of Mrs. Besant, certain 
facts which would how that they had not been alto- 
gether oblivious to the point of view she placed before 
them. The facts were these. Their syllabus as drawn 
up by the Faculty of Science, differed materially from the 
syllabuses of the other universities. They could not make 
a wide departure from the existing syllabuses because 
they had to deal with undergraduates who were not 
trained under the modern system which they proposed to 
adopt in the Hindu University. But they adopted certain 
modifications which were only an earnest of further 
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modifications. Dr. Boy had given tiieiiQ liis ideas in 
drawing up not only the syllabus but in drawing up the 
plans of buildings. As regards the question of buildings 
he reed only say that the buildings that were proposed to 
be built Immediately were those which were absolutely 
necessary. They were going to have an arts .college. 
They were not indulging in any kind of extravagance 
in the construction of the building. It was a plain biiib 
ding lor which plans w^'ere prepared by their Oliief 
Engineer. They were going to have one building for the 
College of Chemistry and another for the College of 
Physics. In addition to these they were going to have a 
hostel lor the boys that was all that was proposed for tlie- 
present. 

The Vice-Ohancelior said that there were three pro- 
posals before the Court for its consideration. The first 
was in the name of Babii Shiva Prasad Gupta which 
stated that so long as their educational requirements were 
not fully defined and the plans of buildings were not 
settled, so long the actual work of construction should not 
be commenced. If the resolution was accepted they must 
first define their present and future requirements. How 
could they do that? Their requirements would go on 
incv.yasiug every day. If to-day they wanted a college for 
four thousand boys, to-morrow their requirements would 
increase and tliey would require a college for more stu- 
dents, Take the Centra.1 Hindu College for instainie. 
Originally it was only a college teaching up to inter- 
mediate. The requirements then were only those of that 
standard. After sometime when the requirements in- 
creased, B.A. classes were opened pand a little later B. Sc. 
classes were opened. Experience thus showed that tlieir 
University must grow slowly but steadily as time passed 
and as the demands for education increased. If, as the 
resolution stated, they were to define first all their 
requirements, present and future, the work of the Univer- 
sity would be long delayed, and perhaps the staff that 'was 
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ij.ppoiiited would liave to be dismissed. As regards tlie 
proposal of Babu Bhagavan Das that the University 
should draw up a prospectus, he had every sympathy with 
him. As a matter of fact they had been doing that and 
lie- did not in the least oppose that suggestion. As 
regards the third proposal, he asked the Court to accept 
it as a practical measure and to allow the work to be 
proceeded with. The plans were ready ; the bricks were 
ready and contractors were ready ; in fact everything 
•necessary to begin work was ready. If a t this moment 
they passed the resolution of B. Shiva Prasad Gupta they 
would have to stop the \york. That would mean a great 
loss. Babu Bhagavan Das’s proposal did not prevent 
them from proceeding with the work. It only said that 
work which was not absolutely indispensable should not 
be commenced. They might draw up a prospectus as 
suggested by Babu Bhagavan Bas, but let them not stop 
the work. He, therefore, asked the meeting to pass the 
resolution of Pandit Baldev Ram Dave. 

Rai Ganga Ram Bahadur said they might safely leave 
the question of buildings to them. Mr. Jwala Prasad 
and himself would spend every pie of the amount allotted 
to buildings as their lifeblood. The mover of the resolu- 
tion referred to Japanese buildings and offered to give 
Rs. 2, 500 to any engineer who should go to Japan to see 
how they were constructed. If the mover would kindly 
add Rs. 2,500 to the coffers of the University lie (the 
speaker) would give him all the information .iecessary 
without going to Japan, The nature of the buildings de- 
pended largely on the climatic conditions of the place 
where those buildings were constructed, Oouid 'they adopt 
Simla specifications at Benares ? They had to take into 
consideration the climatic and other conditions of the two 
places. He would take this opportunit.v of saying that in 
their statutes all non-productive Faculties were put first 
and ail productive Faculties were relegated to the dim and 
distant future. They should make a beginning in impart-

ing agricnltural instructioii. They need not begin the 
theoretical part, but they should begin at once practical 
demonstration work. They could start w'ork on a small 
scale for less than Rs. 40,000. He was looking at the soil 
here the otiier day and he felt that lie could gladly ex- 
change his land with the land here. Here they were 
lacking in knowledge and that knowdedge they could give 
by demonstration work. For agricultural work they need 
not go in for expensive buildings. 

Dr. P. 0. Roy said that there was a great deal of truth 
in what Mrs. Besant said about simplicity of educational 
life. He was a Hindu and he believed in the ideal of plain 
living and high thiaking. Personally he did not believe 
in luxurious life. But they must have laboratories where 
they could teach the people science and the buildings must 
be costly in proportion. They had Jieard a good deal 
about artificial indigo which flooded the Indian market 
before the wav. He did not know whether it would 
bewilder them or not if he 3 assured them that it took a 
Oerman firm about 15 years to successfully manufacture 
artificial indigo and that they spent more than a crore of 
rupees in experiments alone. If they read the scientific 
journals of jSngland, they would find that all experts in 
England were bitterly complaining that the statesmen in 
tiiat country were very parsimonious in spending money 
on science. Every day they found Germany going ahead 
of England and Prance in science because it bad tlie 
monopoly of scientists. Germany had been able to hold 
on so long in the wars against the combination of the 
allies because it had the combination of chemists, phy- 
sicists and engineers. They should remember that after 
the war their country would be exploited by foreign na- 
tion; for industrial purposes, therefore they should take 
time by the forelock. If they wanted to start real indus- 
tries based on science the best brains of the country must 
be requisitioned and they must produce a race of scientists 
trained as future captains of industries. There should be 
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no sliilly-sliallying in this matter. Whatever step they took 
it should be taken with a good purpose. In this matter 
economy would be costly in the long run. Therefore he 
appealed to them to push forward the construction of the 
biiildings which their engineers planned. There should not 
be any delay in the matter. They could not afford to waste 
a moment. As for money, so long as Pandit Malaviya w’as 
alive there need be no fear. He would see the Rajas and 
get money. He sacrificed his income and even health for 
this institution. May God grant him long life. 

Rai Krislmaji said that they were confident that Rai 
Ganga Ram Bahadur and Mr. Jwala Prasad would try 
their level best to construct the buildings at as little cost 
to the University as possible. But there were certain 
circumstances W'hich would tend to raise [the expenditure 
e.g., the general rise in the price of materials and 
labour. They had already incurred a not altogether 
unavoidable loss in the depreciation of Government paper. 
As regards the undertaking given to the Government 
about the completion of the buildings he did not think that 
the Government in view’- of the present rise in prices, 
would tell them that the buildings must be constructed 
immediately. They had very few colleges in the country 
that taught agriculture and he thought it would be well 
if they spent a portion of the money available on the 
opening of such a college. 

Babu Mangla Prasad said that the mover and Rai 
Krislmaji spoke about the depreciation of securities. 
When the money was invested no one knew that this war 
would come. Even wdien the war broke out there was no 
Tiepreciation in the beginning in 1914-1915. There might 
have been a depreciation of a couple of rupees or so. If 
to-day there was a fall in the price the next day there 
wmuld be a rise. They were only concerned with 
interest- 

Babu Shiva Prasad Gupta after replying to the 
questions raised in the discussion withdrew his resolution 
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ill favour of the amendment moved by Babu Bliagavan 
Das and suggested that in that amendment after the 
words “ April, 1918” the following words be added : ‘‘or an 
earlier date if possible.” 

Babu Bhagavan Das accepted the amendment. 

Pandit Bakiev Ram Dave’s amendment was put to the 
vote and carried by a large majority. 

It was then suggested that the proposal of Babu 
Bhagavan Das should be put to the vote in two parts. 

Mr. Oliintamani remarked that the latter part of the 
amendment was not consistent with the amendment of 
Pandit Baldev Ram Dave which was carried. 

Babu Bhagavan Das said that his amendment was not 
inconsistent with it. 

Pandit Malaviya suggested the omission of some words 
in the amendment. 

Babu Shiva Prasad Gupta said that in that case he 
would withdraw his withdrawal and press his resolution. 

Mr. Oliintamani wanted to know whether there were 
any rules governing the procedure to be adopted at the 
meetings. 

The Vice-Ohancellor said that there were no rules, but 
those of common sense. 

Babu Bhagavan Das said that he would cling to the 
wording of his resolution and would press it. 

The Vice-Ohancellor asked Babu Bhagavan Das to let 
him know to avoid misunderstanding afterwards whether 
he wanted the amendment to be put to the vote in whole 
or in parts. 

Babu Bhagavan Das said that he wanted it to be put to 
the vote, as a whole. 

Mr. Chintaraani said that he wanted it to be recorded 
in the minutes that he protested against Babu Bhagavan 
Das‘s whole proposal being put to the vote after Pandit 
Baldev Ram’s amendment had been voted upon in view of 
the fact that the latter part of B. Bhagavan Das’s proposal 
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covered the same ground as, and was not consistent with, 
the I'esoliition 'wliich the Court had just accepted. 

ihibu Bhagavan Das said that he also wanted it to be 
recorded in' the minutes that his proposal did not conflict 
with Pandit Baldev Ram’s proposal. 

Babu Bliagavaii Das’s amendment was put to the vote 
■and lost. 

Babu Shiva Prasad Gupta’s original resolution was also 
put to tlie vote and lost. 

(11) The Hon Mr. Ohintamani proposed that the Hon. 
Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya be elected president of 
the Central Hindu School Board. He said that it was 
utterly superfluous to utter one word in commending the 
proposal to the Court. 

Rai Iqbal Narain Gurtu, M.A., LL.B., seconded the 
proposal. 

Babu Govind Das withdrew the motion on the subject 
of which he had given notice. 

The proposal wsl& put to the vote and carried. 

(12) At this stage the Hon. Pandit Madan Mohan 
-Malaviya said that the sitting should be concluded. This 
was agreed to.

1. The minutes of the meetings of the Ooimcil, held on 
the 27th & 28tli October, 1917, were read and confirmed. 
The minutes of the meeting held on SOtli October, 1017, 
were read. Mr. Jwala Pra.sad placed the plan of the 
hostel i)repared in accordance with the resolution passed 
on 30th October, 1017, before the meeting. He had also 
arranged to put up as a specimen a compartment of a 
room of the exact size and dimensions passed at the last 
meeting, which each student would occupy to enable tiie 
members of the Council to form a better idea of the 
accommodation intended to be provided. Pandit Chhedalal 
was of opinion that the space available for each student 
was too small and recommended that the space which 
sliould be available for each student shoiiM be, as nearly 
as may be, 12 ft.x8 ft. The proposal was approved by all 
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tile members present. The members present aiso approved 
of the suggestion that the partition walls need not be more 
than 7 feet high. The Superintendent of Works, who was 
present, stated that the above suggestion could be easily 
carried out if the depth of each room was fixed at 24 
feet. Subject to the above modifications, the minutes of 
the meeting held on the 30th October, 1917, were confirmed. 
It was resolved to request Mr. Jwala Prasad to revise the 
plans and estimates in the light of the above suggestions 
and place them before the next meeting of the Council. 

2. Tlie consideration of letter No. 436 dated, 20th. Octo- 
ber, 1917, from the Assistant Engineer, Benares Hindu 
University, to the Superintendent of Works was postponed 
to the next meeting. 

3. Read letter of Dr. Gananath Sen KaviraJ, dated 
29t}i October, 1917, 

Resolved that Dr, Gananath Sen KaviraJ be informed 
that a complete and detailed scheme of the Ayurvedic Col- 
lege Hospital, Museum, etc. is required to enable the Council 
to judge how much money will be needed for the purpose 
and to try to collect funds for it. The Council will be 
thankiul if Dr. Gananath Sen Kaviraj will kindly prepare 
the plans and estimates required. 

4. The Registrar reported that the Board of Appoint- 
ments at a meeting held that morning, had recommended 
the appointment of Dr. P. C, Roy, 0.

(Resolutions proposed by Babii Bhagavan Das at the 
meeting of the Hindu University Council on 4ti] Novem- 
ber, 1917, and postponed for consideration at the next 
meeting). 

1. That surmnaries of the proceedings of the various 
bodies of the Hindu University be published periodically 
in the Central Hindu College Magazine excepting those 
specially marked as eonftdential by the body concerned, 
or by a superior body; as well as a monthly abstract of 
accounts showing totals of Receipts and Expenditure 
under main heads ; that the Editor of the Central Hindu 
College Magazine be instructed to give facilities to such 
members of the Hindu University Court, the Senate and 
other bodies as may require them, for bringing before the 
public their views on matters pertaining to the welfare 
and the progress of the Hindu University ; 

and that members of the Court, the Senate and the 
Faculties be supplied with copies of the Magazine free, 
provided not more than one copy shall be sent to a person 
who may be a member of more than one body. 

2. That tlie Vice-Chancellor be requested to arrange 
through the Senate and Faculties, in such fashion as may 
be permissible, that the various courses of study may be 
better co-ordinated, those which appear to be too heavy, 
lightened and moderated, and all made more purposive ; 
also that in the Faculties of Oriental Learning and 
Theology, a serious attempt is made to receive and extend 
those branches of learning which have a direct bearing 
on daily life and also offer obvious points of contact with 
modern science and therefore present special opportunities 
of investigation and research in the light thereof, e. g,, 
Vaidyaka, Jyotisha, Artha-Shastra and various Kaia- 
.'Shastras. 
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3. (a) Be.solved that this Oouacil, adhering' to tiie 
terEis of the Goveriiinent of India circular on the subject, 
has no objection to any mouibers of the Benares Hindu 
University, not in statu pupillari, exercising their rights 
as citizens and British subjects in respect of working for 
the uplift of tiie country in any departnaent of the national 
life, along coostitutional and law-abiding lines of loyalty to 
the British Grown and the Indian people, and in a manner 
consisteiit with the calmness and dignity of their educa- 
tional vocation. 

(b) That this Oouacil has no objection to the students 
of the various colleges oi the Benares Hindu University 
attending (but not taking active part in the work proper 
of) public meetings having for their object the uplift of 
the country as above, for the purpose of deriving there- 
from object-lessons in the sciences of history, economics, 
politics, sociology, religion, &c. 

4. That a Sub-Committee be appointed to draw up a 
full prospectus of the aims and objects of the Benares 
Hindu University, and the means by which they should be 
endeavoured to be realised, in the shape of (a) the colleges 
which should be established (with estimates of the initial 
and annual costs of each and the successive order in which 
they should be started, (b) the tone and ideals which 
should be fostered, (c) the nature of the religious instruc- 
tion wiiich should be given ; and (d) the kind and quality of 
the staff whicli will be needed and the methods by which 
it should be secured ; and such other important and rele- 
vant matters ; 

Further that this prospectus be brought up before the 
meeting of this Ooiracil as early as possible, and after sucli 
raodiffcation as the Council may think fit be presented to 
a meeting of the Court, to be held in April, 11)18, for dis- 
cussion and sanction with such modification as may appear 
necessary; 

Also that until such a prospectus has been sanctioned 
by this Court, no expenditure should be incurred on any 
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work, siicii as new appointments, buiiclings, etc., which in 
the Judgment of this Council is not absolutely indispensa- 
ble for the carrying on of the work of the Benares Hindu 
University. , 

5. That this Council should pay special attention to 
the question of establishing colleges of Commerce, Techno- 
logy and Agriculture, at the earliest possible date and send 
up to the meeting of the Court in April, 1918, as full details 
as possible on the subject, in connection with the pros- 
pectus mentioned above, after consultation with the ojffice- 
bearers of the U P. Chamber of Commerce, Oawnpore and 
of Agricultural Colleges and other institutions, and such 
other Bodies and experts as it may think fit.

IV. rtesolved further that this Committee does not feel 
itself competent to make any recommendations regarding 
the remuneration to be allowed to examiners for the exami- 
nations in the Faculties of Oriental Learning and Theology.,

That, as the Benares Hindu University originated in the 
missionary spirit, has taken for nuciens the Central Hindu 
College which originated likewise, has been built up like 
its nucleus by public charity for philanthropic purposes, 
and expects to grow and expand in the future by the same 
charity ; 

That, as it cannot continue to receive that charitable 
help unless it also continues to be animated by the same 
spirit ; as it ought to avoid the ways which, however befit- 
ting and suitable for wealthy, commercial or non-mission- 
ary institutions, are not becoming for it with its extremely 
limited funds, very many requirements and non-commercial 
character ; and as it ought in any case to avoid whatever 
might even look like waste of public charitable funds ; 

That as appeals for abatement of full market-rates and 
lor even free gifts of all kinds, which, coming from wealthy, 
commercial or non -missionary bodies would be properly 
condemned as undignified and even mean and miserly, but 
coming from such au institution as the Hindu University— if 
it be animated by the true, missionary spirit, as' it ought to 
be (though it has already lapsed therefrom in some respects, 
most regrettably) would come not only without shame but 
as a just and righteous request for philanthropic help ; 

And that, as the expenditure of Rs. 2,800 on the mere 
setting of question-papers, for the purpose of examining ia 
1918 only some 20 candidates for the M.A. & M.Sc., Pre~. 
vious & Bhnal all included, as w'as indicated at the previous 
sitting of the Syndicate, seems to be exceedingly dispro- 
portionate and might well be regarded by the general public 
as wasteful; 
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Therefore be it resolved that the examiaers selected be 
ieformed of the ciroumstances and be requested to be good 
enough to give their assent to the total amount of the 
examination-fees realised being regarded as honorariiim 
for setting the question-papers and being divided equally 
between those papers, as much more being presented to 
them by the University out of its other funds for valuing 
the papers and liolding the mvd mce and practical exa- 
minations.

APPENDIX C. 

Maliamaliopadliyaya Dr, Ganga Nath Jha^s Note. 

So far as regards the recommendation that ‘ Vyakarana" 
and ‘ Sahit^^a’ should be separated at the ‘ Shastri’ stage, 
my impression was that what the Faculty intended was 
that the course in ‘ Saliitya’ should have more of ‘ Sahitya^ 
and less of ‘ Vyakarana ’ and that ‘ Vyakarana ’ should 
Iiave more of ‘ Vyakarana ’ and less of ‘ Sahitya^ ; and all 
the members were averse to having* any such course in 
‘ Sahitya ’ as would be entirely devoid of ‘ Vyakarana ^ or 
vice versa. If my impression is correct, no change in the 
Regulations would be necessary ; as the common name 
‘ Vyakarana-Sahitya’ would enable the Faculty to prescribe 
two alternative courses— (a) one with a larger modicum of 
‘Vyakarana’ and a smaller one of ‘Sahitya’, and (b) an- 
other with a larger modicum of ‘ Sahitya’ and a smaller 
one of ‘ Vyakarana’ and it is only the latter course that the 
Faculty is anxious to secure. 

If we change the Regulations and have ‘ Vyakarana’ 
and ‘ Sahitya’ as two entirely different subjects, then we 
open out the possibility of a course of ‘ Vyakarana ’ entirely 
devoid of all ‘ Sahitya’, or one of ‘ Sahitya’ entirely devoid 
of all ‘ Vyakarana’ ; both undesirable. 

I would, therefore, have some such resolution as “ In 
view of the fact tliat the Regulations as they stand make 
it possible to have two alternative courses of ‘ Vyakarana- 
Sahitya’— one ill which Vyakarana forms the predominat- 
ing element, and another in which Sahitya forms the 
prominent factor,— there appears to be no necessity for 
making any change in the Regulations.” 
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Pro-Viee-Gliancellor^s remark on 'Mahamahopadhyaya 
Dr. Ganganath JJia’s Note. 

Tlie record of the proceedings of the annual meeting of 
the Oriental Faculty, held on the 28th October, 1917, has 
the following resolution {vide Resolution No. 6 (a ) ). 

“Resolved that KaTya Sahitya and Vyakarana should 
remain united in the Madhyawa, hut should be separated 
in the Shastri Examination and the Senate should be asked 
to alter the regulation accordingly.” 

There is no record of any other proposal as finds men- 
tion in Dr. Ganganath Jlia’s Note, 

If the correctness of the recorded resolution be ques- 
tioned the point can be raised at the Faculty of Oriental 
Learning when the proceedings have to be confirmed by it. 

I may here note the reason for the adoption of the 
resolution as it stands. 

The alternative courses in Vyakarana in theMadhyama 
having been adopted (vide proceedings of the Faculty of 
Oriental Learning Resolution No. 6 (a) ) by the Faculty, 
the demand for the separation of Vyakarana from Sahitya 
was no longer found necessary in that examination. But 
in the Shastri Examination a different decision forced itself 
on the Faculty. The Science of Grammar and Piiilology 
lias developed so greatly in Sanskrit that the subject 
requires to be separated from Sahitya in the Shastri. 

And the subject of Sahitya also has so comprehensive 
literature of its own that there should be a separate group 
for.it. , 

And the same reasons must have weighed with the 
Board of Studies of Sanskrit in the Faculty of Arts in 
forming two separate groups of Vyakarana and Sahitya 
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for the M.A. Examination. Wiiy should there be any 
•oppositioii to the resolution of the Faculty of Oriental 
Learning which recommends a similar formation of sepa- 
rate groups in the Shastri Examination of the Oriental 
Faculty? The examination for the title of Acharya con- 
ducted by examining foodies outside the University have 
also fixed separate groups and not one coiiifoinecl group. 
And the reason is simple. We cannot do justice to the 
two subjects by combining them. 

We ought not to compel the scholar whose taste lies 
for poetry, drama and rhetoric to go through the abstruse 
controversial nicities of the Sabda Shastra (Science of 
language) as treated in the higher texts and commentaries. 
Such knowledge of grammar as is needed, the scholar has 
already acquired in the Madhyama stage. 

There is provision also for the Vyakaraua student 
of an ordinary course of literature and he will not foe 
devoid 6i it {vide Minute Book No. 4, page 8, under the 
lieadiiig of Sanskrite), as has been apprehended. 

What lias been deemed desirable and therefore recom- 
mended is the giving the Shastri scholar a higher course of 
•grammar and a higher course in Sahitya without hamper- 
ing his progress in the field he chooses. 

Alternative courses in Vyakaraua in the Madhyama 
iiaving been allowed by the Faculty of Oriental Learning, 
such students as have read Vyakaraua other than the 
Siddhanta Kaiiniudi for the said examination and would 
like to proceed for the Shastri in Sahitya will find it impos- 
sible to do so if any combined course in Sahitya a,nd 
Vyakaraua be allowed to stand as it is or modified as sug- 
gested in the note. 

Finally I beg to state the reason why such a combmed 
course wms framed iu the beginning. 

It was to conform to the wording used in the regulation, 
vis., A course of grammar and literature.” 

In English a grammatical text-book or two, tin own in 
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the course of literature would serve the purposes of con- 
forniicg to the wording of the regulation. 

Such a combination of grammar and literature in the 
rudimentary and lower stages is mutually helpful to both, 
subjects and they would be combined without mucli diffi- 
culty. 

But in Sanskrit the study of grammar occupies the 
best part of the life of many a scholar with the immense 
mass of commentaries and annotations. It may be ob- 
served en passant that what holds good in English may not 
hold equally good in Sanskrit. For example— In the M.A, 
Examination in English there are nine groups. But no one 
has suggested a separate grammar group. But in the 
M.A . Sanskrit of the Arts Faculty a separate grammar 
group has been framed. 

To provide a regulation course of “Grammar and litera- 
ture” the combined group was framed resulting in the 
course as it stands on page 8, Minute Book No. 4, the very 
sight of which is calculated to scare away scholars from 
the study of Sahitya in the Oriental Learning of the Hindu 
University. 

To make the study of Vyakarana and Sahitya accept" 
able the separation has been recommended.

Copy of a letter No. 436 dated the 20tli October, 1917, 
froiii the Assistant Engineer, Benares Hindu University, 
to the Superintendent of Works Benares Hindu University, 

I have the honor to submit herewith 3 lists of houses 
in the villages of Gariwanpur, Bhagwanpur and Naria, 
which have not been repaired by the occupants. The lists 
Ox the remaining villages will be submitted as soon as they 
are ready. 

It has been found that the material in most cases has 
been removed by the occupants. I had personally been to 
some of the villages and have informed the villagers that 
they would, be responsible for the University property in 
case of any loss. 

In my opinion the Superintendent of University Estate 
may be asked to take note of these and of other villages 
too and should take necessary steps to prevent the owners 
from dispensing with the materials and should also take 
steps to see that the occupants keep the houses in good 
condition. At the same time all persons leaving the 
houses for good should inform him of the date of their 
departure so that the charge of the house may be taken 
from the occupant. 

I think it would be better if village chaukidars appointed 
by the University Estate should be ordered by the Super- 
intendent of Hindu University Estate to make regular 
reports about such cases for they live on the spot and will 
be best persons to know as to what is going on there.

1. None but students -of the University or its const’- 
tiient colleges will be admitted to the Hostels except witli 
the special sanction of the Pro-Vice-Ghancellor, 

2. Applications for admission to the Hostels should be 
made in a prescribed form (obtainable at the Principals" 
Offices) to the Principals of the Colleges who will forward 
tbem to the Wardens for disposal. 

3. After the admission of boarders to a Hostel, the 
allocation of seats will rest entirely with the Assistant 
Warden of that Hostel. 

4. An admission fee of Rs. 5 shall be paid by every 
student on admission or re-admission to the Hostel. 

5. Bach boarder, on his admission or re-admission shall 
deposit Rs. 5 with the Assistant Warden as “Caution 
Money,” which will be refunded to him after necessary 
deductions, if any, when he leaves the Hostel. 

6. The following rates will be charged in the Hostels 

(To be fixed later on). 


7. All Hostel dues shall be payable in advance to the 
Assistant Warden by the 15th of every month at the 
latest. , 

8. Boarders may make their own arrangements 
(subject to the approval, of the Assistant Warden) for

messing in quarters provided for the purpose, but arrange- 
ments for common messing shall he made by the Assistant 
Warden where practicable, 

9, Private servants in a Hostel must be approved by 
and be subject to the authority and discipline of the 
Warden and Assistant Warden. 

10, Bach mess, when managed by students, shall 
consist of not less than ten boarders for which a kitchen 
and a store-room will be provided free of charge. 

11. Separate kitchens for smaller numbers of students 
may, in special cases, be provided on payment of a rent of 
Rs. 2 per month. 

12. Non-vegetarian diet will not be allowed in any 
Hostel, except in such as are reserved exclusively for 
non-vegetarians. 

33. Every boarder must take his meals in his Hostel, 

14. No boarder shall lodge any outsider (including his 
guardians and friends) in his room without the permission 
of the Assistant Warden. 

14. The Assistant Warden has power to exclude from 
the Hostel any outsider at his own discretion. 

16. Visitors other than members of the University oi 
relatives of the boarders must meet them in the common- 
room only, and will not be allowed to enter their respective 
rooms, except with the permission of the Assistant Warden. 

17. The roll will be called once daily at 8 p.m. in 
winter and 9 p. m. in summer. Boarders absent at the 
time of the roll call without the permission of the Assis- 
tant Warden will be treated as absent and liable to diS' 
ciplinary action, which may amount to expulsion. 

18. No boarder shall go home during term time exeept 
with the written permission of the Assistant Warden. 

19. The gates of the Hostel will be closed at 9 P. m. 
when outsiders, if any, will have to leave the premises. 

20. Boarders wanting to be absent from the Hostel 
after 9 p.m. must get the written permission of the Assis- 
tant Warden beforehand. 
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'21. Any boarder found guilty of gross misconduct will 
be removed from the Hostel by the Warden. 

22. For misconduct of a less serious kind, .a boarder’s 
name may be entered in the conduct-book and he may also 
be otherwise punished. If a boarder’s name is entered in the 
conduct-book three times, he will be liable to be expelled. 

23. No music will be allowed in the Hostel, except 
with tim permission of the Assistant Warden. 

24-. Boarders shall not hold any meeting in the Hostel, 
except the sittings of the recognised Hostel Societies, 
without the permission of the Assistant Warden. 

25. No boarder shall go outside the limits of the Uni- 
versity grounds (at Nagwa) except with a pass issued by 
the Assistant Warden. 

26. Boarders will be ordinarily attended by the 
Medical officer of the Hostel, free of charge. 

27. An outside medical practitioner may be called in 
by a boarder with the knowledge of the Hostel Medical 
Officer and the consent of the Warden, and in such cases 
the fees of the doctor consulted must be paid by the boarder. 

28. Boarders suffering from any infectious disease 
shall be segregated in quarters provided for the purpose. 

29. The Assistant Warden, in consultation with the 
Warden and the Medical Officer, can exclude a boarder 
suffering from any bodily disease or constitutional affec-> 
tioa, which in their opinion makes the sufferer unfit to 
reside in the Hostel. 

30. Every boarder shall be examined by the Medical 
Officer at admission and thereafter periodically at least 
once a year, and a full record of the examination shall be 
kept in the form prescribed by the “ Students’ Residence 
Oommittee.” 

N.B.-r-All matters not provided for in the above rules 
shall be decided, from time to time, by the Warden and 
the Pro-Ylce-Ohancellor.

APPENDIX E. 

Note. 

At the last meeting of the Syndicate, it was decided to 
charge a rent of Rs. 2 per mensem from those students 
who require a separate kitchen, for themselves. I am 
much indebted to the Syndicate for giving the Pro-Vice- 
Ohanceilor, power to remit the amount in any case he 
may consider proper and to allow the student the free use 
of a kitchen. As I was present at the meeting and know 
what passed in course of the discussion, I will foe guided 
by the views of the Syndicate on the subject. I should, 
however, like to leave on the record my own views of the 
grounds and principles upon which this concession should 
be made by the future Pro-Viee-Ohancellors. The Benares 
Hindu University has for its object the promotion of 
general and religious education. Its object is to impart 
not only education in arts and sciences, but also to train 
up our young men in the Hindu religion. It is an educa- 
tional body and while it will be happy to promote social 
reform by disseminating education, it of course cannot 
directly act as an advocate of social reform. There are 
among tlie higher castes of the Hindus many, the members 
of wdiich can partake of food cooked by members of their 
own community or by members of special caste. There 
is considerable practical difficulty in such cases in obtain- 
ing the services of Brahmins for the purpose and students 
who wish to follow their own usages have very often to 
prepare their own meals andpor that purpose they require 
a kitchen for their own use. They may not be in a 
position to afford even Bs. 2 a month in addition to their 
usual fees for the said purpose. It is to meet this difficulty 
that the Pro- Vice-Chancellor has been empowered to 
remit the fee for the use of a separate kitchen. Grateful 
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I am for tlie concession whicli will be valued and 
appreciated by many Hindu students, I would like to place 
on record this note as showing the grounds on which it

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Note hy the Superintendent of IForfes, Benares Hindu 

University, for the Building Committee meeting to 
he held on the 27th of January, 1918. 

The last meeting of tlie . Buiiding Committee was held 
on tfie 2oth November, 1917, in which Mr. Lislimaii’s plan 
of lay out for the various buildings was recommended for 
acceptance by the Building Committee. This was linaliy 
adopted by the Ooimcil. It was also decided to build one 
Superintendent or Warden professor’s quarters in the 3rd 
story for each set of 50 students and the various skeleton 
designs for the College of Science, Hostels, Kitchens and 
other subsidiary buildings as prepared by me were approv- 
ed and I was directed to prepare detai!e<l plans and 
estimates. The estimate of Arts College for E-s. 3,60,000 
with an allotment of Rs. 3,30,000 by a reduction of 
Rs. 30,000 on account of decoration work being given wp 
was sanctioned. 

2. In accordance with these important decisions, J pre- 
pared various necessary plans and went to the Honorary 
Chief Engineer to finally discuss and get them approved 
by him aftci* ue<jessary modifications. I am glad to report 
tiiat the Honorary Chief Engineer generally approved of 
these proposals and the various necessary elevations were 
prepared under his guidance from the architectural point 
of view. These plans as finally approved by the Honorary 
Oiiief Engineer were received by me on the lOth of Janu- 
ary, 1918, and are now put up for formal sanction to start 
work. 

3. The Arts College as slightly modilied to suit Mr. 
Lishman’slay out has been laid on the ground as also the 
hostel block while two 2nd class and three 3rd class resi- 
dences are being started for the P. W. D. Officers and olSce 
to begin v.'ith. The religious ceremony of tiie foundation of 
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the Arte College was performed on. tlieSSrd morning iinder 
tlie guidance of our revered Pro- Vice-Chancellor. It will 
'he. seen from the plan of liosteis that the total accommo- 
dation is nearly 900 as compared to 600 originally conteiii- 
plated. The Honorary Chief . Engineer insists upon 
building the whole block and has requested me to ask lor 
sanction of the whole, definite iostnictions on this point 
are now necessary as the work is now’- being started. The 
tutai estimate of this building is roughly estimated to be 
lls.

4. The detailed plans of the tv/o blocks of the OoUege

5. In order to push on the.se large works simnltaiaeons- 
ly, it is now- absolutely necessary to piircliase more train- 
way line and wagons. lam glad to report that I have 
been able to arrange for their purchase at practically 
pre-war price. The total cost of 80 wagons and one mile 
of line now being purchased will be Rs, 24,000 but the 
University will ellect a saving of nearly Rs. 15,000 in the 
construction of work.s even now proposed for being forth- 
with started while without this facility for cartage of 
materials, it 'would have been impossible to proceed rapid- 
ly with the work of construction. 

6. The various tenders received for the Arts College 

are put up for consideration and decision of the successful 
tenderer. , 

7. I have received a letter from the Postal Town In- 
spector to say that a Hindu University Post Office will be 
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o pened from the 1st of March, 1918. The letter in question 
is put up for instructions as also a design for a combined 
Post and Telegraph Office in accordance with the rules of 
Postal Department. It is probable that the Town Inspec- 
tor: will ask for a building for which the postal authorities^ 
are prepared to pay rent. 

8. An unexpected occurrence has taken place during 
this interval, namely, on the 7th of January, 1918, the door 
and window leaves and chaukhats prepared for four blocks 
of single storey hostels that were prepared by the Con- 
tractor Babu Lakslimi Narain of Dhanbad, w^ere practically 
all burnt to ashes on account of fire in their temporary 
shed.

As re- 
gards the publication of the proceedings of the various 
bodies of the Hindu University, the Council was of opinion 
that while the proceedings of the Court, and the Senate 
should be open to the Press, the publication in the Press 
of the proceedings of other bodies like the Council, the 
Syndicate, the Faculties, etc., which were in the nature of 
Executive committees, was not desirable except when any 
one of these bodies for certain special reasons, deemed 
such publication of its proceedings, in whole or in part, 
necessary. As for the publication of the monthly abstract 
of accounts, the Council, in view of the practice of tlio 
publication of donation lists monthly and of full and com- 
plete accounts of tiie University annually, deemed it unne- 
cessary. The publication of monthly receipts and expen- 
diture, it was thought, might present an incomplete view 
and hence be misleading. Regarding the publication of 
their views by the members of the Court, the Senate, etc., 
in the Central Hindu College Magazine, the Council did not 
see any necessity for giving instructions- to the Editor in 
the sense suggested. The free distribution of the Central 
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Hindu Ooliege Magazine to the members of the Court, the 
Senate, the Faculties, etc., was considered by the Oouncii, 
to be unnecessary and unbusinesslike. 

The Chairman pointed out that as resolution No. 2 dealt 
with purely academic questions, the proper body to con- 
sider it was the Senate and not the Council, and hence he 
ruled it out of order. 

It was pointed out by the Hoii’ble Mr. G. Y. Ohintamani 
that resolutions 3 and 5 were on the Agenda of the last 
meeting of the Court as proposals XII, XIII and XV (item 
21), and were still undisposed of by that body, while resolu-

Sir, 

At tlie last meeting of the Ooiiiicil, it was decided to 
create a fairly large number of scholarships or stipends 
in order to draw students into the Oriental and Tlieo- 
logical Faculties, these stipends being made available not 
only for tliose wlio will study in the Oolleges for the Uni” 
versity Oourses but also for those who wish to appear in 
the Samskrit Matriculation or Praveshika Examination. It 
is understood that many of these stipends are in the nature 
of a temporary expedient and will drop out when the 
Benares Hindu University Examination attains a reputa- 
tion equal to that of other similar examinations and 
gains popularity. In this connection it is worth, while en- 
quiring if any attempts have been' or can be made in order 
to draw witbiii the sphere of University iulluence suclt 
institutions as already exist in Kashi for the imparting of 
Samslcrit Education of a cultural character. 1 know at 
least tv/o suoli Colleges wliicli, if approached in the right 
way, would be willing to fall in with any scheme that may 
be worked out by the University. Both these institutions 
are situated at Nagwa and form already the nucleus of a 
decent Samskrit University. It is true that they do not 
conic up to the standard of modern requirments in the 
matter of buildings and equipment but appi'oximate more 
closely to the old ideals of rigid simplicity and austere 
monasticism. All the same, one of these has an Endow- 
ment which provides for the housing and feeding of over 
a hundred students and the other, although not mpialiy 
lucky in the matter of a sumptuous Endowment, has a 
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<:-(ju|)le of liiuidred resident pupils most of v/iiom are 
provided witl) meals also. Education of an elaborate and 
varied description is imparted free of cost, each institution 
liaving a staff of five Professors. Ciotliiog is also supplied 
gratis as far as funds permit. Students from both these ins- 
titutions appear at the public Examinations of the United 
Provinces, Bengal, and Bihar and obtain distinction. I ha ve 
been given to understand that there are several other insti- 
tutions of this character scattered over the different quar- 
ters of the holy city and seem to be only awaiting the 
extension of a lielpfiii and guiding hand in order to crys- 
tallise into Colleges which could form integral parts of and 
add lustre to the infant University. To my mind, it seems 
to be eminently desirable that these centres of Oriental 
Learning which are at present but stray sparks fitfully light- 
ing up the darkness that is threatening to envelope the 
Ancient Lore should be organised into a planetary system 
deriving their light and life from the central sun of the 
Benares Hindu University and shining in their orbs with a 
resplendence which will make the intellectual firmament 
of Kashi at once the object of admiration and the source 
of inspiration. There may be-probably are—practical 
difficiilties in the way of adopting the above suggestion but 
these difficulties should not prove iiisurmoimtahle if ail 
these institutions are animated by a common desire of 
reviving interest in Oriental Studies by mciilcatiog study 
and research. All these schools will probably not be mu 
eij the same lines and indeed from the point of view of 
economy it is not desirable that they should. But in order 
to secure the maximum of efficiency, careful co-ordination 
may also be necessary,' due weight being given to the 
cliaracteristic features of each School. Research work on 
^Yestern lines involving comparative methods would pro- 
bably be confined to the University College which will natu- 
rally command the best talent and most liberal resources. 
It cannot, therefore, be repeated too often that this College 
in order to fulfil its true purpose and perform its legitimate 
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i'unctio!!, should be something more than the Sainskrifc Path- 
sim,las which exist already and maintain a liigh reputation 
for learning. Tine University College should, instfunl of 
being only one more addition to the number oi’ Patifshaias, 
undertake the work of establishing the hciglit and depi h 
o‘P Oriental. Learning in the eyes of Occiclenta'i sel!o!a.rsiiip 
by pursuing methods which the latter can imdcvsta nd and 
appreciate. It is only thus that an alfiding and pcrnui- 
nerit interest can be created not only in tlie minds of peopic 
outside India but in those of our own people accustomed 
to Western methods of research a, nd scholarship. It is 
tins important and vital fnnction which should distinguish 
the University College from the Pathshalas which, lacking 
in resources to undertake this amhitious work, will never-; 
theless gain in dignity and popularity as tlie result of the 
laboiu'vS of the University College. Not being a Samskrit 
scholar myself, it is not without hesitation that I have 
taken tlie liberty of inviting your attention to this aspect 
of University work, but I feel so strongly that some bold 
and comprehensive steps are necessary in order to bring 
back life into the dry bones of Oriental Learning that I 
beg of yon to refer the whole fpiestion to the Foculties of 
Oriental Learning and Theology so that they may consider 
whether it is not practicable to devise some scJieine on 
the lines shadowed forth in this letter. It is needless to 
add tliat the creation of a public interest in tlie idea is 
essential to its realization.

Sir, 

Most respectfully 1 beg to bring to your kind notice 
the fact that a bill for Rs. 2,491 was made on the 22ad of 
November, 1917, for 128 pairs of doors, 124 pairs of sky- 
lights, and 34 windows. The articles were inspected and 
taken over charge of by Mr. Kedar Nath, Assistant 
Engineer, and were entered on the measurement Book. 
On the 7th of January, 1918, however, when the bill was 
going to be paid as I am informed, a fire broke out in the 
godowu at- the University grounds, and all these were 
burnt to ashes, together with many others- -some complete, 
others in a state of preparation, the whole stock amount- 
ing to Rs. 6,000. It was, of course, my sheer misfortune 
that such a thing should happen, but I cannot help 
mentioning that the articles which were taken over were 
lying there at the risk of the University, and that I can- 
not with any justice be held responsible for anything that 
happens to them subsequently. If the bill in question had 
been paid before the mishap, it would, not have been 
necessary for me to make this representation, and the 
University would of itself have suffered the loss. Now 
too it does not make any difference, if the bill was not 
paid, as the money for its payment was only kept in trust 
by the University. Besides this amount the fire also 
destroyed other articles which also should be paid for out 
of the mercy as the occurrence will otherwise put me in 
great financial difficulty. If required, I am prepared to 
produce written evidence to the effect that the godown 
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aotiiaily contained stock amounting to '.Rs. 6,000 as aiready 
mentioned.

Report on the application of Lala Lakshmi Narain, 
Contractor, dated 25th January, 1918, regarding payment 
for wood work destroyed by fire. 

L. Lakshmi Narain of Dlianbad joined tills department 
as a contractor in July, 1917, having tendered the lowest 
rates for door and window work of all the contractors 
who had so far tendered. His low quotations enabled me 
to reduce the rates of other contractors also. On arrival of 
his mistry and carpenters, they w^ere utilixied in preparing 
Takhats for tlie Central Hindu College which were urgently 
required. In August next, he was given contract f<ti‘ 
doors and windows required for 4 -blocks of hostels, f.c., 
for preparing 

128 doors 61-' by 3-|' by 11' 

25C windows 4' by 2|' by l¥ 
and 128 clerestory windows 3' by 1|' by X;' 

On the 23i’d of November, 1917, the Contractor subiiiit- 
ted an account bill foi' 94- doors, 34 windows and 124 
clerestory windows amounting to R,s. 2,491-S-O on which 
the Assistant Engineer, Mr. Kedar Nath, was asked to 
verify the materials and enter running measurements.

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ors godowu on the 7tii of January, 1918 and burnt nearlj 
al] these door and window leaves besides otiiers in course 
of preparation. Besides the doors and windows prepared 
for the hostels there was some stock of timber collected 
by tin; Oontractor and there were also nine Takliats 
prepared for the Central Hindu College boarding house 
which have been paid for but left with the contractor as 
tliere was no space in tlie Central Hindu College for them. 
A report 'Of this accident has already been made to the 
Hondde the Vice-Chancellor in this ofEce No. ISl-O-! 
dated '15th January, 1918.

(n) Resolved that the following two points, numbered 
VI and VII in the note, be referred to all Boards 
of Studies, w^hicli have to prescribe M.A. and 
M.So. Courses. 

(I) At the M. A. examination a thesis on an ap- 
proved subject may be submitted in lieu of 
any two papers. 
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(II) To put a discount on mere meraor.v work ami to 
encourage depth of thought and range oi' 
reading, the time limit for a written pn[)er 
should be extended to four iionrs. 

(b) The rest of Professor Jadu Nath Sarkar’s {)ro- 
posais were passed as amended (vide A ppendix B). 

8. Professor Batheja, convener of the Board of studies 
in Economics laid before the meeting the following pro- 
posals regarding the alterations in the Economics Course, 
on behalf of Jiis Board. 

(a) it was resolved that as had been done already in 

the case of History Courses, the following two 
pro[)osals of Professor Batheja be referred to all 
Boards of Studies that have to prescribe M-A. 
and M.Sc. Courses. 

■’ We suggest that a thesis may be offered in lieu of auy 
two papers. We also Hunk that the time allowed for 
answering an M.A. paper should be extended to 4 hours.” 

(b) Professor Batheja proi>usod that Elementary 

Economics and Indian Admiuisti'atioii be made an 
optional subject at the Intermediate Exami- 
nation. It was opposed by Dr. Caiiesh Prasad, 
who suggested that its consideration might be 
postponed till the annual meeting of the Eaculty. 
After some discussion tlie proposal was carried. 

{<0 Road the courses of study iti Economics and Po- 
litical Piiilosophy proposed by Professor Batlieja 
(vido Appendix 0). Tiio faculty accepted (he 
course proposed for tlie Intermediate .Bxaini- 
nation. 

As regards the B. A. Courses, Papers I and Hi {i’ass 
Course) were accepted, but the introduction of Paper H 
(Pass Course) was opposed by Mr. Keightle.v, on the 
ground that it was far too intricate and difficult for tl'.e 
B.A. Pass Course. 

Professor Seshadri supported Mr. Keightley. 

Professors Sarkar and Chablaiii having reyffied to Mr. 
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Keig'htley, Br. Gaiiesh Prasad moved the amendnient 
that the consideration of the subject matter of Paper If 
(Pass Course) and Paper IV (Honours) be postponed to 
the annual meeting of the Faculty. 

Professor Batheja opposed this })roposal very strongly, 
because, the whole course, he said, hung together, being 
an organic whole, and a part could not be taken out 
without destroying the value of the whole. 

The sense of the meeting was however against him, 
and on votes being taken Dr. Oanesh Prasad’s amendment 
was carried by 9 votes to 5. 

The Faculty accepted the course proposed for the M.A. 
examination. 

Resolved that the new courses in Economics be taught 
for the M.A. Previous examination of 1919 and for all 
other examinations of 1920. 

9. Pandit Ram Narayan Misra, B.A., convener of the 
Board of Studies in Hindi, placed before the meeting the 
proposals of his Board regarding tlie clmnges in the Hindi 
Course.

1. Before the proceedings com nieoced the Pro-Vice- 
Chancellor made a brief reference to the death, of tim 
Hon’Iile Sir Sundar Lai, Kt., O.I.1Q., aTid placed tlie follow- 
ing resolution before the Senate : — 

‘ The Senate places on record its profound sorrow at 
the irreparable loss sustained by the Benares Hindu 
University in the death of the first ’Vice-Chancellor, the 
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Hon’ble Dr. Sir Sundar Lai, Kt., O.I.E., B.A., LL.D., wiio 
laboured strenuously for its establish ment and organiza- 
tion and guided its affairs with distinguished ability, loving 
care and devotion, and the Senate requests the Pro-Tice- 
Ohancellor tb convey its deep sympathy to Lady Sundar 
Lai and other members of his family.’ • 

The resolution was carried unanimously in silence, 
the whole assembly standing. 

2. Bai Bahadur G. N. Ohakravarti proposed that the 
minutes of the meetings of thd Senate held on the 27th 
and 30th October, 1917, be confirmed. 

The motion was carried. 

3. Rai Bahadur G. N. Ohakravarti said that he had a 
proposal to place before the Senate relating to the con- 
stitution of a board of studies in Teaching. Gentlemen of 
the Senate would remember that the late Sir Sundar Lai 
had mentioned that he was taking steps for constituting a 
board of studies in Teaching and for starting a Training 
College in connection with the University at an early 
date. Things had matured since then and wlu’le he (the 
speaker) was in Allahabad, he spoke to the Principal of the 
Training College and the Director of Public Instruction on 
the subject and they were willing not only to help them in 
starting and organizing the college but also in giving 
recognition to their graduates. Mr. Ohakravarti indicated 
that they would be able to start the college in July next. 
The cost, he said, would not be very much. They would 
make an humble beginning with, say, 30 students, n’liey 
would require only one Principal and a couple of Professoj's. 
The buildings were ready and schools were also ready. 
The first thing they had to do was to constitute a hoard of 
studies in Teaching. The Faculty of Arts at its meeting 
the previous day passed a resolut,ion to the effect that the 
Senate be requested to establish two or more boards of 
studies, one in Domestic Economy and the other in Teach- 
ing. His present proposal related only to the establish- 
ment of a board of studies in Teaching. It would be for 
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the Piiciilty to constitute the board. 411 that they had to 
do was to eini)Ower the Faculty to do so. He, therefore, 
moved : That under Hegulation 1, Ohapter IV, tl^e Senate 
authorises the constitution of a board of studies in Tcacli- 
iiig consisting? of not more than seven members. 

Dr. Ganesh Prasad seconded the motion. 

The HoiTble Pandit Madau Mohan Mala viva said tiial 
a scheino for a Training College had been lu’epared and 
they should be able to start*it in July next. The advantage 
of iiaving this and the Law College was that they would 
enable the public to see that their graduates were 
admitted on a footing of equality with those of other 
universities. He hoped tliat their Training College gra- 
duates would be taken by Government and their Law 
graduates would be admitted by the High, Court. Mr. 
Malaviya also mentioned that the Hon’ble Dr. Tej J3ahadur 
Sapru had agreed to be the lionorary Principal of the Law 
College. 

Mr. Chakra varti’s motion was put to the meeting 
and was carried. 

4. Pai Bahadur G. N. Chakra varti moved : That in 
Regulation 2 of Chapters XXVIII, XXIX and XXXII tlie 
following words be added in the beginning : “ Save on the 
recommendation of the Syndicate and by the .special order 
of the Senate.” Mr. Ohakravarti said that the oiqect of 
these proposals was to give the Senate the power, in very 
special cases, to allow candidates to go up for dilTerent 
examinations. In the Indian Universities Act this power 
was given, hut either by oversight or for some reason with 
wliich they were not conversant no such ]»rovision was 
made in their Regulations. So, as their Reguhitions stood 
at present, they could not make an exception in any <aise. 
He, therefore, proposed to have this power in the case of 
the Intermediate, B.A,,- and B.Sc, Examinations. 

Mr. P. Seshadri said that the Regulations covered all 
special cases and this further relaxation might give rise to 
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suspicion which was not desirable in the early stage of 
their career. ^ 

Br. Ganesh Prasad : May I ask you, Mr. Pro-Vlce» 
Ohancellor, whether Mr. Oliakravarti’s proposition has 
been seconded ? 

Mr. B. Keightley then seconded the proposal. 

Mr. Ohalcravarti said that it was not clear whether 
seconding was necessary. 

Br. Ganesh Prasad drew attention to Regulation IS 
of Chap. 1 which said that a* motion “ shall be open to 
discussion on being moved and seconded.” 

Rai Bahadur G. N. Ohalcravarti said that there was 
some force in what Mr. Seshadri had said. The Inrlian 
Universities Act mentioned the condition he proposed but 
it also contained the words “ subject to the Regulations 
in force.” His proposal did not say the permission should 
be ‘subject to the Regulations in force.’ It gave them 
almost a free hand to do what they liked. Although he 
was in favour of his proposition, lie was prepared to accept 
the word of caution and would suggest that , a committee 
be appointed to consider the question of changes in the 
Regulations. ; 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya said that 
theirs was a residential University and residence in the 
University should be a v^ery important factor in determin- 
ing whether they should give a diploma or a degree to a 
student. He therefore thought that, at this stage they 
ought not to relax their rules. They might see how they 
worked and if in future any special case came to their 
notice they might then consider the matter. 

Mr. Keightley said that if the rules stood as tliey 
were at present, they could not consider any special 
case. 

Tlie Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya said that 
theirs w^as a residential university and he could not con- 
template with satisfaction the University granting a 
diploma or degree to a student who had not been through. 

SJO 
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tbe course of discipline wMcb. they expected of liiin to 
undergo by being a resident of the univei’sity. 

Mr. Keightley pointed out that the Universities of 
Oxford and Oambridge had a general power, Ifor instance, 
if a student migrated from one university to another, the 
latter university could allow tbe student to count the 
term of residence at the former university from whi<;h lie 
migrated, as though he spent that term at the latter. But 
that power was exercised very, very rarely. 

Dr. Ganesh Prasad said that lie thought that Mr. 
Chakra varti had not been able to make out a strong case 
for any change in the regulations at that stage. Although 
the Allahabad and Calcutta Universities had certain dis- 
cretion so far as B.A. and B.Sc. were concerned tiiat 
special power had not been exercised at any rate it had 
not been exercised in the Allahabad University. As 
regards candidates coming from other universities, they 
had a provision in Regulation 2 of Chapter XXIX. It was 
perfectly clear that the gentlemen who framed the R,egu- 
lations kept in mind the special nature of their University 
and they insisted on the students prosecuting a course 
of study in a constituent college of the university. Ho 
thought that it was not proper for them to go behind the 
explicit terms laid down there. As regards future there 
was ample time to consider what might bo desiralile or 
necessary. 

Rai Bahadur G. N. Oliakravarti .said that for the pre- 
sent lie would withdraw this motion and the next (No. 3 
on the agenda) viz., “ To regulation 3 of Chapters XXX and 
XXXIII add the same words in the beginning and also 
the word “Only” after the word “Orien” in line 1.” 

5. Rai Bahadur G. N. Oliakravarti moved that in 
Oliapter XXXI delete the words “Of the University.” He 
said that the object of the proposal was to allow persons 
who had taken the M. A. degree in other Universities to 
oiler themselves as candidates for the degree of Doctox' 
of Letters of the Hindu University. 
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Prof. Jaduoath Sarkar seconded the proposal. 

Mr. P. Seshadri moved the following as an amendment 
to Mr. Ohakravarti’s proposal: “Add the words "or of 
other universities when specially permitted by the Syndi- 
cate’ after ‘Any Master of Arts of the University- In 
Regulation 1 of Chapter XXXL” He said that there was 
some difference between his proposal and that of Mr. 
Chaliravarti. According to his amendment, the M. A/s 
of other universities could offer themselves as candidates 
for the degree of Doctor of Letters only with the special 
permission of the Syndicate, 

Eai Bahadur G. N. Chakravarti accepted the amend- 
ment. 

Prof. Sarkar said that the principle underlying the 
proposals was one which had been accepted by all the 
universities in the West. The University of Paris, for 
instance, had accepted it. It was not necessary that the 
student should be in residence in the University then 
or that he should pass a lower examination. Therefore, 
in introducing this change they would be only acting in 
accordance with the highest educational opinion in 
Europe. 

Dr. Ganganatli Jha said that under the proposal they 
would admit to the Doctorate of Letters a, graduate of 
another university who had not spent a single week in 
the Hindu University and wlio sent up a thesis. He would 
say that that man had .not undergone the discipline this 
University laid down. He doubted the wisdom of giving 
high credentials to men wdio had not undergone the 
course laid down. 

Dr. Ganesli Prasad moved the following amendment : 
“Read ‘or of any otlier University when specially per- 
mitted by the Senate’ for ‘or of other Universities when 
specially permitted by the Syndicate’ in Mr. Seshadri’s 
proposal. Tlie -speaker said that he had considerable sym- 
pathy with the attitude taken up by Dr. Ganga Nath Jim. 
Their XJniver.sifcy had certain traditions. Doctorate wms 
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t!ie highest distinction which they could confer on any 
man, and if they made it easy for people wi;o were not 
brought up in the traditions of the Hindu University to 
go there merely for the sake of taking away tluit very 
high distinction they would be doing a thing which was 
not tolerated in any nnivorsity. Let thoin t;ike for ex- 
ample the neighbouring universities of Allahabad and 
Calcutta. What did they find there ? In the case of tla^ 
Allahabad University there was absolutely no provision 
permitting outsiders to go up for the degrees of B.Litt., 
D.Se., or LL.D. In the case of M. I)., however, a change 
had recently been introduced and tiie new regulation only 
emphasized the attitude that he took up. In the Univer- 
sity of Oaloutta also the reguhitions did not allow a man 
who was not an M.A. or M.Sc., of that university to go 
up for a higher degree. He must say in this connection 
that a few years ago an exception was made in the case 
of one gentleman, Dr. Ram Das Khan. That gentleman 
took a high degree ij). America and he was permitted by 
the Oalcutta University to go up for Ph.D. and be suc- 
ceeded in obtaining that degree. The University autho- 
rities then made it perfectly clear that in no ciroiirastances 
Avould the case of Dr. Ram Das be regarded as a precedent. 
He knew of a case in which a graduate of the Bombay 
University applied to the Calcutta University for permis- 
sion to go up for the D. L. degret) of that university, but 
the applioatioii was rejected. They would thus see that 
those two universities were very, very careful about this 
matter. They were not desirous tlnat a man, Aviio had 
not been brought up in their own trad ition.s, should take 
away the highest distinction they could give. There was 
good reason, therefore, for their being very cautious in 
regard to this matter, Tliey ought not to make tiicir 
university a mere exaniining one, a university which 
simply gave out degrees right and left. As he said before, 
he had considerable sympathy with the attitude taken 
up by Br. Jha and he was inclined more towards his 
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attitude tlian towards that of Mr. Seshadri, and it was 
only as a sort of compromise that he brought forward 
this amendment since all such special concessions were 
granted by the Senate. 

Mr. Lakshminarayan seconded the amendment. 

Mr. Keightley said that if the mover of the amendment 
accepted a modification requiring of candidates’ residence 
and research work in the University for a period of one 
or two years before tliey presented themselves as candi- 
dates for the degree that would remove all objections. 
It would be a distinctly better attitude to take up than 
to shut their doors against advanced students who might 
be really willing to reside in the university and do re- 
search work. 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya said 
that he agreed with what Mr. Keightley had said, but 
his was a proposal wdiich required to be discussed after 
proper notice. He suggested that they might take it 
up in proper form at a subsequent meeting. Speaking 
generally he said that they should be zealous of the 
conditions they laid down for the grant of degrees. The 
University was in an infant stage and they should not 
do anything which would expose them to the charge 
that they were trying to gain popularity by cheapening 
degrees. 

Mr. Keightley suggested that Mr. Seshadri might 
withdraw bis amendment and that a committee be 
appoiiited as suggested by Mr. Ohakravarti, to consider 
tlia question of changes in the Regulations. 

Mr. Seshadri withdrew his amendment. 

Ur. Ganesh Prasad then proposed that a sub-commitfcee 
consisting of tlie undermentioned gentlemen foe appointed 
to consider the question of opening the doctorate in arts 
and science to graduates of other universities than the 
Benares Hindu University : —

The Iloii’hle Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya Hocondeii 
the motion and it was carried. 

6. Rai G. IST. Ohakravarti Bahadur moved ; 

That in Chapter XXVIII the following two regulations 
he added after regulation 2 and the regulations following 
he renumbered : 

(a) Notwithstanding anything contained in .Eegulatioii 
2, inspecting ollScers of an educational department, 
school-masters teaching in schools recognized by the 
University, demonstrators serving in the University or 
colleges affiliated to the University, may be admitted 
to the Kxamination by the special grace of the Senate 
provided that by the date of the examination not less 
than two academical years shall have elapsed since the 
dates of their Matriculation and that the period of 
continuous service shall have been not less than IS 
months.” 

(b) “Before a candidate is permitted by the special 
grace of the Senate to present himself in any science 
subject he shall produce a certificate from the principal 
of the University or a college affiliated to this University 
or some other University established by act of Legislature 
to the effect that he has completed the required course 
in the Oollege laboratory.” 

The mover said that he had taken these bodily from 
the regulations of the Allahabad University. He tbonght 
they ought to give the same facilities to their teachers as 
the Allahabad. University gave to its teacliers. 

Dr. Gaiiganath Jlia : May I enquire what the term 
“Educational Department” means in this case ’? Does it 
mean Educational departments throughout India ? 
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Mr. Ohakravarti : Yes. 

Professor Nag seconded tlie proposal. 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya suggested 
caution in this matter. 

Mr, Ohakravarti then suggested some modifications 
in his proposals and they were accepted by the Senate in 
the following form : — 

(a) “ Notwithstanding anything contained in Regula- 
tioii 2, school-masters teaching in schools recognized by 
the University, demonstrators serving in the University 
or any of its constituent colleges may be admitted to the 
examination by the special grace of the Senate provided 
that by the date of the examination not less than two aca- 
demical years shall have elapsed since the date of their 
Matriculation and that the period of continuous service 
sliall have been not less than 18 months.” 

(b) “Before a candidate is permitted by the special 
grace of the Senate to present himself in any science sub- 
ject he sliall produce a certificate from tlie principal of a 
constituent college of the University to the effect that he 
has completed the required course in the college laboratory.” 

7. Bai Bahadur G. N. Ohakravarti moved that in 
Chapter XXIX after regulation 2, regulation (a) (as modi- 
fied above) be added and that the wmrds “ passing the 
Intermediate Examination” be substituted for the word 
“M^atriculation.” 

After it had been duly seconded it was put to the meet- 
ing and carried. 

8. Rai Bahadur G. N. Ohakravarti moved that in 
Chapter XXXII after regulation 2, the. regulation (a) (men- 
tioned above in item No. 7.) and regulation (b) (mentioned 
in item No. 6. ) be added. The mover said that this pro- 
posal related to the B.Sc. examination. The Allahabad 
University had not so far allowed school-masters to appear 
at the B.Sc. Examination, At the last meeting of the 
Faculty of Science of that University he (the speak- 
er) moved for a change and the Faculty approved that 
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cliange. What lie proposed there that day was iu con” 
formity with tiiat proposal of the Faculty of Science of the 
Allaliabad University which would have to he passed by 
the Senate of that University at its next meeting. 

The Pro- Vice-Chancellor interrogated as to how long 
the Alialiabad Science Faculty had existed and when tiie 
last change about the matter in question had talven place. 

Professor Nag said that the Allahabad University was 
not changing the rule ; it was only explaining the meaning 
of the rule. 

Mr. Ohakravarti said that it was not a question of age. 
The reason why the Allahabad University had not made this 
change so far was that their school-masters, as they stated, 
were spread all over the province and they could have no 
facilities for the study of science. He then pointed out that 
there were some institutions, such as Queen’s College, where 
they could have facilities. But there could not be any 
Slicli difficulty in the case of the Hindu University. 

The Pro-Vice-Ohancellor (to Dr. Ganesh Prasad) ’ 
What is the practice in the Calcutta University ? 

Dr. Ganesh Prasad said that the Calcutta University, 
interpreted the rules in a more liberal manner. 

Professor Nag seconded Mr. Ohaki-avarti’s proposal and 
it was put to the meeting and carried. 

9. Eai Bahadur G. N. Ohakravarti moved that in Eegu- 
iatlon 1, Chapter VIII under (a) after the wonls “Pro-Vicc- 
Chancellor” the words “the University Professors” be added. 

The mover said that the Library committee as consti- 
tuted at present consisted of the Vice-Chancellor, the 
Pro-Vice-Ohancellor, tlie Registrar, the Librarian and eight 
other members appointed by the Senate of whom not less 
than four should be professors or otiier members of tlie 
teaching staff of the University dr principals or professm's 
of constituent colleges. It seemed to iiim eminently desir- 
able that their University professors also should be on tite 
committee. 

Dr, Ganesh Prasad seconded the motion. 
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Mr. Sesbaclri said that Mr. Ohakravavti's proposal 
would make the committee unwieldy. He would therefore 
propose the following as an amendment : That t!ie num- 
ber of members to be elected by the Senate be raised from 
8 to 12 with a view to secure better representation of the 
subjects of the University courses, and the minimum num- 
ber of professors be raised to 8. 

Professor Dutt seconded the amendment. 

Mr. Keightley suggested that ‘resident professors’ 
should be substituted for “University professors.” , 

After some discussion the Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan 
Malaviya proposed that the proposal to enlarge the Library 
Committee with a view to securing the reprensentation of 
all departments be referred to that Committee itself for 
opinion. 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya’s proposal 
was accepted by the meeting. 

10. Mr. Seshadri moveS the following resolution 
“Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in 
the regulations, Samskrit shall not be one of the compulsory 
subjects of study in the B.A. course for such students as 
are now in the Intermediate Arts classes of the Central 
Hindu College and have not taken up Sanskrit as one of 
their subjects for the Intermediate course.” 

The mover said that the proposal was somewhat in the 
nature of a transitory regulation. The Senate had made a 
provision some time ago to enable the firesent students of 
the Central Hindu College pursuing the Alialuibad Univer- 
sity courses to appear at their examinations. Some difficul- 
ties which came to light now were not anticipated when 
they passed that regulation. At present in tlie Intcsr- 
mediate class of the 0. H. O., on the Arts side, there were 
a number of students who had not taken Sanskrit as one 
of their subjects. According to the course of the Hindu 
University those students wko had not taken Samskrit 
would be compelled to take Samskrit as a compulsory sub- 
ject in the B. A. class. That would be a great hardship 
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to them. Jrie, therefore, asked the Senate to j?rant tliem 
the concession proposed. 

Prof. Bane seconded the proposal. 

Prof. Batheja said that it was too drastic a step to 
make Samskrit compulsory at that early staj>*e. There 
were also practical difficulties in tlie way. There were 
many provinces where Sainskrit was not taught to the 
students. If they made the study of Sainskrit compiil- 
sory they would exclude people from other provinces from 
the. University. It was however possible there might be 
other ways of making the .study of Sainskrit popular. So 
he would propo.se the following amendment : — 

That a committee consisting of : 

Maliamahopadiiyaya Pandit Aditya Bam Bhattacharya, 
M.A., 

The Hoii’ble Pt. Madau Mohan Malaviya, B.A,, LL.B., 
Pandit Baldev Ram Dave, 

Rai G. N. Chakravarti Bahadur, M.A., LL.B., 

Professor Jaclunatli Sarkar, M.A., P.E;.S., 

Professor P. Seshadri, M.A., and 
Professor B. 0. Nag, M.A., 

with Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya as convener, be 
appointed to consider the difficulties alleged to have been 
created by the regulations making Sainskrit compulsory 
for the B.A. and F.A. Examinations and to recoinmeud the 
best method which the University can adopt to popularise 
the study of Sainskrit without sacrificing its general effi- 
ciency, and that until such recommendations are received 
and considered by the Senate, B.A. and F.A. Students may 
be permitted to offer in lieu of Sainskrit any other optional 
subject allowed by the regulations. 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya suggested 
that the proposal of Mr. Seshadri be accejited and that 
Mr. Batheja’s proposal be withdrawn for the present. 

Dr. Ganganath Jha said that he fully remembered the 
motives that led tliem to include Sainskrit as a compulsory 
subject in the Arts course. They considered it as a .sacred 
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trust atid so they had to preserve that trust. There were 
a few students who had not read Samskrit and he thought 
it would be wise and in keeping witli the spirit of the 
University if for those few students they prescribed a 
special course in Samskrit, an elementary course wiiicli it 
would not take more than six mouths to master. That 
would be a proper course to follow having regard to the 
motives that lay behind the regulations. 

Dr. Ganesh Prasad suggested that with the perm ission 
of the chairman, Dr. .Tha might move an amendment on 
the lines he suggested. 

The Pro-Vice-Ohaiicellor said that speaking as a mem- 
ber of the Senate he had a great amount of sympathy 
with the course suggested by Dr. Jha. In Calcutta, for 
instance, Samskrit was not compulsory before 1864. In 
1864, a rule was introduced making Samskrit compulsory 
in Intermediate. The authorities then introduced a light 
course in Samskrit to enable students t o master it. Subse- 
quently, however, the course was made heavy. The same 
thing could be done in the Hindu University also. 

Mahamahopadhyaya Pandit Hara Prasad Shastri said 
that they had done the same thing in the Faculty of 
Oriental Learning. Some courses were found to be heavy, 
and they lightened them. They might do the same thing 
here. 

After some discussion the Hon’ble Pandit Madaii Mohan 
hlalaviya moved that the consideration of the proposal be 
postponed till the next meeting. 

The motion was put to the vote and carried, 7 voting 
for and 6 against it. 

11. Mr. Seshadri moved : Regulation 4 of Chapter X,. 
regarding the annual fee to be paid by registered graduates,, 
shall apply only from the date from which tlie Court 
confers upon them the privilege of electing fellows to the 
Senate as contemplated by Statute 19 (Cl. 11&). 

The mover said that according to the regulations the 
graduates had to pay a certain fee for getting their names 
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i-egistered ; they were also required to pay an aiituial fee 
of Rs. 2. Aooording to the statutes the right of eieotiug 
fellows would be conferred on tite registered graduates by 
the University at a certain stage at some future date. 
He, therefore, proposed that the regulation relating to 
annual fee be kept in suspense until the privilege of 
electing fellows was conferred on the registered graduates. 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya opposed 
the proposal. He said that so long as a graduate did not 
get himself registered he would not be required to pay the 
annual fee. If the privilege of electing fellows was con- 
ferred on them after many years and if there was a hard- 
ship, then they might discuss the matter. At present 
they could not say when the privilege would be conferred. 

Mr. Seshadri withdrew his proposal. 

12. Prof. Jaclunath Sarliar proposed certain changes in 
the History courses of the InteriiRuliate, B.A. and M.A. 
classes. 

The mover sai<l that the reasons that led the Board 
of Studies to suggest these modifications in the courses 
had been set forth in the introduction to his note and he 
would not, therefore, take up the time of the Senate by 
going through, them now. He, however, wanted to explaiii, 
if any such explanation w^as necessary, that no reflection 
ivas cast upon tiiose gentlemen who at considerable 
expense of time drew up the old cour.se. The revised 
coarse, he sa,id, was proymsed only from the point of view 
of teachers and students,, Tiiey could not amplify their 
staff as much as the teachers would desire and so they 
must put the teachers to the best use. Further, they had 
in view the higher ambition of encouraging their staff, 
eacii to specialise in liis own department. Tliey wanted 
also to encourage a deeper study among their M.A. 
students. With these objects in view they had proposed 
some changes in the courses. They had suggestetl no 
change in the I. A. course. In the B.A. (pass) course also 
no change was made. In the B.A. (honours) course a .slight 
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change was suggested. In the M.A. course they suggested 
many changes. Several text-hooks had been retained and 
in some cases later works had been prescribed without, 
making any departure from the standard. Thus, the 
changes were not so revolutionary as they appeared on 
paper. The principles followed in revising the M.A. course 
had been detailed in his note. Prof. Sarkar explained that 
the boa,rd of studies met by compartments and in an 
informal manner. They could not always summon Pandit 
Hara Prasad Sliastri to all the meetings of the Board. So 
all the local members of the Board met together and 
discussed the scheme iu great detail. Then he went to 
Bankipore to discuss it with Shastriji. The speaker also 
said that this change implied no censure on any one. The 
Calcutta University, he pointed out, had three different 
courses in the course of three years. 

Prof. Batheja seconded the resolution. 

Maliamahopadhyaya Pandit Hara Pi'asad Shastri said' 
that in the case of the Calcutta University he found that 
one course was in force for 10 years and thereafter a 
change was made in the course. In the present case one 
course was only formulated, and not even acted upon, and 
still a change had been made. In framing that course 
great care was taken to intensify the study of the iiistory 
not only of lesser India but of greater India, also. They 
suggested that the histories of the countries surrounding 
India, in the west and in the east should also be read by 
.students. In the revised course miicii of what the,\' 
suggested had been taken away and a good deal of 
European history with which they, in India, had notiiing to 
do was put in. There they were dealing with a new ideal 
of Indian history, an ideal with which the Hindus were 
more conversant. If they simply imitated the courses of 
other universities he did not think it would be quite proper 
to call that course a ‘ Hindu University course. ’ 

Prof. Batheja explained the considerations that led 
the Board of Studies to make the changes in the courses. 
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He said tiiat they considered the old courses and found 
some defects in them. Their aim was specialisation and 
with that end in view they followed a different course in 
grouping the subjects. For instance, if a man wanted to 
specialise in ancient history, they required him to study 
the ^ ancient group ’ and if a man wanted modheval in's- 
tory, they required him to read the ‘ medimval group’ and 
so on. He would ask the Senate to say whether this 
principle which they followed was not more useful. 

Tlie Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya suggested 
some changes in the proposed course. 

Prof. Satyavrata Bhattacharya said that the salient 
feature of the existing course was that it provided for 
specialisation in Indian history. The old Board of Studies 
was impressed by the view that everything should be 
done to encourage the study of Indian history in this 
university and therefore they tried to make the study 
intensive as far as possible. At the same time, they 
believed that to send out from the University an M. A. 
history student who knew nothing of the history of other 
countries would be farcical. So, what the board attempt- 
ed to do was to make the Indian history course very 
intensive and to provide for a surface study of the histo- 
ries of other countries, as well. This year, the Board of 
Studies changed the course in certain respects. TJiey 
left the Indian liistory course practically as it was, but; 
they thought that a mere surface study of the histories 
of other countries would not do and therefore provided for 
intensive study of certain periods of the liistories of otlier 
countries also. This was the difference between the 
existing course and the proposed course. 

Prof. Sarkar briefly replied to the criticisms. Refer- 
ring to the remarks of Pandit Hara Prasad Shastri he said 
that they had provided in the revised course for tlie study 
of the history of further India also. He was as keen 
about the glory of their ancestors beyond the boundaries 
of India as any one could be and he might mention in cl- 
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dentally tliat be got permission to order by telegram some 
very rare books of a celebrated orientalist wbicli were 
being sold and be hoped he would be able to secure them 
for the University. He next explained in detail the 
changes made in the course for the M. A. and agreed to 
make certain changes suggested by Pandit Madan Mohan 
Malaviya. 

Dr. Ganga Nath Jha said ‘ If it is found necessary 
to make any important changes in the proposals of the 
Faculty then I propose that these proposals with the 
proposed changes be sent back to the Faculty for opinion.’ 

After some discussion Dr. Jha withdrew the motion, 
and the Senate adopted the course with some modifications. 
(Vide Appendix A). 

13. Prof. Batheja brought forward proposals for insti- 
tuting Economics as an option in the Intermediate course 
and making certain changes in the Economics courses of 
the B.A. and M.A. degrees. 

The mover said that the Board of Studies in Economics 
had held several meetings, always formally convened, and 
had spent considerable time in framing the new courses. 
Mr. Manohar Lai, who could not attend, had been 
consulted by correspondence, and the Board had given the 
very best consideration to his suggestions and adopted 
them as far as possible. The Board had also the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that the new course was approved by the 
gentleman who had framed the old course. The new re- 
vised course was laid before the Faculty of Arts on tlie 
previous day and passed by the Faculty wdth certain 
modifications. He was now placing before them the course 
as it had been amended by the Faculty. 

Professor Satyavrata Bbattacharya seconded the motion 
and it was passed {vide Appendix B). 

Resolved that the new courses in Economics sliould 
come into force from July 1918 with respect to the next 
Previous Examination of 1919 and all Examinations of 1920. 

14. Prof. Nag moved : 
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‘ Resolved that an additional course in Olieinistry full}'’ 
covering the requirements of the Prelimiiniry Scientilic 
examination of the medical degree of the Aliahahad 
[Jaiversity should be provided and it should be optional 
for candidates appearing for the [iitermediate exainifu;r- 
tioii to take this course in addition to the ordinai’y course.* 

‘ Resolved further that the syllabus prescribed by the 
University of Allahabad for the Preliminary li^cientinc 
examination be adopted for this additional optional courst.'^ 
in Ohemistry.’ 

The mover said that their Intermediate students had t<i 
read a course whicli was lower than the course prescribed 
by the Allahabad University for students who wished to 
go up for the Preliminary Scieiitillc examination. 

In order to enable their Intermediate students to 
appear at the medical examinations, he had proposed an 
optional course, and his proposal had been accepted by the 
Faculty of Science. 

Br. Oanga Nath Jha seconded the proposal and it was 
passed. 

15. Dr. Ganga Nath Jha pointed out that there was 
some overlapping between the following {moposal (item 16 
of the Agenda) and resolution No. 4 (2) of the Faculty of 
Oriental Learning passed that morning, and lie therefore 
proposed that its consideration lie postponed to the next 
meeting of the Senate and in the meanwiiile hoth (if them 
be referred to tiie Syndicate. 

“ Resolved that the Senate be recpiestod to add the 
following proviso to Regulation 15, Chapter XIV of the 
Regulations : — 

Provided that any one who has passed the Traivarshika, 
Shastri and Acharya examinations of tlie Raiiavira Samskrit 
I’atlisliala or tiie Tirtba examination of Bohar or the Tirtha 
examination of Bengal, shall be eligible for admission 
without being required to pass the Pravesiiika examina- 
tion.” 
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The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Maiaviya seconded 
the proposal and it was passed. 

16. The Senate next|considered the following resolution 
of the Syndicate passed on the 28tli November, 191.7 : — 

“Read resolution No. 3, passsd by the Faculty of Oriental 
Learning at the meeting held on 5th May, 1917, and resolu- 
tion No. 6 passed by the same Faculty at the meeting hek! 
on 28th October, 1917 {vide Appendix 0), as well as the notes 
of Mahamahopadhyaya Dr, Ganga Nath Jiia, dated 22nd 
November, 1917, regarding the separation of Kavya Saliitya 
from Vyakarana. Resolved that the matter be referred 
to the Faculty of Oriental Learning and to the Senate, 
and copies of Mahamahopadhyaya Dr. Ganga Nath .Tha’s 
note {vide Appendix D) as well as of any note which may 
be received on the subject from the Pro-Vice-Ciiancellor 
{vide Appendix E), should be sent to both the bodies.” 

Mahamahopadhyaya Pandit Hara Prasad Shastri moved; 

that at the Shastri stage Vj'^akaran-Sahitya combined in 
the old regulations be separated as two different subjects, 
uk;., Vyakaran and Saliitya and that the Government be 
moved to accept the recommendation.’ 

Nlr. Sesliadri seconded the proposal. 

Dr. Ganga Nath Jlia opposed the motion. He said that 
from the inception of this University the ideal before liim 
was that the courses of study and methods of examination 
in this University should be an improvement on the courses 
of study and methods of examination prevailing elsewhere 
in the country and he had always fought for that ideal. 
One of the great evils of the examination system at present 
had been to lower the standard of scholarship of Pandits. 
_Even though the system had been in vogue for 30 years 
there had not been a single man who had ^een classed as 
a first class .Pandit. Oonsidering all that, they combined 
the two subjects, uis., Grammar and Literature, in the 
curriculum of the Hindu University. He pointed out that 
the corabiDing of the two was not an imitation of any 
current terminology ; it was a deliberate thing put in with 
■>’ ' 31 : 
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a view to remove a great drawback. It was only a, feeble 
attempt at undoing tlie wrong that had>een done to Sams- 
krit scholarship by the system of e.vanunatiou tliat had 
been in vogue throughout th country during the last 30 
years. Ever since the proposal of separating the two 
subjects had been brought forwaj'd in this University, he 
had tried his best to fight against it, Tiierefore it was 
that he was opposing it even tliori althpiigli on principle 
he was opposed to upsetting the deci^sions of a facility- 
He would foe proving false to liimself if ho did not oppose 
it. As regards the procedure that had been adopted in 
regard to this matter the speaker said that the resolution 
of the Syndicate was that the matter be referred to the 
Faculty of Oriental Learning. When the matter was con- 
sidered on the 10th March, 1918, it was not considered by 
the Faculty of Oriental Learning but by a joint meeting 
of the Faculties of Theology and Oriental Learning. The 
previous day the BViculty of Oriental Learning considered 
the matter and it said that the subject should not be 
re-opened as it had been considered once. 

The Hoii’ble Pandit Madau Mohan Malaviya among 
other things put special stress on the’4ollowing two reasons 
in favour of the change which he placed before the meeting 
in his reply to Dr. Jha. 

(a) The first was that having allowed the alternative 
courses in Vyakaraiia it was only just and consistent not 
to demand a knowledge of the higher grammatical merits 
as was included in a combined course sucli as has been or 
would be prescribed. 

(b) Dr, Ganga Nath Jha liimseH suggested separate 
courses of Sahitya and Vyakaraiia in the Allahabad Uni- 
versity, why then his opposition here. 

Tlio Pro-Vice-Ohancellor then described at length the 
history of the question and gave lus own reasons for sup- 
porting the proposal of I^andit Haraprasad Shastri. He 
observed that he was not behind any body in his desire to 
improve the study of Samskrit in the Hindu University. 
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He referred to his note {vide Appendix A of the minutes of 
the Facility of Tiieology dated 15th Pebruary, 1917) on the 
lines on which Samskrit should be studied in the Hindu 
University. His remarks on Dr. Ganga Nath Jiia’s note 
in connection with tliis separation of Sahitya and Yyaka- 
rana, had dealt witii fully all that Dr. Ganija Nath Jha had 
stated in his note and he (the speaker) would not re]>eat 
tiiem here. As to the technical objection that the qiiestion 
was not discussed in the meeting of the Oriental Faculty 
but in a joint meeting of the two faculties of Oriental 
Learning and Theology, he observed that the joint meeting 
was convened under a resolution of the Syndicate (vide 
resolution No. 6 (b) of the meeting of the Syndicate held on 
27th January, 1918) and all the fourteen members who 
attended the joint meeting had voted in favour of the 
separation of the study of Sahitya and Vyakarana at the 
Shastri stage. Of these fourteen ail were members of the 
Faculty of Oriental Learning, some of them being common 
to both, the Faculties. 

Dr. Ganesh Prasad in the course of his speech supporting 
the proposal of Pandit Hara Prasad Shastri said tliat he 
saw nothing incorrect in the procedure of the Joint meet- 
ings of the Faculties of Oriental Learning and Theology to 
which exception has been taken by Dr. Ganga Nath Jha 
and that considering all that he had heard on both sides lie 
would vote for the proposal 

The resolution was finally passed by the Senate, Dr. 
^Ganga Nath Jha voting against.

His Honor Sir Harcourt Butler, K.O.S.I., C.LR, I.O.S,. 
Lieutenant-Governor of the United Provinces of Agra and 
Gudh, Visitor of the University, also kindly attended the 
meeting. 

His Highness the Pro-Chancellor in opening the pro- 
ceedings of the meeting said 

“Gentlemen, we meet to-day under the gloom of a 
great loss and deep sorrow. The death of our worthy 
and universally esteemed Vice-Chancellor, iSir Sundarlai, 
while he was still in full possession of bis physical and 
mental powers, has been a blow which might well stagger 
the University. The late Dr. Sundarlal had the rare 
combination of practical common sense with goodness of 
heart in an eminent degree and this wonderful admixture 
shone forth, both in his private and public life. I am sure 
I am voicing the general sentiment, without in any way 
casting any reflection upon the many eminent and worthy 
gentlemen in our midst, when. I say, that it will not be an 
easy thing to fill his place. 
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” Thous’li lie is dead, his spirit and good exampie will 
remain to inspire us to he actuated by the high ideals that 
moved him, and to follow, to the best of our ability, in iiis 
footsteps. Gentlemen, this is a heritage of no mean value. 

“ I think I may also be permitted, on behalf of the 
University, to offer to Lady Simdarlal and those uearest to 
him our heart-felt sympathy. 

“ Gentlemen, now it is my pleasant duty to otter to Sir 
Harcourt Butler, the Ruler of these Provinces and an Ex- 
flicio Patron of the Benares Hindu University, not only 
on my own behalf as the 'Pro-Oliancellor but on behalf of 
the Univei’sity as a whole, our heart-feit welcome. I 
welcome Sir Harcourt Butler, not only as an old and 
esteemed friend, but as one who has taken an active part 
in promoting the cause of Indian Education in general and 
of this University in particular. We all know how much 
the success of our University Act through the Imperial 
Legislative Oouncil was due to his valued and friendly 
interest and advice and active help. It is a good augury 
for the future well-being of this great Institution that 
during its infancy, it should have the fostering and paren- 
tal care of Sir Harcourt Butler. We may also rely, in 
times of stress and difficulty, upon his sympathy, and even 
I make bold to say, within the limits permitted to him, 
upon his help. Sir Harcourt has sown the seed and the 
plant that has grov/n out of it will engage his tenderest 
care. 

Since we met last, the construction of some of the 
necessary buildings has begun. The Arts College, the 
Science College with its Physical and Chemical Labora- 
tories, a certain number of residences for Professors, and 
hostels which will accommodate 600 students, are in the 
course of construction or about to be taken in hand. Other 
buildings are being planned. Difficulties arising out of the 
War will somewhat delay the work, but the Engineering 
Staff is working hard to expedite the construction as much 
as circumstances permit. 
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“ I understand that since we last met, Sir Sundarlal iiad 
matured proposals for the starting of a Teacliers’ Training 
Ooliege herefrom July next. I am pleased to hear that 
the proposals are being considered by the Ooiincil and the 
Finanoe Committee. The establishment of such a College 
seems desirable not only because it will provide a voca- 
tional training to our graduates and open a useful career 
to them, but also because it will partly meet a want which 
is keenly felt. Trained teachers are everywhere in 
demand, botii in Britisli India and Indian States, and I 
hope the College will soon be brought into existence. We 
may expect that some of the States will send their 
graduate-teachers here to receive the benefit of a regular 
course of training and thereby to enlrance the value of 
their teaching. In this matter also, as in others which 
our University is expected to undertake, our aim should 
be the highest and we should endeavour to produce a 
type of trained teachers wdio will be the Indian counterpart 
of the famous masters of some of the public schools in 
England. In this connection, 1 am glad to learn that the 
learned Director of Public Instruction of tiie United Pro- 
vinces and the Principal of the Government Training 
Ooliege, Allahabad, liave kindly offered to help us with 
their advice and co-operation. They are entitled to our 
thanks. 

“ I understand that proposals for establishing a Law 
Ooliege also are under consideration. In my opinion, it 
can wait till the more pressing needs of the country are 
satisfied. As I suggested to the late Dr. Sundarlal some 
time ago, it is of the utmost importance that instead of 
purely theoretical Science and Law, the University substi- 
tuted Agriculture and Oommerce until such time wiieii the 
University could afford to have them all. I attach no end 
of importance to Agriculture and Oommerce, and I trust 
the Senate will be good enougli to take tliis suggestion 
into their serious and close consideration. 

“ But the most important advance which it gives me 
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pleasure to bring to your notice, has been in the direction 
of the formation of the Faculty of Technology. I am glad 
to mention the handsome grant of Rs. 24,000 a year, in 
addition to the lump grant of Rs. 2,00,000 made by His 
Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpur as an endowment for 
the Jodhpur Hardinge Chair of Technology. You will also 
rejoice to learn that my esteemed friend His Highness the 
Maharaja of Patiala, has been pleased to sanction the 
handsome grant of Rs. 5,00,000 non-recurring and Rs. 24,000 
per annum recurring to promote the teaching of electrical 
and mechanical engineering at our University. And our 
Chancellor, His Highness the Maharaja of Mysore^ also has 
in addition to his lump grant of Rs. 2,00,000 sanctioned an 
annual grant of Rs. 12,000 for ten years. I am sure you 
will desire me to convey our warmest thanks to all those 
generous donors for their very liberal and timely donations. 
Evidently these three grants totalling Rs. 60,000 a year 
have made it possible for us now to start a Faculty of 
Technology. I am informed that Sir Sundarlal has actually 
taken some steps towards the formation of this Faculty. 
A scheme is now under preparation, and, when it is ready 
and has been duly considered and passed by the proper 
University authorities, it will be submitted to our Visitor 
for his sanction, which is required under the Act. 

“Gentlemen, if Technology has received so liberal a sup- 
port there is no reason wJiy a similar good fortune should 
not attend the Faculties of Agriculture and Commerce to 
the early creation of whicli I have already drawn your 
attention. What is wanted is to get a scheme prepared 
by experts and to announce the cost, both initial and 
recurring which it may involve. I feel sure that an 
appeal for them backed up by facts and figures will meet 
with the same ready response as the one for Technology. 

“ I ventured in my two previous addresses to lay certain 
matters before you for consideration, and I am sure they 
will all receive due attention from those in whose hands 
lies the difficult task of administering the affairs of the

University. I venture to tbink that it would be iielpml if 
it were made known publicly or privately what fate lias 
attended the various suggestions that may have been put 
forward or may be put forward in the future and in the 
case of tlieir non-adoption, the reasons for such a conclu- 
sion. 

“ I have detained you long, but I cannot conclude ray 
address without making a reference to the most important 
business on the agenda of this meeting, namely, the elec- 
tion of a new’’ Vice-Chancellor. I will not anticipate the 
result of your voting but can only ask you to vreigli care- 
fully the “ pros’’’ and “ cons ” in respect of each of the 
names that may be proposed, so as to ensure your choice 
falling on a worthy person under whose capable and 
thoughtful guidance our infant University will make sound 
progress and attain prosperity. 

“ In conclusion, let me, gentlemen, exhort you not to be 
discouraged by adverse circumstances. In holding on stead- 
fastly to a high purpose you will find your greatest support.. 
You have undertaken the enlightenment and uplifting of 
the rising generation of your countrymen without distinc- 
tion of caste or creed, and through the blessings of the 
Almighty God, so long as this great ideal and high pur- 
pose remain your goal, wdthout any selfish motive to 
shake your purpose and unnerve your resolve you have- 
every reason to.hope and none to despair.” 

On the conclusion of His Highness’ address, the Pro- 
Vice-Cliaucellor Maliamahopadhyaya Pandit Adityarain 
Bhattacharya, M.A., said that His Highness the Pro-Chan- 
cellor had already referred to the lamented death of the 
late Vice-Chancellor, the Hon’ble Dr. Sir Sunderlal. His 
heart was too Ml to permit of his expressing either their 
sense of sorrow at the loss they had sustained in the death 
of their most esteemed Vice-Chancellor, or their apprecia- 
tion of liis most valuable services to the University. He 
would not attempt to do more than to move the following 
resolution - 
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“ That the Court of the Benares Hindu University places 
on record its sense of profound sorrow at tlie sudden death 
of the Hon’ble Sir Sundarlal and of the great and irrepar- 
able loss whicu the University has sustained thereby. Tlie 
Court further records its deep gratitude for thedistinguisli- 
ed ability, wisdom and devotion with which he laboured to 
bring the University into existence, and, as its first Vice- 
Chancellor, to organise it and place in on a sound basis. 
The Court requests His Highness the Pro-Chancellor to 
convey its deep sympathy to Lady Sundarlal, Pandit 
Baldev Ram Dave and the other members of tiie family in 
their sad bereavement. ” 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya seconded 
the motion. He was visibly overpowered by emotion as he 
made the following short speech : 

“ I cannot express in words what I feel. No one has 
Avorked harder for the University, none has contributed 
more to its establishment by his ability, wisdom and 
unflagging devotion to duty than did our dear departed 
friend. In reality. Sir Sundarlal has contributed more to 
it than I can tell. I have every reason to hope that 
the Hindu University will be served in the long future 
that lies before it, by a line of distinguished Vice-Chan- 
cellors. But I believe that none will excel Sir Sundar Lai 
ill the invaluableness of the work whicli he did in bringing 
about the establishment of the Uiuversit.y* and in placing 
its foundations on a firm and sound basis. Truly has he 
deserved well of the University, and I liope and trust that 
as long as'the University will last, the memory of Sir Sundar 
Lai will be cherished with reverence and gratitude as that 
of a most unassuming, unselfish and indefatigable worker 
ill its cause, of a wise friend and guide, of a noble-minded 
servant and benefactor.” 

Rai Gyaneiidra Nath Ohakravarti Bahadur, M.A., L.L.B., 
in supporting the resolution said :~ 

“ When I was asked by certain friends here to say a 
few words on the sad event, I hesitated because I felt that 
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certain feelings are too deep for expression and words 
cannot express the fulness of the heart, but lest m j silence 
ma.y be liable to misinterpretation I have acceded to tbe 
request ; but I shall be brief and will not detain you long. 
Sir Sundar Lai and myself were brought up together within 
the w'alls of the same college and grew under the foster- 
ing cai-e of that eminent educationist Augustus Harrison. 
There was no student in the whole college who enjoyed 
greater esteem, affection and care of Augustus Harrison 
tiian Sundar Lai. Then, later on in life, 1 was intimately 
associated with the great man in the work of the Allaha- 
bad University. I think it was left to the genius of our 
present Lieutenant-Governor, Sir Harcourt Butler, to dis- 
cover him and then to advise his Government, when he 
was Secretary, to appoint Sir Sundar Lai as the Vice- 
Ohancellor of the Allahabad University. He was the first 
non-official Indian Vice-Ohancellor appointed in the history 
of the Indian Universities. Sir Harcourt Butler made a 
bold experiment and its success is borne out by the history 
of the Allahabad University. There was no one whose advice 
was more valued, whose guidance was more lielpfiil, than 
that of Sir Sundar Lai. We have an impression here that 
some of the Indian members who serve on Committees 
with European chairmen always say ditto to w'hat may be 
said by the latter. But I can tell you that in the meetings 
of the Allahabad University Sir Sundar Lai enjoyed so 
much confidence and commanded so much weight that 
there were many Europeans who would not force their 
own opinion against his, concerning University matters. I 
remember one occasion which is notable, as no less a person 
than the Chief Justice of the Allahabad High Court liad 
expressed strongly certain opinions and then he turned to 
Sir Sundar Lai for an expression of his views. It so hap- 
pened tiiat Sir Sundar Lai expressed a different opinion 
and immediately the Chief Justice said that in the light of 
the remarks he withdrew his previous opinion and agreed 
with Sir Sundar Lai, 
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‘■ As to the work which he has done for the Hindu 
[Juiversity it is not for me to say much, because all of us 
were associated with him. The great loss we have suffer- 
ed and the difficulty of iilliug up the gap he has left, bear 
eloquent testimony to the great service he rendered to the 
University.” 

The Hoffibie Dr. Tej Bahadur Sapru, M.A., LL.D,, sup- 
ported the resolution. 

Dr. Ganesli Prasad, D.Sc,, further supported the re- 
solution and said :-~ 

“Your Highness the Pro-Ohaneeilor, Your Honour the 
Visitor, Your Highness the Maharaja of Benares and the 
members of the Court, I rise as a student and as a scholar 
to pay my humble tribute to the great worth of our late 
revered Vice-Chancellor, Sir Suodar Dal. I may say 
that in my experience in India and in countries out- 
side India I have come across a good many scholars but I 
have never seen a man of such an equable temperament 
as Sir Sundar Lai, who may be said to have covered 
an iron hand in a velvet glove. He was always amenable 
to leason and willing to receive good advice even from his 
opponents. It was his indefatigable zeal, his great in- 
dustry and his vast learning that enabled him to do a good 
many things and to discharge iiis multifarious duties to 
the greatest satisfaction of all reasonable men. Thus, in 
spite of a very heavy practice, he managed to perform his 
duties as the Vice-Chancellor of the Allahabad University 
and as Vice-Chancellor of the Hindu University. It was 
a terrible loss to the Hindu University when Sir Sundar 
Lai was snatched from us at a time when we expected to 
receive from him the best possible advice and guidance. 
Our feelings are too deep for utterance. I beg, therefore, 
to resume my seat after having paid my humble tribute to 
the memor-v of t hat great man.” 

The resolution was carried unanimously, the whole 
assembly standing in silence. 

II. The Hoffibie Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya then 
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iooved that the muiutes of the meetings of the Court held 
on th(3 :29th and 30th October last, printed copies of which 
were already in the hands of the members, be coDtirmed. 

Fantlit Bakiev Rara Dave seconded the motion and it 
was carried unanimously. 

HI. The Hoa’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya said 
that there was a vacancy among the members of the Court 
caused by the resignation of Babii Jwala Prasad who was 
elected by tiie Court under clause (f) of sub-section 1, 
Class III, of Statute 14, of tlie University. He was grate- 
ful to Babu Jwala Prasad that be had sent in his resigna- 
tion at his request, in order to create a vacancy to permit 
of the Hou’ble Sir Siva Swamy Aiyer of Madras being 
elected a member of the Court that day. It was necessary 
that he should be so elected before be could be proposed 
for election as a Vice-Chancellor. He therefore moved his 
election as a member of the Court. 

Pandit Baldev Ram Dave seconded the motion, and it 
was unanimously carried. 

IV. The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya then 
moved that the Hon’ble Sir Siva Swamy Aiyer, B.A., B.L., 
K.O.S.L, O.I.Kl , Ex-member of the Executive Oouncil of the 
Governor of Madras and at present Vice-Chancellor of the 
Madras University, be elected Vice-Chancellor of the 
University. In moving the resolution he said 

“It is unnecessary for me to speak of the great loss 
which the University has sustained by the death of Sir 
Siindar Lai. That loss is irreparable. For many reasons 
which it is hardly necessary to dilate upon, he was most 
fitted to guide the affiairs of the University in its present 
stage. But he is gone, and the work of the University 
must be carried on. After having consulted several 
fellow-workers, and after having’ given the matter my 
most earnest eoiisideratioii, I came to the conclusion 
that the best man whom we could select as the successor of 
Sir Siuular Lai was Sir Siva Swamy Aiyer. By his distin- 
guished ability, experience, character and position he 
■■ 38 ■■ 
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seemed to me to be eminently fitted to fill the place vacat- 
ed by onr lamented friend and to guide the aft’airs of the 
University in its present stage. He is a distinguished 
scholar not only of English but of Sanskrit also. For many 
years he was the Advocate-General of Madras. Subse- 
quently he was a member of the Executive Oouncil of the 
Governor of Madras, and he is at present the Vice-Ohan- 
cellor of the Madras^University. His scholarship of Banslait 
is of a high order. He has been the President of the Exa- 
mination Board for Sanskrit in Madras for many years. 
He has always taken a keen interest in the cause of edu- 
cation. When it was first proposed to ask him to accept 
the Vice-Ohancellorship some friends thought that being 
placed at such a great distance he would not agree to do 
so. But I am glad and thankful to be able to say that in 
response to my request he has agreed, if elected, to serve 
the University as its Vlce-Ohancellor. 

‘‘ The only point urged at any time against my proposal 
was that Sir Siva Swamy Aiyer will not be able to reside 
on the spot. When I consulted His Highness the Chan- 
cellor, he too was pleased to say that though he had no ob- 
jection to the election of 'Sir Siva Swamy Aiyer, he thought 
that the interest of the University would be better served 
by a whole-time Vice-Chancellor who would always be on 
the spot. To that opinion every one must bow assent. 
But I have informed His Highness, and the Court will be 
glad to know that Sir Siva Swamy has been good enough to 
promise to spend from 10 to 15 days at Benares every 
second month from July to December and to spend ai 
least one montli between January and April in Benares. 
In ids last letter to me he says that he can pledge himself 
at present to at least 90 days in the year, but that he 
cannot promise more until he knows more about tlie 
climate of Benares and the work he will have to do. I 
consider this satisfactory and siifiicient at present, and 
feel that it is a great advantage to the University to have 
a distinguished scholar of the ability and experience of 
Sir Siva Swamy to guide its affairs.

“ Several friends liave done me tlie lionoiir of uressiii^i? 
M 0 to agree to be elected Vice-Chancellor, One of these 
i'rieuds has given notice of a resolution to propose me as 
saielK I fully apprecia te the honour and am deeply thankful 
to all tljese friends for it. But so far as I am concerned my 
services already are, and -will remain throughout my life, 
.at the disposal of the University. My being elected Vice- 
Cliancelior will not mean the accession of any new 
strength to the University. The election of Sir Siva 
Swainy Aiyer will. We must also remember that our 
University is an all-India institution. We have launched 
it as such. It is in that character that it has been 
supported by the public of every province of India ; it is 
In that character that it has received generous support 
from our honoured Ruling Princes of all parts of India. 
It is io that character that it has received support from 
the Government of India. It is highly desirable, there- 
fore, that its Vice-Chancellors should come; one after the 
other not from one province only but from every province 
of India. Prom all these points of view I think that the 
election of Sir Siva Swamy Aiyer is most desirable. To 
me it seems to be a matter for sincere congratulation 
that we should be able to secure the co-operation of so 
distinguished a scholar and educationist as our proposed 
Vice-Chancellor. I, therefore, hope that the proposal will 
commend itself to the Court and be carried niianimously.” 

The motion was seconded by Mahamahopadhyaya 
Pandit Adityaram Bliattacharya, M.A., and was supported 
by Dr, Ganesh Prasad, D.Sc. and the n.on’ljle Pandit 
Gokaraii Nath Misra, M.A., LL.B,, of Lucknow and carried 
nnaniniousiy.

VI. Babu Ajit Prasad, M.A., LL.B., of I.iUcknow, 
stated that there was a vacancy among the represen- 
tatives of the Jain Community who w- ere elected by the 
Court, under Clause (e) Class III sub-section 1 of Statute 
14, due to the death of Rai Bahadur Ohaggan Mai of 
Ajmer.

CHAPTER XLI. 

Licentiate OF Teaching. 

1. The examination shall be open to a graduate who has 
been admitted to the Degree of B.A., or B.Sc., in this Uni- 
versity or, in special case, by permission of the Syndicate, 
by some other Indian University established by Act of the 
Legislature, provided lie has studied for the year previous 
to his examination at a constituent college affiliated in 
the branch of Teaching. 

2. The exammation shall be both in the Theory and in 
the Practice of Teaching. In the Theory of Teaching ths 
examination shall be conducted by means of papers. 

3. Every candidate shall be required to undergo a 
practical course of physical training, and shall further, in 
the presence of at least two examiners appointed by the 
Board of Examiners, give satisfactory evidence of ability 
to manage a class. He shall give two lessons in subjects 
embraced in the curriculum of high schools one of which 
at least, in the case of Graduates in Arts, shall be on the 
English language, and in the case of Graduates in Science, 
in Mathematics, Nature Study, or Physics and Chemistry. 
The candidates shall receive due notice of the subjects in 
which they will be asked to give a lesson. 

The examination in the Practice of Teaching shall be 
conducted at the Training College and the Examiner shall 
also take into consideration the record that has been kept 
at the college of work done by the student during the 
course of training. 

4. Candidates who fail in the examination in the Theory 
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of Teaching may present themselves for re-examination 
therein at a subsequent examination, without attending 
a further course at the Traihing College provided tiiat they 
produce satisfactory evidence that, in tlie interim, they 
have been teaching in a recognised institution.

APPENDIX A. 


Note of Agricultural Scheme placed before the NIeeting 
of the Council of Hindu University on the 1st of May, 
1018. 

The scherae herein outlined has been prepared in 
consultation with Rev. Higginbottom of Nainee Farm, 
Allahabad who was kind enough to come to Benares at 
my invitation, although be received a very short notice. 
Both he and I are of opinion that while keeping as our 
ultimate goal the development of an Agricultural College 
of the United States of America, our first task lies con- 
sidering the apathetic and litigous habits of the zamindars, 
in taking such steps as may be necessary to create in the 
zamindars of these Provinces an interest in the pro- 
ductiveness of the land, by showing them, by actual 
demonstration, that with a proper supply of best seed 
obtainable, the potentialities of land are immense and are 
not to he judged by area, but by the quantity of fertilisers, 
labour, and brain that we can put in it. 

Therefore our first requirement is a decent plot of land 
on which we can colonize the ordinary tenants, but they 
should be hutted in our own huts constructed on the most 
sanitary and up to date lines, so as to obviate any chance 
of litigation with them owing to their building huts of 
their own. 

Next thing to do is carefully to contour and survey the 
land, and divide it into rectangles on the Punjab system, 
each rectangle being 1100 feet by 990 feet comprising an 
.area of 25 acres exactly. This area is again to be divided 
into 25 one-acre plots, by dividing q^oh side into five parts 5 
thus each one acre plot will be in the shape of a rectangle 
and will be 220 feet long by 198 feet wide ==43, 560 square 
feet. This plot of land should not be less than 1,200 acres. 

Taking for granted that such a plot of 1,200 acres or 
thereabouts is available in front of the University grounds. 
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our next step will be to pump up water from the Ganges 
sufficient to give one water in the Kliarif during March 
and April to enable cotton being sown, and two waters in 
tlie Rabi to enable wheat being matured. 

The quantity of water required for this purpose will be 
'6 cusecs, i.e., 6 cubic feet per second, and a 12" centrifugal 
pump will be all that is essential, but to be on the safe 
side, I recommend a 14" pump so as to give 8 cubicfeet per 
second. This w’^ater will be pumped up to the highest 
watershed from wffiich earthen distributaries can be made 
to gravitate water to each field by flow. This proceeding 
alone will show to the mmindars and the tenants as well 
how profitable it is to follow Agriculture as a profession. 
The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya has taken 
upon himself the responsibility of arranging, with His 
Highness the Maharaja of Benares, the acquisition of this 
area on perpetual or long term lease. In the event of 
such area not being available the whole scheme collapses. 

Having acquired the laud, having constructed the canal, 
and the necessary pumping works being set up, we should 
start two classes for instruction. One of these classes 
will be meant for the sons and relatives of well-to-do 
mmindars for wdiom there will be no rigid rules of age, 
or soliool or college qualifications. If the Officer in charge 
thinks that the applicant is competent enough to profit by 
the course of instruction available, he will be admitted. 
For the present the number of students admitted to this 
class may be fixed at 30, and the course may extend to 9 
months. It is hoped that such a process will create a keen 
interest in Agriculture among the zaminclars of these Pro- 
vinces. The other class will be meant for passed or failed 
Matrics, the object being to help those who are otherwise 
helpless, and thus are dn a mood to take to hard manual 
labour, and worship mother Earth to win from her suitable 
rewards for their labour. The course of this class should 
extend from twm years to four years, and the number of 
admissions should, for the present, be limited to 40,

1. Resolved, the suh-committee recommends that the 
total amount of tuition fees now realised ii\ the year should 
be distributed over ten instalments from July to April and 
not over twelve instalments as at present. No increase of 
fees is recommended, except an increase of a few annas in 
one or two cases, to round off the figures. 

2. Laboratory fees should remain as at present in the 
Intermediate and B.Sc. classes, hut the sub-committee 
recommeuds that the M.Sc. fee should be raised to 
three rupees a month from two rupees a month. All labo- 
ratory fees should also be levied uniformly in ten instal- 
ments from July to April- 

3. The game fee of Rs. 3 a year instead of being realised 
in twelve instalments of 4 annas a month, should be paid in 
two instalments of Re.
